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CHARTER OF CITY OF ITHACA. 



Chapter 212 of Laws of 1888, as amended and 
in force on Jidy is/, 1897. 



TITLE I. 

OF THE BOUNDARIES AND CIVIL DIVISIONS. 

City Boundaries. — Section 1. All that district of 
country in the town of Ithaca in the county of Tompkins, 
comprised within the following boundaries, namely : 
Commencing at the south-west corner of DeWitt's loca- 
tion in the town of Ithaca ; thence due east along the 
south line of said location and the south line produced, 
to a point three thousand four hundred and fifty- two feet 
east of the east line of lot ninety-four ; thence due north 
parallel with said east line of lot ninety-four to the north 
line of lot ninety-two ; thence west along the north lines 
of lots ninety-two and ninety-four and these lines pro- 
duced, to the west line of lot eighty-seven ; thence south 
along the west line of said lot eighty-seven and the west 
line of said DeWitt's location to the place of beginning, 
shall be a city known as "the city of Ithaca ;" and the 
citizens of this State from time to time inhabitants 
within the aforesaid limits, shall be a body corporate 
and politic by the name of "the city of Ithaca," and as 
such shall have the rights, powers and privileges con- 
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ferred by the general statutes of this State upon muni- 
cipal corporations, as well as those conferred by this act, 
which shall be known as the charter of said city, and 
the said city being the territory above described shall 
be severed from the town of Ithaca, and shall constitute 
no part of said town of Ithaca. All the territory outside 
of the boundaries of the city of Ithaca and within the 
boundaries of the town of Ithaca shall constitute the 
town of Ithaca, and the said city and town shall be sep- 
arate and independent of each other.

City Wards. — § 2. The said city shall be divided 
into four wards, as follows : 

FIRST WARD. 

All that part of said city lying on the westerly 
side of the middle of Corn, Varick and Fifth streets, 
shall be known as the first ward. 

SECOND WARD. 

All that part of said city bounded as follows : Be- 
ginning on the south boundary of said city in the center 
of Corn street ; running thence north along the center 
of said Corn street to its intersection with State street ; 
thence east along the center of said State street to its 
intersection with Tioga street ; thence north along the 
center of said Tioga street to its intersection with Buf- 
falo street ; thence east along the center of said Buffalo 
street to the east boundary line of said city ; thence 
south along the east boundary of said city to the south 
boundary line of said city ; thence west along the south 
boundary of said city to the place of beginning, shall be 
known as the second ward. 
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THIRD WARD. 



All that part of said city lying on the east of the 
center of Corn street, center of Varick street, center 
of Fifth street and north of the center of State street, 
and west of the center of Tioga street, shall be known 
as the third ward. 

FOURTH WARD. 

All that part of said city lying east of the center of 
Tioga street and north of the center of Buffalo street 
shall be known as the fourth ward. 

Alteration and Erection of Wards. — § 3. Whenever 
the population of any ward shall exceed that of any 
other by five hundred inhabitants the common council 
may alter the boundaries of the wards or increase the 
number thereof, so that the population in each ward 
shall be equal as near as conveniently maybe, and shall 
by resolution, to be entered in the minutes of the com- 
mon council, declare the limits of each ward, which 
resolution shall be published in one or more of the city 
papers for two successive weeks, but no new ward shall 
"foe created with a population of less than two thousand. 



TITLE II. 



OF OFFICERS, THEIR ELECTION AND APPOINTMENT. 

City Officers: Salaries: Duties.— SECTION i. The 
officers of said city shall be as follows : A mayor, re- 
corder and two justices of the peace, to be elected on a 
general ticket by the qualified voters of the city ; two 
aldermen and one supervisor from each ward to be 
elected by the qualified voters of the city residing 
in each ward respectively ; an assessor, a treasurer, a 
collector of taxes, a city superintendent, a city clerk, a 
city attorney, an overseer of the poor, three excise com- 
missioners, a poundmaster, two constables, such police 
constables, general and special, as in the judgment of 
the common council may be deemed necessary, and one 
firewarden from each ward, all of whom shall be appoint- 
ed by the mayor of said city ; but the same person may be 
so appointed to and hold one or more of said offices at 
the same time. Before anv person shall be so appointed 
to one or more of said offices the common council shall 
fix the maximum rate of compensation to be paid for 
performing the duties of each of said offices, except two 
constables which maximum rate shall not be changed 
during the incumbency of the appointee next thereafter 
appointed thereto, except with the consent of the mayor. 
The common council may also, prior to each of such 
appointments, prescribe the duties of such officers in 
addition to and not inconsistent with the duties pre-, 
scribed by this act and subject to such provisions of the- 
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common council, and to the provisions of this act ; the 
mayor shall prescribe the duties and fix the rate of com- 
pensation of all officers appointed by him and of all 
employes of the city ; provided, however, that the com- 
pensation of the collector shall not be greater than that 
allowed the collectors of towns for similar services.

Failure to Qualify : Forfeiture. — § 2. Every person, 
elected or appointed to office under this act, who shall 
refuse or neglect to take and file the oath of office here- 
inafter required, for ten days after notice in writing 
from the clerk, of his election, shall be deemed to have 
declined the office, and his place shall be filled as in 
case of a vacancy, and he shall forfeit for the use of the 
city twenty-five dollars, to be sued for and collected in. 
the name of the city.

Qualifications of Voters. — § 4. Every inhabitant, 
who shall have resided in said city for thirty days and 
in the ward in which he shall offer his vote, for ten days 
next preceding the offer of his vote, and who shall at 
the time and place of offering his vote, be qualified 
to vote for Member of Assembly, shall be entitled to 
vote for the officers to be elected by virtue of this act,. 
in the ward where he shall be so qualified and reside. 

General Election Laws ; How Applicable. — § 5. The 

provisions of law in respect to elections for State and 
county officers, shall apply to elections held under this 
act so far as the same are applicable, and are not incon- 
sistent with this act. 

City Elections; Notices; Polling Places.— § 6. A 

o-eneral city election shall be held in each of the wards- 
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of said city on the first Tuesday of March in each year 
after the passage of this act, at such places in the sev- 
eral wards of sajd city as shall be designated by the 
common council, and ten days notice shall be given of 
such election by publishing the same in one or more 
papers of said city. If no place shall be appointed by 
the common council, the election shall be held at the 
same places at which the last preceding annual election 
of the village of Ithaca was held. 

Election of Aldermen and Supervisors. — § 7. At 

each general city election after the passage of this act 
there shall be elected, as hereinbefore provided one 
alderman from each ward in the place of the alderman 
from such ward whose term of office shall next there- 
after expire, and one supervisor from each ward.

City Elections, How Conducted ; Oaths of City Coun- 
cil. — § 8. The polls of the election shall be opened at 
eight o'clock in the forenoon, and shall be kept open 
without intermission until five o'clock in the afternoon, 
at such place or places in each ward as the common coun- 
cil shall appoint, when they shall be finally closed, and 
the inspectors shall forthwith without adjournment, can- 
vass the votes received by them, and shall make and cer- 
tify two statements thereof, one of which shall be filed 
with the city clerk, and the other with the clerk of Tomp- 
kins county. The inspectors shall judge of the qualifi- 
cations of electors, canvass the ballots, and make out 
and place in the hands of the mayor, or clerk of the 
city, a certificate containing a statement of the number 
of votes cast in each ward for each candidate respec- 
tively, and the common council shall, within one day 
thereafter, proceed to canvass such certificates, and shall 
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cause a statement of the whole number of votes cast for 
each candidate to be entered on their minutes, and shall 
declare those persons elected who have the greatest 
number of votes, and it shall be the duty of the clerk 
of the city to notify the several officers of their election. 
At the first regular meeting of the common council 
after each annual election, the persons who shall have 
been elected mayor and aldermen respectively, at said 
last election, shall each take the oath of office prescribed, 
by the Constitution. 



TITLE III. 



OF THE COMMON COUNCIL. 

Common Council. — SECTION i. The mayor and al- 
dermen of the city shall constitute the common council 
thereof. The present president of the village of Ithaca 
shall be the mayor of said city for the remainder of the 
period for which he was elected, such president, and 
the present members of the board of trustees of the vil- 
lage of Ithaca shall be the aldermen of said city from their 
respective wards for the remainder of the periods for 
which thej' were elected such trustees respectively. At 
the first election held after the passage of this act as 
hereinbefore provided, a mayor shall be elected as here- 
inbefore provided, and at each alternate general city 
election thereafter there shall be elected as hereinbefore 
provided, a mayor in the place of the mayor whose term 
of office shall next thereafter expire. 

Annual Meeting.— § 2. The common council shall 
meet at such place as the mayor shall designate, on the 
first Wednesday next after the annual election in each 
year, and at such times and places as hereinafter 
provided. 

Proceedings of Council.— § 3. At all meetings of the 
common council, the mayor when present, shall preside, 
but in his absence one of the aldermen shall be called to 
the chair. In the proceedings of the common council, each 
member present shall have a vote, except the mayor, 
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who shall have only a casting vote when the votes of 
the other members are tied, and except as hereinafter 
provided. The sittings of the common council shall be 
public except when the public interest shall require 
secrecy. The minutes of the proceedings shall be kept 
by the city clerk and the same shall be open at all times 
to public inspection. A majority of the common coun- 
cil shall be a quorum for the transaction of business, 
but no tax or assessment shall be ordered except by a 
concurring vote of a majority of all the members of the 
common council in office, including the mayor who 
shall be entitled to vote thereon as a member of the 
council, and no tax levied, assessment-bill ordered, res- 
olution or ordinance shall take effect until the same 
shall receive the approval of the mayor, as hereinafter 
provided. 

Regular and Special rieetings. — § 4. The common 
council shall hold regular meetings at least twice each 
month, one of which shall be on the first Wednesday of 
each month and the mayor, or in his absence, any three 
aldermen, may call special meetings by twenty-four 
hours notice in writing served personally upon the other 
members of the common councilor by leaving it at their 
usual places of business during business hours, or their 
places of abode at other times. 

Powers of Council. — § 5. The common council shall 
determine the rules of its own proceedings and be 
judge of the election and qualification of its own mem- 
bers, and have power to compel the attendance of absent 
members from time to time, and to prescribe the duties 
of all the officers and persons appointed by them to any 
place whatever subject to the provisions of this act, and 
the general statutes of this State. 
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Depository of City Moneys. — § 6. Upon the comple- 
tion of the assessment- roll in each year, the common 
council shall designate one or more good and solvent 
banks in said city as the depository of all moneys received 
by the treasurer of said city, and may agree with such 
bank or banks upon a rate of interest per annum to be 
paid on moneys so collected. Each bank so designated 
shall, for the benefit and security of the city, and before 
receiving any such deposits, execute to the common 
council of said city a good and sufficient bond, with 
two or more sureties, to be approved by the common 
council of said city. Such bonds shall be conditioned 
for the safe keeping and payment on the order or war- 
rant of said treasurer or upon other lawful authority, all 
such deposits, and the agreed interest thereon, and it 
shall be the duty of the clerk of the common council to 
file such bond in the office of the clerk of such county. 
It shall be the duty of the treasurer to deposit all funds 
belonging to the city that may come into his hands in a 
bank so designated and his failure so to do will be a 
misdemeanor. The designation of any such bank and 
the depositing of moneys therewith by such treasurer, 
shall not release him or his sureties from any liability 
in relation to such moneys or in any manner affect such 
liability, except for loss through failure or fault of such 
designated bank. 

General Powers of Council.— § 7. The common coun- 
cil shall exercise all the corporate powers mentioned in the 
first section of this act, and shall have the control and 
management of the property, both real and personal, 
belonging to the city, and all the finances thereof, and 
except as herein otherwise provided, no debt or liability 
which may become a charge against said city shall be 
created or contracted except by the authority of said 
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common council ; and in addition to such other powers 
as may be herein conferred upon it, the said common 
council shall have full power : 

Preserve Peace, etc. — i. To prevent vice and im- 
morality, to preserve peace and good order, and to pre- 
vent and quell riots or disorderly assemblages. 

Suppress Disorderly and Gaming Houses. — 2. To 

restrain and suppress disorderly and gaming houses, all 
instruments and devices used for gaming, to prevent all 
gaining and fraudulent devices in said city, and to reg- 
ulate billiard rooms and bowling alleys and shooting 
galleries. 

Regulate Saloons. — 3. To regulate and fix the hours 
of closing saloons and places where intoxicating liquors 
are sold. 

Regulate Exhibitions. — 4. To prohibit, restrain and 
regulate all exhibitions, circuses or other performances 
for money, and authorize the same on such terms as they 
shall deem expedient. 

Suppress Disorderly Houses. — 5. To suppress disor- 
derly houses and houses of ill-fame and to restrain and 
punish the keepers thereof. 

Punish Disorderly Persons. — 6. To restrain and 
punish vagrants, mendicants, street-beggars and persons 
soliciting alms, common prostitutes, lewd and disorderly 
persons, and to prevent and punish drunkenness and 
disorderly and immoral conduct in public places or 
streets. 

To Control Conduct in Streets.— 7. To prohibit the 
obstruction of the streets of said city by the gathering

or assembling of persons thereon, and to authorize the 
police officers of said city to disperse all such gatherings 
or assemblages of persons, and upon the refusal of per- 
sons so congregated or assembled to disperse, when com- 
manded so to do by a duly appointed police officer under 
regulations to be prescribed by the common council, 
such police officer may make summary arrest of anv per- 
son or persons so refusing, and take him or them forth- 
with before the recorder of said city, to be by him tried 
as disorderly persons and punished as such, and all such 
persons are hereby declared to be disorderly persons. 

Slaughter and Powder Mouses. — 8. To direct the 
location of all slaughter-houses, markets and houses for 
storing gunpowder or any combustible or explosive sub- 
stance, and to regulate the keeping and conveying of 
gunpowder and other dangerous materials, and the use 
of lights in barns, stables and other places. 

Fireworks and Firearms.— 9. To prohibit and reg- 
ulate the exhibition of fireworks, the storing and sale of 
gunpowder and the discharge of firearms within said 
city. 

Regulate Use of Streets. — 10. To prevent or regu- 
late horse racing and immoderate driving in the streets 
of said city, and to authorize the stopping of anvone 
who shall be guilty of immoderate riding or driving in 
said streets, and to prevent the flying of kites, riding on 
bicycles on sidewalks, rolling hoops, playing at ball, 
coasting, or any other amusement practiced having a 
tendency to injure or annoy or endanger persons passing 
on the streets or sidewalks or to frighten teams or horses 
in said city. 

Encroachments and Obstructions on Streets n 

To prevent any encroachment, encumbrance or obstruc- 
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tion or in upon or over any street, sidewalk, highway or 
public ground in said city, and in case of neglect or 
refusal of any person who shall have caused any such 
encroachment, encumbrance or obstruction, or of the 
owner or occupant of any premises upon which shall be 
any building, fence or other structure or thing encroach- 
ing upon, encumbering or obstructing any street, side- 
walk, highway or public ground in said city, to remove 
the same after being notified so to do, the common coun- 
cil shall have power to cause such removal at the cost 
and expense of such person or of such owner or occupant 
and to collect such cost and expense as hereinafter pro- 
vided. 

Swimming. — 12. To regulate and determine the 
time and place of bathing and swimming in the waters 
of said city. 

Pound. — 13. To establish and regulate a public 
pound and to restrain cattle, horses, sheep, swine, dogs, 
o-eese and other animals and fowls from runmnsr at 
large in said city, and to authorize the distraining, im- 
pounding and sale of the same (except dogs), for the 
penalty incurred and the cost of keeping and proceed- 
in^, and to make regulations for taxing and confining 
dogs and for destroying such as may be found running 
at large contrary to any ordinance and to regulate their 
running at large. 

Removal of Snow, Ice and Dirt. — 14. To require all 
persons owning or occupying property in said city and 
the owners of unoccupied property therein to remove all 
snow, ice and dirt from the sidewalks in front of the 
premises so owned or occupied by them and to keep the 
same clean and free therefrom, and in case of neglect or 
refusal on the part of such owner or occupant so to do, to 
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remove the same at his expense, and to impose and col- 
lect such penalty as shall be provided by any ordinance 
of said city for such neglect or refusal. 

Ringing of Bells and Crying of Goods. — 15. To reg- 
ulate the ringing of bells and crying of goods, wares 
and merchandise or other commodities in said city. 

Lotteries, Peddlers, etc. — 16. To prohibit, restrain 
and regulate all gift enterprises or sales of goods founded 
upon or connected with any gift, lottery or chance, with- 
in the corporate limits of said city, and restrain and 
regulate the sale of goods and merchandise at public 
auction within the same limits, and to authorize the 
licensing of the latter upon such terms as the common 
council shall deem proper. The said common council 
shall likewise have the power to prohibit and regulate 
all hawking and peddling, auctioneering or sale of prop- 
erty in the streets, alleys, lanes, sidewalks and public 
parks and places of said city. 

Water Supply. — 17. To establish, regulate and con- 
struct public reservoirs and hydrants, and to provide for 
supplying the city with water by means of pipes, and to 
make regulations in regard to the use of the same. No 
contract shall hereafter be made by such city for the 
supply of water by pipes or hydrants for city purposes 
after the year eighteen hundred and ninety- three, until 
after sealed proposals therefor shall have been invited 
• by reasonable public notice of the time when such pro- 
posals will be received and considered, and no such 
contract shall be awarded except to the lowest respon- 
sible bidder. Nor shall water be supplied to said city at 
city expense for public purposes by pipes or hydrants 
after the year eighteen hundred and ninety-three by 
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virtue of auy contract or agreement hereafter made or 
implied unless such contract or agreement be made 
after such notice and with such lowest responsible 
bidder.

City Sealer. — iS. To appoint one or more exam- 
iners of weights and measures. 

Parks and Cemeteries. — 19. To establish, regulate 
and maintain public parks in said city and cemeteries 
within or without the bounds of said city. To preserve, 
adorn and protect the same and to prohibit and prevent 
interments within the bounds of said city unless in such 
ceneteries* as may be within said bounds. 

Street Lighting. — 20. To provide for the lighting 
of the streets in the city and the protection and the 
safety of the public lamps, to prevent the same from 
being lighted or extinguished by persons not duly 
authorized by said common council to light or extin- 
guish the same. 

Fire Apparatus. — 21. To procure fire engines and 
other apparatus for the extinguishment of fires and have 
the charge and control of the same and provide, fit and 
secure engine houses and other places for keeping and 
preserving the same. 

Fire Department. — 22. To organize and establish a 
fire department, and to make such fire laws, rules, regu- 
lations and ordinances of said department and the rights 
and duties thereof, and of citizens during fires in said 
city, as they may deem best, and to enforce the same by 
suitable fines and penalties.

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Protect Property at Fires. — 23. To protect property, 
both real and personal, of individuals at times of fires, 
and to appoint guards for the protection of the same, 
and to prescribe their various duties and compensation. 

Fire Wardens. — 24. To authorize the fire wardens 
at reasonable times to enter and examine all houses, 
stores, yards and outbuildings, and to ascertain if they 
are in a dangerous state in regard to fires. To prevent or 
regulate the construction of any building, chimney, 
fire-place, heater, stove, stove-pipe, oven repository for 
ashes or charcoal, boiler, furnace, or any other appara- 
tus or thing whatever which may be considered danger- 
ous with respect to fire, and to cause the owner or occu- 
pant of any premises upon which shall be found anything 
dangerous as aforesaid, to remove the same or put it in 
a safe condition, and in case the owner or occupant shall 
refuse or neglect to do so, the common council shall 
have power to cause the same to be done at the expense 
of the owner or occupant, and to collect such cost as 
hereinafter provided and for the purposes aforesaid or 
either thereof, the said common council shall have 
power to enter into or upon any building or premises in 
said city. 

Fire Limits. — 25. To prescribe limits in said city 
within which wooden or wooden parts of or additions to 
buildings shall not be erected or placed without the 
permission of said common council, to order the removal 
of such buildings or additions if erected without such 
permission, and to direct that any or all buildings or 
parts of or additions to buildings thereafter to be erected 
or placed within said limits, shall be made or con- 
structed of some incombustible material with such par- 
tition walls and fire-proof roofs as they may judge neces- 
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sary, under such penalties as may be prescribed by said 
common council. 

Real Estate.— 26. To purchase, hold, sell, convey 
and agree to purchase and convey real estate whenever 
necessary or expedient for the accomplishment or execu- 
tion of any of the purposes or powers or duties mentioned 
in this act. 

Sidewalks. — 27. To cause the sidewalks on the 
streets and highways of said city to be raised, leveled, 
curbed, graded, graveled, paved, planked, and repaired 
and at the expense of the owners or occupants of the 
adjacent lands and premises, and if any of the matters or 
things above mentioned be not done by such owners or 
occupants within the time and in the manner, and of or 
with the material by said common council required and 
prescribed, the said common council may do or cause 
the same to be done, and may assess the expense thereof 
upon the owners or occupants, and cause the same to be 
levied and collected in the manner hereinafter in this 
act provided. 

Shade Trees. — 28. To direct and regulate the plant- 
ine of shade and ornamental trees along^ the streets and 
sidewalks in said city, and to prevent the injury or 
defacement of any trees, fences, walls, posters or build- 
ings in said city. 

Gas and Water Pipes. — 29. To regulate and super- 
intend the laying of all gas or water pipes in said city, 
and to require any corporation, company or person after 
laying or repairing such pipes in any street or highway 
in said city to put such street or highway in good con- 
dition or repair, and to remove all incumbrances or 
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obstructions which such corporation, company or per- 
son may have placed or caused to be placed in any such 
street or highway without any unnecessary delay, and 
to require such corporation, company or person to keep 
proper signal lights burning at night at all holes or 
ditches or other places which may have been rendered 
dangerous to persons traveling such streets or highways, 
and in case such corporation, company or person shall 
neglect or refuse to do any of the acts so required of 
them, the said common council shall have power to 
cause the same to be done at the cost and expense of 
such corporation, company or person, and to collect 
such cost and expense by suit at law, or as hereinafter 
provided. 

Unsafe Buildings and Walls. — 50. To compel the 
owner or occupant of any wall or building in the city 
which may be in a ruinous or unsafe condition, to ren- 
der the same safe or to take down and remove the same, 
and to prohibit such erections, and in case of the neglect 
or refusal of such owner or occupant to render such wall 
or building safe or to take down and remove the same 
after being notified so to do, the common council shall 
have power to cause the same to be taken down or 
removed at the expense of such owner or occupant and 
to collect such cost and expense as in this act provided. 

Expense, How Collected. — 31. To make the costs 
and expenses incurred b}' the city in pursuance of sub- 
divisions eleven, fourteen, twenty-four, twenty-nine and 
thirty of this section, a lien upon the premises or lots 
therein mentioned or implied, and to issue warrants 
against the owners or the occupants thereof respectively, 
and to collect such costs and expenses as assessments 
and taxes are collected. 
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Hap of Streets — 32. To cause to be made a map of 
all the streets and highways in said city, and to designate 
thereon and at such places in said street as they may 
deem proper, those streets or highways which in their 
judgment cannot be put in a proper condition for gen- 
eral travel without too great expense. To repair said 
streets for the convenience and benefit of the inhab- 
itants thereof, but the said city shall not be liable 
for any accident or injury to person or property caused 
or occasioned by the defective condition of any street or 
highway thus designated. 

Wires and Poles. — 33. To control, regulate and re- 
strain the setting of poles and stringing of wires by tel- 
egraph, telephone or electic* light or other companies 
in the streets of said city. 

Regulate Use of Railroads. — 34. To regulate the 
speed of locomotives, tenders and railroad and other 
cars propelled by steam, electricity or horse power and 
to prevent the unnecessary obstruction of the streets by 
by the same in said city, to require flagmen to be sta- 
tioned or gates to be erected at street crossings by rail- 
roads in said city and to make needful regulations in 
regard thereto for public safety. 

Private Sewers, Gas and Water Pipes. — 35. To pre- 
scribe regulations as to the locations and construction of 
private sewers, drains or water or gas pipes in said city 
and for the prevention of any injury or obstruction of 
any street or sidewalk thereby. 

Care of City Records. — 36. To provide for the care, 
custody and preservation of the public property, books, 
records and papers belonging to said city. To prevent

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and punish any injury to or trespass upon the same ; to 
make any and all necessary repairs and improvements 
to the same, and to cause any part thereto to be insured 
when they shall deem it necessary. 

Audit Claims. — 37. To audit such accounts and 
claims against the city as are made out in its items and 
verified, and to order the payment of such as shall be 
allowed, and to make such rules and regulations in 
regard to the same as they may deem necessary and 
proper. 

Correct Assessment Roll. — 38. To correct the assess- 
ment-roll in respect to taxes imposed by virtue of this 
act in the same manner as a board of supervisors may by 
law correct the town-rolls of their county, and for this 
purpose said common council shall be vested with power 
to make such correction, and shall possess all the powers 
in relation to such assessment-roll that boards of super- 
visors have by statute in case of town assessment-rolls 
and town and county taxes. 

Ordinances. — 39. To make such general ordinances, 
by-laws and regulations not repugnant to the general 
laws of this State as they shall deem expedient for the 
good government of the city. 

Ordinances Continued. — 40. For the purposes afore- 
said, or any of them, or of executing any powers con- 
ferred upon the common council, or upon the city, bv 
this act or otherwise, the said common council shall 
have full power to make, establish, publish, modify, 
amend or repeal ordinances, rules, regulations and by- 
laws, and to prescribe, fix and enforce such penalties 
and fines as they may deem proper for the violation of 
them respectively, not exceeding fifty dollars for any 
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one offense, except as herein otherwise provided, and to 
collect the same of any persons guilty of such violation 
in any court having jurisdiction of such cases. Every 
such rule, ordinance and regulation or by-law shall be 
published once in each week for two weeks successively 
in one or more newspapers published in said city before 
it shall take effect, and every such ordinance, rule, reg- 
ulation or by-law, together with a certificate by the 
clerk of the city of the time and manner of the publica- 
tion thereof, shall be entered or recorded in a book to 
be provided and kept for that purpose, and the said 
record, or a copy thereof, certified by the clerk of said 
city, shall be presumptive evidence in all courts and 
places, and in all actions and proceedings of the due 
passage of such ordinance, rule, regulation or by-law, 
and of its having been duly published. 

Village Ordinances Continued. — § 8. All existing 
ordinances, by-laws, resolutions and regulations of the 
village of Ithaca, not inconsistent with the provisions 
of this act are hereby adopted and declared to be in 
full force and effect within the limits of the city of 
Ithaca until repealed or modified as provided in this act 
for the repeal, amendment or modification of ordinances, 
by-laws and regulations. 

Recorder's Court. — § 9. The recorder of said city is 
hereby authorized and empowered to hold a court to be 
known as the recorder's court, which shall have the 
jurisdiction hereinafter provided. All actions brought 
to recover any penalty or forfeiture incurred under this 
act, or the ordinances, by-laws, rules or regulations 
made in pursuance thereof, may be brought in the 
corporate name of said city, in any court of record, 
if the sum claimed exceeds fifty dollars, and if the 
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sum claimed does not exceed two hundred dollars, it 
may be brought in the recorder's court of the city of 
Ithaca, and said recorder's court shall have jurisdiction 
• exclusive of any justice's court to try and determine 
the same, and render judgment therein, and in any such 
action brought in such recorder's court, the first process 
may be by warrant, and on judgment for recovery for 
any such penalty or forfeiture in either court, execution 
shall issue against the person of the defendant, as well 
as against his property, in the same manner as in cases 
in which executions against the person are authorized 
to be issued upon judgments rendered injustice's courts. 
Even' violation of an ordinance of said city shall con- 
stitute disorder!}' conduct within the meaning of this 
-act. 



TITLE IV. 



OFFICERS OF THE CITY, THEIR POWERS AND DUTIES. 

riayor.— Section i. The mayor of the city of Ithaca 
shall be the chief executive magistrate thereof, and shall, 
when present, preside at all the meetings of the common 
council. It shall be his duty to take care that within 
said city the laws of this State and the ordinances and 
by-laws passed by the common council shall be faith- 
fully executed, and as the head of the police of said city, 
to arrest or cause the arrest of all persons violating the 
same ; to exercise a constant supervision over the con- 
duct of all subordinate officers ; to receive and examine 
into all complaints against them for misconduct or 
neglect of duty. To appoint at the first meeting of the 
common council in each municipal year, or as soon, 
thereafter as may be, all standing committees required 
by the rules of the common council and all special com- 
mittees of the common council unless by it otherwise 
ordered. To recommend, in writing, to the common 
council, from time to time, such measures as he shall 
deem necessary or expedient for them to adopt ; to ap- 
prove or disprove of all bills, orders, resolutions or 
ordinances which shall have passed the common coun- 
cil, but if he approves he shall endorse his approval 
thereon in writing, and sign such approval, and if he 
disapproves, he shall return the. same to the common 
council or the clerk thereof, with his objections in writ- 
ing, which shall be filed by the clerk, and the common. 
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council may at its next meeting thereafter, proceed to 
reconsider such ordinance, resolution, order or act thus 
disapproved, and if the same shall be passed by the 
votes of two-thirds of all the members of the common 
council then in office, the same shall have full force and 
effect notwithstanding the objection of the mayor. If 
any such bill, order, resolution or ordinance shall not 
be so returned by the mayor to the common council or 
clerk within five days after it shall have been presented 
to him (Sunday excepted), such ordinance, resolution, 
order or act shall have full force and effect in like man- 
ner as if duly approved by the mayor, unless the term 
of office of mayor shall have expired within five days 
after the same shall be presented to him, in which case 
such ordinance resolution, order or act shall have no 
force. He shall have power summarily, to hear, try 
and determine any complaint against any appointed 
officer of said city for misconduct or neglect of duty, 
and to suspend or remove said officer ; provided, how- 
ever, that at the next meeting of the common council 
after such removal, he shall state his reasons therefor, 
in writing, which shall be spread upon the minutes of 
the common council ; and he shall also have power 
summarily to revoke any license of any hackman, cart- 
man or for the exhibition of any show. He shall sign 
all warrants ordered by the common council for the pay- 
ment of moneys by the city treasurer. He shall have 
power to administer oaths and take affidavits and ac- 
knowledgments. In case the mayor shall be unable to 
perform the duties of his office in consequence of sickness 
or absence from the city, or if there shall be a vacancy 
in the office, the common council shall appoint by bal- 
lot one of their number to preside at their meetings, and 
the presiding officer thus chosen shall be vested with all 
the powers and perform all the duties of the mayor of 
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the city, until the mayor shall resume his office or the 
vacancy shall be supplied according to law. The mayor 
of the city of Ithaca shall possess all the powers and 
authority conferred upon the mayors of cities by any 
general statute of the State. He may also upon com- 
plaint being made to him under oath, issue a warrant 
to the chief of police or any police officer in the city of 
Ithaca to arrest any person charged with any crime or 
misdemeanor, or with any violation of any of the laws 
or statutes of said State within said city, and bring such 
person for examination or trial before the recorder or 
acting recorder, and such warrant may be executed by 
any officer to whom it is directed at any place within 
the State without endorsement. When such process 
shall be made returnable before the recorder or acting 
recorder, such officer upon the same being returned to 
him or the prisoner arrested by virtue thereof being 
brought before him, shall take and acquire jurisdiction 
of the subject matter and proceed with the case to the 
same extent and in the same manner and in all respects 
as if such process had been originally issued by him. 
He shall have power at all times to examine the books, 
vouchers and papers of any officer or employe of said city 
and to summon or examine under oath any person con- 
nected therewith. 

Aldermen. — § 2. It shall be the duty of every alder- 
man in said city to attend the regular and special meet- 
ings of the common council, and to act upon committees 
when thereunto appointed by the mayor or common 
council. To report to the mayor all officers who are 
o-uilty of any official misconduct or neglect of duty, and 
to aid in maintaining peace and good order in said city 
and to perform or assist in performing all such duties as 
are enjoined upon the aldermen of said city separately, 
•or upon the common council thereof. 
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Supervisors. — § 3. The supervisors elected under 
provisions of this act shall be members of the board of 
supervisors of the county of Tompkins, and it shall be 
their duty to represent said city at the general or any 
special session of the said board and to act and vote 
like other supervisors. The} 7 shall receive the same 
compensation allowed by law and in the same man- 
ner as supervisors of towns for similar service. 

Assessor. — § 4. It shall be the duty of the assessor 
or assessors to prepare and deliver to the common coun- 
cil and file with the clerk a tax roll and assessment of 
each tax directed to be levied upon the taxable inhabit- 
ants and property of said city, and a duplicate thereof, 
both of which shall be deemed originals in such way 
and manner as hereinafter provided. 

Clerk.— § 5. The clerk of said city shall have the 
custody of the records, books and papers of said city, 
and shall attend its meetings and act as clerk of the 
common council, and he shall record in the manner 
prescribed by the said common council, their ordinances, 
rules and regulations, by-laws, resolutions and proceed- 
ings at elections and meeting of the inhabitants of the 
said city. The books and papers in the office of the said 
clerk shall at all reasonable times, on demand, be pro- 
duced for inspection to any taxable inhabitant of said 
city, and upon a like demand and a tender of fees at the 
rate of ten cents per folio therefor, he shall furnish 
copies of any papers or records filed with him as such 
clerk. Copies of all papers duly filed in his office, and 
transcripts from the records of said city, certified by him 
under the corporate seal, shall be evidence in all courts 
and in all actions or proceedings, in like manner as if 
the originals were produced. He shall keep an accurate 
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account of all the moneys received by him belonging to 
the city, and shall, within ten days after the receipt of 
any moneys by him, pay the same over to the treasurer 
of the city, for which he shall take a receipt from such 
treasurer and file the same in his office and report the 
same to the common council at its next regular meeting 
He shall also keep an accurate account of all expen- 
ditures by said city, which account shall be kept in 
such a manner as the common council shall direct. All 
moneys shall be drawn from the treasury in pursuance 
of the order of the common council, by a warrant upon 
the city treasurer, signed by the mayor or presiding 
officer of the common council, and countersigned by the 
clerk. Such warrant shall specify for what purpose 
the amount therein named is to be paid, and to what 
fund chargeable ; and the clerk shall keep an accurate 
account of all warrants drawn on the treasurer in a book 
to be provided for that purpose, specifying the number 
of each warrant, the purpose for which issued and the 
number of the voucher and date of resolution upon 
which it is issued. He shall countersign all licenses 
granted by the common council or any officer of said 
city authorized by this act to grant the same, and shall 
enter in proper books full minutes of all such licenses. 
He shall give immediate notice in writing to any person 
elected or appointed to any office under this act, of his 
election or appointment, which notice shall be deposited 
in the postomce, properly addressed to such person. He 
shall have the custody of the corporate seal. His office 
is hereby declared a town clerk's office for the purpose 
of depositing, filing and entering of record therein all 
books and papers required by law to be deposited, filed 
or entered of record in a town clerk's office, and he 
shall in and for said city possess the powers, discharge 
the duties and receive the fees of the town clerk, which 
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fees shall be paid over to the city treasurer within ten 
days from their receipt, and he shall have the same 
right, power and authority within the county of Tomp- 
kins to administer oaths, and to take affidavits and 
acknowledgments that justices of the peace have.

City Treasurer. — § 6. The city treasurer shall, be- 
fore entering upon the duties of his office, enter into a 
bond with two or more sureties in such penal sum as 
ma)' be fixed by the common council, which bond, 
when approved by the- mayor shall be immediately filed 
in the office of the clerk of the county of Tompkins, 
and the common council shall have the power to increase 
the amount of said bond whenever, in their discretion, 
they may regard it to be advisable. Said treasurer 
shall receive and safely keep all moneys belonging to 
said city ; shall keep an accurate account of all receipts 
and payments, so as to exhibit the amount paid for each 
particular class of purposes for which money shall be 
raised, and make returns thereof in such manner and at 
such times as the common council shall direct, and in 
such account of payments or disbursements shall state 
therein the number of the warrant upon which every 
payment or disbursement was made. 

Recorder.—! 7- Tne present police justice of the 
village of Ithaca shall be the recorder of said city for 
the remainder of the period for which he was elected 
such police justice, or until his successor shall be duly 
elected and qualified. At each general election next 
preceding the expiration of the term of office of the 
recorder of said city, there shall be elected by the 
electors of said city a recorder whose term of 'office 
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shall be four years unless sooner removed, and who 
shall hold said office until his successor has qualified. 

Oath and Bond. — 1. The recorder so elected, be- 
fore entering upon the duties of his office, shall take the 
oath of office prescribed by law for judicial officers, and 
shall file with the clerk of said city, his bond, in such 
penalty, and with such sureties as the common council 
of said city shall decide and approve of for the faithful 
discharge of his duties as recorder, and for the payment 
over to the treasurer of said city, of all funds which 
shall come into his hands as such recorder, according 
to the provisions of this act, and shall immediately 
thereafter enter upon the discharge of the duties of his 
office. 

Office Room. — 2. The common council of said city 
shall provide a suitable office for said recorder. It shall 
be his duty to attend at such office at all reasonable 
hours, and to hear all matters, issue all processes and 
institute such proceedings as the proper administration 
of justice requires. 

Jurisdiction.— 3. The recorder of said city shall, in 
all criminal actions and proceedings and special pro- 
ceedings of a criminal nature for or on account of offenses 
committed or charged to have been committed "within 
said city, have all the jurisdiction and authority which 
a justice of the peace of any town would have, if such 
offense were committed or charged to have been com- 
mitted in such town, exclusive of any other officer except 
the mayor of said city, and judges and justices of courts 
of records. The said recorder shall have exclusive juris- 
diction and authority to hear, try and determine, sum- 
marily and without a jury, all charges and complaints 
against persons of disorderly conduct in said city, as 
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defined by this act, or of such conduct in said city as 
constitutes such persons, tramps, vagrants or disorderly 
persons as defined either by this act or the statutes of 
this State. Whenever any person shall be brought 
before said recorder, either with or without warrant, 
charged with being such tramp, if said recorder is sat- 
isfied by the confession of such person, or by competent 
evidence upon such summary trial that such person is 
such tramp, the said recorder shall thereupon have juris- 
diction and authority to render judgment convicting 
such person thereof, and imposing such sentence there- 
for as is provided by section one of chapter four hun- 
dred and ninety of the laws of eighteen hundred and 
eighty-five for such offense. Whenever any person is 
brought before such recorder either with or without war- 
rant, charged with such disorderly conduct, or with being 
either such tramp, such vagrant or such disorderly per- 
son, if said recorder shall be satisfied by the confession 
of such person or by competent evidence, upon such 
summary trial that such person has been guilty of such 
disorderly conduct, or is such vagrant or such disorderly 
person, the said recorder may thereupon take such fur- 
ther proceedings thereon as a magistrate is authorized 
by the Code of Criminal Procedure to take in such 
case, or the said recorder may, instead render judgment 
convicting such person of disorderly conduct or of beino- 
a vagrant or disorderly person as the case may be, and 
that he pay a fine not exceeding fifty dollars or be im- 
prisoned not exceeding six mouths, or both, as the case 
may require, which judgment shall be enforced in the 
same manner, in all respects, as judgments of courts of 
special sessions are enforced. 

Special Sessions.— 4. The said recorder is hereby 
empowered to hold courts of special sessions in said 
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city, and subject to the power of removal provided for 
in sections fifty-seven aud fifty-eight of the Code of 
Criminal Procedure, courts of special sessions held by 
said recorder shall have, in the first instance, exclusive 
jurisdiction to hear, try and determine all charges of 
misdemeanors committed within said city, which are 
enumerated in section fifty-six in the Code of Criminal 
Procedure. Subject to the power of removal provided 
by section two hundred and eleven of the Code of Crim- 
inal Procedure, courts of special sessions held by said 
recorder shall also have, in the first instance, exclusive 
jurisdiction to hear, try and determine all other charges 
of misdemeanors committed within said city. 

Special Sessions Continued. — 5. Courts of special 
sessions held by said recorder shall also (subject to re- 
moval as provided by sections fifty-seven and fifty-eight 
of the Code of Criminal Procedure, if the misdemeanor 
is one of these enumerated in section fifty-six of the Code, 
and otherwise subject to removal as provided by section 
two hundred and eleven of said Code), have jurisdiction 
to hear, try and determine charges of misdemeanors 
committed as follows : Committed partly within and 
partly without such city, or when the acts, omissions, or 
effects thereof, which constitute or are requisite to the 
consummation of such misdemeanor occur partly within 
and partly without such city ; committed in this State 
on board of a vessel navigating a river, lake or canal or 
lying therein in the course of her voyage, or in respect 
to any portion of the cargo or lading of such boat or 
vessel, in case such river or canal passes through said 
city or any part thereof, or in case such lake is situated 
in or borders on said city, or such voyage terminates in 
said city or would terminate therein if completed ; com- 
•mitted in this State in or on board of any railway engine, 
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train or car making a passage or trip on or over any 
railway in this State, or in respect to any portion of 
the lading or freightage of any such railway engine, 
train or car, in case such railway engine, train or car 
passes or has passed in the course of the same passage 
or trip, through said city or any part thereof, or where 
such passage or trip terminates in said city, or would 
terminate in said city if completed. Otherwise than as 
hereinbefore provided courts of special sessions held by 
said recorder shall not have jurisdiction to hear, try or 
determinechargesofmisdemeanorsnot committed within 
said city. 

Powers. — 6. When a person shall be convicted by a 
court of special sessions, held by said recorder of any 
misdemeanor of which such court has jurisdiction but 
jurisdiction of which is not conferred upon courts of spe- 
cial sessions by the Code of Criminal Procedure, the court 
of special sessions held by said recorder may render such 
judgment imposing such sentence therefor as a court of 
sessions might lawfully render and impose in case a con- 
viction of such crime were had in a court of sessions. 
Except as hereinbefore provided, courts of special ses- 
sions held by said recorder, shall have all the powers and 
jurisdiction conferred upon courts of special sessions by 
the Code of Criminal Procedure, and shall be subject to 
all the provisions of said Code relating to courts of spe- 
cial sessions. 

Bail.— 7. The said recorder shall have power to let to 
bail all persons charged with crime before him in all cases 
of felony when imprisonment in the State prison, on con- 
viction for such felony, cannot exceed five years, and to 
institute all proceedings respecting bastardy in said city, 
and to hear, try aud determine the same, associating 
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with himself for that purpose some justice of the peace of 
the county as provided by the Code of Criminal Proced- 
ure. He shall also have the same right, power and 
authority within the county of Tompkins to administer 
oaths and to take affidavits and acknowledgments that 
justices of the peace have. 

Acting Recorder — 8. In case of sickness, absence 
from the city, disability or inability of the recorder to 
act, his powers and duties are hereby conferred and im- 
posed on either of the justices of the peace of the city of 
Ithaca or other suitable person who may be designated 
by the mayor of said city ; and it shall be the duty of the 
mayor of said city each year to designate one of the jus- 
tices of the peace of said city, or other suitable person, 
who shall act in such cases instead of the recorder, and 
who shall in such cases have power to hold all courts 
which said recorder may hold in all respects as if held 
by said recorder and he shall be designated and known 
as "acting recorder." He shall file with the clerk of 
the city of Ithaca a bond as required by the second par- 
agraph of this section before entertaining jurisdiction of 
any action or proceeding by virtue of this act.

Acting Recorder Continued. — 9. In case any war- 
rant issued by the recorder shall be returned during his 
absence from the city or during his inability to attend 
to the duties of his office, any further proceeding may 
be had on such warrant before the justice of the peace 
of said city, designated as above provided ; and the jus- 
tice having once obtained jurisdiction over any matter 
under this or the preceding paragraph, may retain it and 
proceed to the determination of it and shall be entitled 
to receive for his services the same pay pro rata as here-

inafter fixed for the recorder, and the same to be paid 
by said city, and the amount thereof to be determined 
by the common council of said city.

Service of Process. — 10.' All processes and mandates 
issued by the recorder or the acting recorder requiring 
service, shall be served by the city police or by officers 
authorized by the law of this State to serve such pro- 
cesses and mandates, and when served by the city police 
they shall be served without fees for their own benefit, 
but they shall demand and receive for all process 
served by them properly chargeable to the county, the 
same fees as are provided by law for constables for like 
services. And they shall keep a correct account thereof, 
and the same shall be presented in the name of said city 
to, and audited by the board of supervisors for the benefit 
of said city.

Fees. — 11. The said recorder and acting recorder 
shall not receive for their own benefit any fee for services 
performed under this act, but they shall demand and re- 
ceive in all proceedings before them for all services ren- 
dered by them as recorder or acting recorder, the same fees 
as are provided by law for justices of the peace of towns 
for like service, and all fees and charges, which may be 
legally payable whenever suits or proceedings pending 
before either of them shall be settled or dismissed by 
consent, including constable fees. All such costs and 
fees, and all fines and penalties, or other moneys col- 
lected by either of them shall be paid to the treasurer of 
said city within one month from the time of receiving 
the same ; and any failure or omission to so pay over 
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such fines, penalties or other moneys shall be sufficient 
cause for removal of said recorder or acting recorder 
from office. 

County Charges. — 12. The recorder and acting re- 
corder shall keep an account of all such fees and fines, 
and all such criminal business done by them and such 
portion of said criminal business as is by law chargeable 
to the county shall be made out by the recorder in an 
itemized bill as is required by law, and he shall annually, 
at the time for presentation of bills against the county of 
Tompkins, present in the name of said city said account, 
properly made and verified, to the board of supervisors 
of said county, and 'said board shall audit said account 
to the city of Ithaca, and levy the same in the same 
manner as other county charges.

Deductions from Salary of Recorder. Docket. — 13. 

The recorder shall not be paid for such time as he fails 
to perform the duties of his office, and a ratable propor- 
tion may be deducted from his salary because of any 
such failure to perform his duties, and such deduction 
be paid to said acting recorder, and the amount thereof 
be determined by the common council of said city. 
The recorder and acting recorder shall keep a docket of 
all business done by them, with full items and dates, 
and with proper and convenient index ; such docket 
shall contain a record or brief statement of all convic- 
tions, acquittals and judgments before either of them, 
and the same shall be open during office hours to public 
inspection when not in use. 

Processes.— 14. All -processes, mandates, orders, 
commitments or other documents made or issued by the 
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recorder, shall be signed, in addition to his signature,, 
"recorder of the city of Ithaca ;" when made or issued 
by the acting recorder, the same shall be signed in addi- 
tion to his name, and title of his office, "acting recorder 
of the city of Ithaca." 

Appeals.— 15. Appeals may be takeii from final 
orders and judgments rendered by the recorder, and the 
courts of special sessions held by said recorder as pro- 
vided by the Code of Criminal Procedure, and from judg- 
ments rendered by the recorder's court held by said re- 
corder as provided by the Code of Civil Procedure for 
appeals from justice's courts. 

Removal. — 16. A recorder, elected as provided in 
this act, may be removed from office in the same man- 
ner as a justice of the peace, as provided by title two of 
the Code of Criminal Procedure, and by section eighteen 
of article six of the Constitution of the State of New 
York. 

City Superintendent. — § 8. The city superintendent 
shall have charge of the streets, sewers, bridges, side- 
walks and all other property of the city, except as 
otherwise provided in the charter. He shall also have 
charge of the city cemetery and shall also be charged 
with the duty of contracting for all needed labor and 
material, subject, however, as to all his duties to the 
direction and rules prescribed by the common council 
and the mayor as hereinbefore provided. 

Police Constables. — § 9. The police constables shall 
have the same power and authority, and be subject to 
the same liabilities and obligations, except as herein 
otherwise provided, as constables elected in any of the 
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towns of the counties of the State. They may execute 
civil processes in suits when the city or its officers or 
some one of them in their official capacity may be a 
party and shall have and perform such other duties as 
shall be assigned ,them by the common council. It shall 
be their special duty to see that the police regulations 
and ordinances of the city be observed, and to discover 
and report to the mayor all violations thereof. They 
shall have power without process to arrest and bring 
before the recorder or acting recorder of the said city, 
persons guilty in their presence of violating the public 
peace and such as are designated in this act as disorderly 
persons who may be guilty in their presence of acts 
rendering them such or of disorderly conduct. All per- 
sons who shall be intoxicated in any street, park, alley 
or other public place in said city, and all persons, who 
shall by noisy, tumultuous, or riotous conduct, disturb 
the people ; and all persons who shall have incited or 
induced dogs to fight or to be engaged in exciting or 
causing them to fight in any street or public place in 
in the city ; and all persons who shall fight on any street 
or public place in the city and all persons who shall by 
blowing horns, hallooing or otherwise make loud noises 
tending to disturb the quiet of the people without just 
cause ; and all persons, who shall willfully and malici- 
ously break or injure any awning or awning post, or any 
public lamp or* or lamppost or shall willfully and for 
purposes of disturbance or mischief give or create any 
false alarm of fire, or remove from or pile up before any 
door boxes, casks or other things for the purpose of an- 
noyance or mischief ; and all persons who shall willfully 
throw ink or other liquid, or any missile or thing, upon 
or against or into any building of the city with malicious 
intent to injure the same or to annoy any owner thereof ;

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and all persons, who shall willfully and maliciously in- 
jure or deface any fence, trees, shrubbery or ornamental 
thing in the city, are hereby declared to be disorderly 
persons, and may be proceeded against according to the 
provisions of this act. 

Collector. — § 10. The collector of taxes and assess- 
ments in the city of Ithaca, shall perform the duties and 
be subject to the duties and obligations prescribed by 
law for town collectors, except as herein otherwise pro- 
vided, and all taxes to be collected for the use of the 
city, shall be collected by him. 

Pound Master.— § 1 1. The pound master shall have 
the powers and perform the duties conferred and imposed 
upon him by this act and upon town pound masters by 
any statute of this State, and such other lawful duties and 
powers as the common council may prescribe. 

Qualifications of City Officers. — § 12. No person 
shall be eligible or appointed to any office unless he 
shall be, at the time, a resident and elector of said city, 
and whenever any officer of said city shall cease to be a 
resident of said city, or shall resign to the common 
council or be removed, his office shall thereby become 
vacant. No person shall be eligible to the office of 
mayor, alderman or assessor unless he shall own property 
liable to be assessed for the expenditures of said city. 

Terms and Compensation. — § 13. The term of ser- 
vice of the mayor and aldermen shall be two years 
without compensation. Of the recorder four years, with 
compensation of one thousand dollars per annum. Of 
the supervisors, one year, with compensation the same 
as allowed by statute to supervisors of towns for similar 
service. All officers appointed by the mayor shall serve 
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during the term of office of the mayor appointing them 
respectively, unless sooner suspended or removed by 
such mayor as hereinbefore provided (except assessor, 
whose term of service shall be four years, and who shall 
perform the duties of the members of the present board 
of assessors of the village of Ithaca, as their respective 
terms of office expire). 

Officers holdover.— § 14. All officers elected or ap- 
pointed under this act shall hold their respective offices, 
unless sooner removed or disqualified, until their suc- 
cessors shall be elected or appointed and qualified. 

Justices of Peace.— § 15. The justices of the peace 
for the present town of Ithaca shall continue to act for 
the city and town of Ithaca, as hereinbefore until their 
term of office shall expire. The town of Ithaca shall, 
at its next annual town meeting, elect only one justice 
of the peace, and shall elect one in each year thereafter. 
The city of Ithaca shall not elect a justice of 'the peace 
until its city election in March, eighteen hundred and 
ninety-four, when a justice of the peace shall be elected 
by said city, his term of office to commence at once and 
continue for four years, and at the election in every 
two years thereafter a justice of the peace shall be 
elected by said city to hold office four years. Said 
justices of the peace shall have and exercise all the 
powers, authority and jurisdiction, discharge all the 
duties and be entitled to the fees and compensation of 
justices of the peace of the several towns of this State 
and all laws applicable to justices of the peace of the 
several towns, and to their official acts, duties and 
powers, shall apply to the justices of the peace of said 
city, except they shall not be members of any towu 
board or constitute a part thereof, or have any power in. 
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the same. The said justices shall have the same juris- 
diction of actions in which the parties thereto live with- 
out the city as if the limits of the city of Ithaca embraced 
the present town of Ithaca.

Constables. — § 16. The constables of said city ap- 
pointed by the mayor, as hereinbefore provided, shall 
perform such duties as are by law prescribed for consta- 
bles in towns and counties in this State, and shall be 
entitled to similar fees therefor. They shall, with such 
sureties as the mayor may approve, severally execute 
and file with the city clerk a bond for the faithful per- 
formance of their duties, and for the due payment to 
■every person who may be entitled thereto to all such 
sums of money as said constables may become liable to 
pay by means of or on account of executing executions 
or other process which shall be delivered to them for 
execution, service or collection. Such constables and 
their sureties shall be liable on such bonds to the same 
extent that constables of towns and other sureties are 
liable on the bonds given by them.

Overseer of Poor. — § 17. Except as otherwise pro- 
vided by law, the overseer of the poor of said city shall 
possess all the powers and authority of overseers of the 
poor in the several towns of this State, and shall be sub- 
ject to the same duties, obligations and liabilities, and for 
the purpose of his office, the city of Ithaca shall be 
treated in the same respect as a town would be. If it 
shall appear to the overseer of the poor of said city, that 
any person applying to him for relief, requires only tem- 
porary relief, or is so disabled that he cannot safely or 
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conveniently be removed to the county almshouse, such 
overseer may pay, or contract to pay or expend, such 
sum for the temporary or other relief of such poor per- 
son as the circumstances shall require, which sum shall 
be a city charge and shall be paid to such overseer out 
of the city poor relief fund, when such poor person is a 
city charge; but if a county charge, the overseer shall be 
entitled to receive the amount thereof from the county 
treasurer, to be by him charged to the county, but no 
greater sum than twenty dollars shall be contracted for, 
expended or paid by him for the relief of any one poor 
person or family, without the written approval of the 
superintendent of the poor of the county of Tompkins. 
Such overseer of the poor may employ a city physician 
for the purpose of medical care and attendance of the 
poor of the city who are a city charge, for such period, 
not exceeding one year, and not beyond his own term of 
•office, and at a salary not exceeding the rate of five hun- 
dred dollars per year, which shall be a city charge and 
paid out of the city poor relief fund. The employment 
of a physician by the overseer of the poor of the city of 
Ithaca, for one year from March twenty-seventh, eigh- 
teen hundred and ninety-three, at an annual salary of 
two hundred and fifty dollars, is as valid as if expressly 
authorized by law, and such sum so agreed to be paid 
shall be a city charge and shall be paid from the city 
poor relief fund.

Excise Commissioners.— § 18. The three excise com- 
missioners for the present town of Ithaca shall continue 
to act for the city and town of Ithaca as heretofore, until 
their term of office shall expire. The town of Ithaca 
shall at its next annual town meeting elect only one 
excise commissioner and shall elect one in each year 
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thereafter, each of whom shall hold office for three 
years. The present excise commissioners shall with the 
excise commissioners so elected by the town, constitute 
the excise board for the purpose of the town, so long as 
their term of office shall last. The mayor of the city 
of Ithaca shall in March, eighteen hundred and ninety- 
three, appoint one excise commissioner who shall hold 
office for three years, and annually thereafter in the month 
of March the mayor shall appoint one excise commissioner 
who shall hold office for three years. The excise commis- 
sioners so appointed shall, with the excise commissioners 
heretofore elected for the town of Ithaca constitute the city 
board of excise commissioners. The present excise com- 
missioners shall continue in office, and upon the expiration 
of their term of office the mayor shall appoint in March 
in each year one excise commissioner who shall hold 
three years. Said commissioners of excise compose the 
board of excise of said city, and they shall be governed 
by the laws of this State relating to the powers, duties, 
and compensation of commissioners of excise elected or 
appointed in the several towns of Tompkins county, and 
to the dispensation of excise moneys received by them.

Jurors.— § 19. The said city of Ithaca shall be re- 
garded as a town of Tompkins County for the purposes 
specified in title three, chapter ten, article two of" the 
Code of Civil Procedure respecting the selecting, draw- 
ing and procuring the attendance of trial jurors. The 
supervisors, assessor and city clerk of said city shall 
perform the duties of the supervisor, town clerk and 
assessors of the town, as prescribed by said article, and 
a duplicate of the list of jurors selected by them shall 
be filed in the office of the clerk of said city.

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Assessor — § 20. The assessor or assessors • shall 
perform the duties required of them by this act in rela- 
tion to the assessment of property in said city, as well 
as for the purposes of levying taxes imposed by the 
board of supervisors of Tompkins county, and to that 
end they shall possess all the powers and authority of 
town assessors, but the assessment made for the city 
tax, as provided in this act shall be copied and the same 
shall constitute the roll for the purpose of levying taxes 
imposed by said board of supervisors, without any fur- 
ther assessment, and without any further or other 
notice.

Town Officers to Act.— § 21. The present town offi- 
cers of the town of Ithaca shall constitute and hold their 
offices, exercising their duties for both the city and 
town of Ithaca, until the term for which they were 
elected shall expire except that the two assessors who 
live outside the city limits shall be deemed two of the 
assessors of the town of Ithaca and shall exercise their 
duties as such and shall hold their term of office for the 
term for which they were elected. The assessor who re- 
sides within the limits of said city, and who was duly 
elected as a town assessor shall continue to discharge his 
duties within the city limits for the term for which he 
was elected, and he with the city assessor, shall be deem- 
ed the board of assessors during the time for which said 
town assessor was elected. After the expiration of the 
term of said town assessor, then all the duties of assessor 
shall devolve upon the city assessor,- as hereinbefore 

provided.

Percentage on Unpaid Taxes. — § 22. In addition to 
the sum which the collector of taxes is herein author- 
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ized to receive and collect after the first thirty days 
receiving of taxes by him he is directed and authorized 
to collect and receive upon all taxes unpaid for the next 
thirty days one per centum for the benefit of said city, and 
upon all sums remaining unpaid at the expiration of sixty 
days he is directed and authorized to receive and collect 
five per centum upon every dollar remaining unpaid, for 
the benefit of said city.

County Tax. — § 23. The city tax collector is here- 
by authorized to receive the warrant issued by the board 
of supervisors of Tompkins county, and to collect the 
tax levied by them, and the additional per centum as 
provided in the last section, the same in all respects as 
a town tax collector, and the board of supervisors of 
Tompkins county are directed to issue their warrant to 
the tax collector of the city of Ithaca for the collection 
of said tax.

Payment of Town Bonds.— § 24. The bonds which 
have been issued by the present town of Ithaca, and the 
interest upon the same, shall be paid in all respects in 
the same manner as though the city of Ithaca were still 
a part of the town of Ithaca.

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TAXES AND ASSESSMENTS. 

General City Tax, Appropriations. — SECTION i. The 
common council shall have power in each year to cause 
a sum not exceeding forty-five thousand dollars to be 
raised by general tax from the taxable inhabitants of 
said city on the property therein liable to taxation but 
the amount to be so raised in any year may be increased 
to sixty thousand dollars by a special election called and 
conducted in the same manner as a special election 
for determining upon raising money for an extraor- 
dinary or a special purpose as provided by this title. 
On the ballots for such special election shall be written 
or printed or partly written and partly printed on 
the inside thereof the words "for a budget of sixty 
thousand dollars" or "against a budget of sixty thous- 
and dollars." If a majority of the votes at such elec- 
tion shall be in favor of a budget of sixty thousand 
dollars such amount shall be raised in pursuance to this 
section. On or before the first of May in each year the 
common council shall designate how much of such total 
amount shall be expended for each of the following 
purposes, namely : For the payment of the expenses of 
the police department, including the salary of recorder, 
chief of police and policemen, rent of police stations 
and all other expenses thereof, to be known as the police 
fund ; for the paving, repairing and keeping in order 
the highways, streets, crosswalks, sewers, open courts, 
squares, market places, lanes, alleys and public grounds 
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other than cemeteries and parks and the salary of the 
city superintendent, to be known as the highway fund ; 
for the construction, maintenance and repair of bridges 
and culverts, straightening, restraining and improving 
creeks, to be known as the bridge and creek fund ; for 
the maintenance, repair and keeping in order the public 
parks and cemeteries, to be known as the park and 
cemetery fund ; for the operation and maintenance of 
the fire department, including the cost of water supply, 
to be known as the fire department fund ; for the light- 
ing of the streets of said city and expenses incidental 
thereto, to be known as the lighting fund ; for the pay- 
ment of salaries of officers not otherwise provided for, 
and the other contingent expenses of said city, to be 
known as the salary and contingent fund : and the sums 
expended in each year for the several purposes named 
shall not exceed the amounts so designated, except in 
case of unforeseen emergencies.

Tax for Railroad Bonds. — § 2. The common council 
shall also cause to be raised by general tax in said city 
in each year the sum required for the payment of the 
interest on the bonds issued by the village of Ithaca in 
payment for the subscription of said village to the cap- 
ital stock of the Ithaca and Cortland railroad and for 
the maintenance of a sinking fund to provide for the 
extinction of the principal of said bonds of maturity, 
provided, however, that the lands within the bounds of 
the city and without the bounds of the former village 
of Ithaca be exempt from the provisions of this section. 

Tax, how Assessed — § 3. The tax so directed to be 
raised shall be assessed upon all the taxable real and per- 
sonal property in the city, except as stated in section 
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two, according to the valuation of the same in the 
assessment rolls of the current year filled by the asses- 
sor or assessors, after said roll shall be corrected. The 
lauds comprehended within the bounds of the city and 
without the bounds of the former village of Ithaca, and 
which are kept and used as wood lands, meadow lands, 
lands for horticulture or nursery purposes, pasture, 
orchard, and in general all lands that are kept and im- 
proved as farming lands, with their appurtenances, shall 
not, so long as they are so kept and used, pay taxes for 
the benefit of said city, except upon a valuation based 
upon their value for such purposes. And the lands east 
of the present east line of the village of Ithaca, which 
are north of Fall Creek, shall be exempted from tax for 
municipal purposes until such lands are connected with 
the city by street or streets. Said assessment shall be 
completed, and notice given thereof, by the first day of 
April in each year. Such notice shall specify the time 
and place, when and where, the assessor or assessors will 
sit for the purpose of reviewing the same, and such 
meeting shall not be later than the fifteenth day of April 
in each year. The assessment roll shall be completed, 
certified and filed with the clerk of the said city on or 
before the first day of May in each year. The common 
council shall thereupon levy and assess the city taxes as 
herein authorized. 

Tax, how Collected. — §4. The tax-roll, when per- 
fected, shall be delivered by the mayor or common 
council to the collector, with a warrant thereto annexed, 
under the hand of the mayor and the seal of the city, 
commanding him to receive, levy and collect the sums 
in the roll specified as assessed against the persons or 
property therein mentioned or described, and to return 
said warrant and roll within sixty days after the date of 
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the delivery of the warrant. Immediately upon the 
delivery of the roll and warrant to the city collector of 
taxes the city clerk shall publish a notice thereof in two 
or more of the city papers, designating some convenient 
place within the city where said collector will attend 
during the Mondays and Saturdays of each week during 
thirty days, beginning with the first Monday after the 
delivery to him of said tax roll and warrant, from nine 
o'clock in the forenoon until eight o'clock in the after- 
noon, for the purpose of receiving payment of taxes, 
and it shall be the duty of said collector to attend 
accordingly, and any person may pay his tax at the 
time and place so designated. At the time of the deliv- 
ery to him of any such roll and warrant, the collector 
shall deposit with the city clerk a copy of the warrant, 
thereunto annexed and endorsed thereon a receipt 
acknowledging the .reception by him of the original 
roll and warrant as the city collector, and thereupon he 
shall proceed to collect the unpaid taxes in the said roll 
specified, in the manner provided by law for the collec- 
tion of county taxes, and shall have and possess all the 
powers and authority conferred by law on the collectors 
of county taxes and shall in like manner pay over all 
moneys collected by him to the city treasurer, and take 
his receipt therefor and make return to the city clerk of 
the amount collected and paid over by him and of the 
taxes remaining unpaid, and by making oath before the 
clerk, similar in all respects to the oath required by law 
of collectors of county taxes, he shall be credited by 
the city clerk with the amounts so remaining due and 
unpaid. The collector shall also deposit all moneys in 
his hands with the city treasurer, from time to time, as 
the common council shall direct, but no such settle- 
ment nor any settlement had by the common council, 
or by any city officer with any collector of any tax or 
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assessment, shall be final or conclusive, and no bond or 
other security given by any collector shall be invalida- 
ted by or canceled on any such settlement, but shall 
remain in full force and be held for one year thereafter 
by the city. 

Unpaid Taxes. — §5. All taxes and assessments that 
shall remain unpaid for three months after the date of 
the warrant authorizing the collection thereof shall bear 
interest at twelve per centum per annum from the date 
of the warrant, and such tax and interest may be sued 
for and recovered by the city against any person liable 
therefor. The common council may renew from time 
to time, any warrant issued for the collection of any tax 
or assessment, whenever any tax or assessment shall be 
returned uncollected, or issue a new warrant for the col- 
lection thereof, and in such renewal or warrant specify 
the time when the same shall be returned and direct 
the collection of the interest on such taxes or assess- 
ments, as the same is given to the city by this act, and 
the same proceeding shall be had thereupon as upon the 
first warrant. 

Payment of Undivided Proportion Authorized. — 

§ 6. If any sum of money in gross has been or shall be 
taxed upon any lands or premises, any person or persons 
owning any divided or undivided part thereof, may pay 
such part of the sum of money so taxed, also the inter- 
est and charges due or charged thereon" as the assessor 
appointed by the common council may deem to be just 
and equitable, and the remainder of the sum of money 
so taxed together with the interest and charges, shall be 
a lien upon the residue of such tax, interest or charges, 
in the same manner as though the residue of said tax 
had been imposed upon the residue of said lands or 
premises. 
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Collection of Unpaid Taxes.— § 7. Whenever any per- 
son upon whose estate or property a tax shall be assessed, 
shall neglect, or refuse to pay the same, or there shall 
be no personal property found whereon the same can be 
levied or out of which said tax can be collected, the 
collector shall make return thereof to the common 
council, who are authorized to cause the estate on 
which such tax was assessed, to be sold at public auction 
for a term of time, for the payment of such tax, giving 
notice of such sale, in one or more of the newspapers 
published in said city, for twelve weeks successively, at 
least once in each week, and serving personal notice on 
the owper or agent of such estate, if known ; if a resi- 
dent of the said city, at least fourteen days previous to 
such sale, or by depositing the same in the post office, 
directed to such owner, at his " place of residence, if 
known, or at the nearest post office thereto ; but if such 
place of residence be unknown, then by posting a copy 
of said notice in a conspicuous place on such estate or 
or premises, at least twenty-eight days previous to such 
sale, and the same shall be sold to the person who shall 
offer to take it for the shortest term for the payment of 
such tax with interest, and the expense of such notice 
and sale. 

Redemption of Land Sold, Deed. — §8. Whenever anv 
real estate shall be sold, for collection of any tax, and 
the owner thereof, his heirs or assigns shall not, within 
one year thereafter, have paid or tendered to the pur- 
chaser or his legal representatives, or to the treasurer of 
the city of Ithaca, the amount of such tax and all ex- 
penses, with interest at the rate of ten per centum per 
annum, the common council shall deliver to the pur- 
chaser thereof, a certificate of such sale under the seal 
of the said city and signed by the mayor, the execution 
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of which may be proved or acknowledged as deeds ; and 
upon the receipt of such certificate, the purchaser shall 
proceed to serve notice upon the owner or holder of any 
mortgage, judgment or decree, which may be a lien on 
said lands, or any portion thereof, personally when the 
owner of such encumbrance is a resident of the said city, 
or by letter directed to the post office of said owner ; and 
in case the person or parties holding or owning such 
mortgage, judgment or decree, shall neglect to redeem the 
premises designated in such certificate within six months 
from the time of serving such notice, such certificate 
ma}' be recorded in like manner, and with like effect, as 
in the case of other conveyances of the title of lands. 
In case the holder or owner of any mortgage, judgment 
or decree which shall be a lien upon any land sold un- 
der the provisions of this section .shall, within the period 
hereinbefore prescribed, pay the sum for which said 
lands were struck off, with interest to the purchaser of 
said lands, such holder or owner shall hold a first lien 
upon said lands for the amount thus paid. 

Purchaser may Enter. — § 9. The purchaser at any 
such sale, receiving such certificate or his executors, 
administrators or assigns, may, in case the lands are not 
redeemed, as herein provided, enter into the possession 
of such real estate, and hold, occupy and enjoy the 
same, during the term for which it was sold, aud it shall 
be the duty of all persons having possession thereof to 
surrender the same accordingly, upon demand of the 
holder of said certificate ; and in default thereof, such 
grantee or grantees shall be entitled to the same remedy 
to recover such possession as is by law provided for the 
removal of tenants holding over after the expiration of 
their term. In any proceeding instituted to recover 
such possession, the plaintiff shall prove that the notice 
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to holders or owners of mortgages, judgments or decrees 
which are a lien upon the premises in question, has 
been duly given, as hereinbefore provided, and that a 
demand of such possession has been made subsequent to 
the expiration of the period of redemption hereinbefore 
provided. And the said purchaser shall be at liberty at 
any time previous to the expiration of his term of occu- 
pancy, to remove all the buildings or materials which 
he may erect or place on said premises. 

Clerk to Hake Entry of Sales. — § 10. It shall be the 
duty of the clerk in all cases of such sale to make an 
entry of the same in the records of the city, with the 
name of such owner and a description of the property 
sold, the amount and term for which it was sold and the 
name of the purchaser. 

Assessors to Include Land Omitted from prior Assess- 
ment. — § ii. If any real estate liable to taxation should 
be omitted from the assessment roll of said city, and 
should thus escape taxation, it shall be the duty of the 
assessor or assessors the succeeding year, to assess the 
tax on such omitted real estate to which it would have 
been liable if it had been included in said assessment 
roll. If any tax on real estate shall for any cause 
remain unpaid, the amount thereof with interest at 
twelve per centum per annum may be added to the tax. 
for the succeeding year, and charged upon the real 
estate upon which it was originally assessed and levied, 
and the same proceedings in all respects for the collec- 
tion thereof, and for the collection of omitted taxes, 
may be had with like effect as in the case of a tax or 
assessment on the same real estate for the then current 
year. 

Special Election for Special Tax. — § 12. Whenever 
the common council shall be of the opinion, that the 
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interests of said city require expenditures for any extra- 
ordinary or special purpose or purposes, which in their 
opinion cannot be defrayed from the said sum author- 
ized to be raised by the common council after defraying 
the ordinary current expenses of the year, the said com- 
mon council shall have power to call a special election;, 
but before ordering such special election, they shall 
make an estimate of the sum necessary to be raised for 
such purposes, and shall state the amount and the ob- 
jects for which it is required, together with the reasons 
for their opinions, and cause the statements to be pub- 
lished in one or more of the city papers two weeks suc- 
cessively preceding the day of such election. The 
common council may, after making and publishing 
such statement, give two weeks' notice of an election ;. 
and shall designate in said notice some convenient place 
in said city for holding the polls of said election, and 
the time when it shall be held. The common council 
shall choose two of their number to act as inspectors of 
said election. Every resident of said city of the age of 
twenty-one years, whose name shall be in the assess- 
ment roll made by the assessor or assessors of said city 
next preceding said special election and upon whose 
property or upon whom as the owner or possessor of 
property a tax shall be assessed or imposed in and by 
said roll, and no other person or persons whatever shall 
be entitled to vote at said special election. But every 
trustee, guardian or other person representing property 
mentioned or named in said roll as the possessor or rep- 
resentative of property assessed therein, shall, if a resi- 
dent of said city, and twenty-one years of age, be con- 
sidered a qualified voter as aforesaid in respect of the 
property so represented. The said assessment roll made 
by the assessor or assessors, or a copy thereof certified by 
the city clerk and the mayor of said city, shall be evidence- 
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of the names and assessments, as aforesaid. The polls 
of said special election shall be opened and closed in the 
same manner provided for holding city elections. On 
the ballots deposited on said special election shall be 
written or printed, or partly written or partly printed on 
the inside thereof, "for special tax," or "against special 
tax." The votes received at such special election 
shall be canvassed, and the result certified, and the 
certificates thereof filed, as prescribed by section eight 
of title two of this act ; and the common council at 
their next meeting after said election, shall cause the 
result, as appearing by said certificate, to be entered in 
their minutes ; and if it shall appear that the whole 
number of votes received at such election "for special 
tax" shall exceed the whole number of votes "against 
special tax" it shall be the duty of the common council 
to cause the said sum of money so voted for, to be 
assessed, levied, and raised in addition to the sum 
authorized to be raised by the common council, and all 
-other sums herein required to be raised or which are 
or may be required to be raised by any law of the 
State of New York, and said special tax may be in- 
cluded in the tax for the current year or for the next 
succeeding year or may be levied in three equal annual 
installments, in the same manner and with the same 
authority as herein conferred in reference to the said 
•sum authorized to be raised by the common council, 
provided always that the total amount proposed to be 
raised, and to be voted for in an)' one year at special 
■election or elections, shall not exceed ten thousand dol- 
lars. In case of a majority of votes "for special tax," 
the common council may thereupon proceed to author- 
ize the expenditure of the amount thereof for the pur- 
poses specified in their published statement, and may 
borrow, if they shall deem it necessary to do so, the 
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amount so voted in anticipation of the collection of 
said tax for a time not exceeding three years, payable 
in equal annual installments, if loan shall be made for 
more than one year, and the amount so borrowed shall 
be expended upon and for the purposes for which the 
special tax is raised, and shall be paid as soon as the 
same shall become due, from the avails of the tax. The 
moneys raised by any special tax shall be paid to, and 
kept by the treasurer, distinct from any other moneys 
and entered into a separate account. 

Pavement Fund. — § 13. In addition to the other 
sums authorized by this chapter to be raised by general 
or special tax in any one year the common council may 
annually for ten years, from and including the fiscal 
year of said city commencing March, eighteen hundred 
and ninety-two, raise by general tax from the taxable 
inhabitants of said city on the property therein liable 
to taxation, in the same manner and at the same times 
that the other general taxes of the said city are raised, 
the sum of twenty thousand dollars, for permanent 
street improvements, which shall constitute a part of 
the pavement fund. The pavement fund shall be kept 
separate from the other funds of the city, by the treas- 
urer, and shall be paid by him to the pavement com- 
missioners or their order.

7 Pavement Commissioners. — §14. The mayor shall,, 
during the month of March, eighteen hundred and 
ninety-two, with the approval of the common council, 
appoint four competent persons, who shall be electors- 
and taxpayers of said city, to be pavement commission- 
ers for such terms of office respectively that the term 
of one of such commissioners shall expire with the 
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thirty-first day of March of each of the four years there- 
after. The mayor of said city shall annually, in the 
month of March thereafter, until and including March, 
nineteen hundred and one, with the approval of the 
common council appoint one pavement commissioner 
for the term of four years, but the term of no commis- 
sioner shall extend beyond March thirty-first, nineteen 
hundred and two. All such appointments shall be so 
made that not more than two of such commissioners 
shall belong to the same political party. The mayor of 
said city, shall by virtue of his office be a pavement 
commissioner. A vacancy occurring in the office of an 
appointed pavement commissioner, shall be filled for 
the balance of the unexpired term in the same manner 
as an original appointment.

Powers of Pavement Commissioners. — § 15. The 

pavement commissioners shall have full charge of the 
expenditure of the pavement fund in laying pavements, 
•or making other permanent street improvements in said 
city ; shall determine the streets to be paved or im- 
proved, the kind of pavement or other improvement to 
be made therein ; the width of the pavement on the 
street to be paved or improved, and shall have power to 
narrow or widen the roadway to be paved and to curb 
the same and the kind of curbing to be used ; the man- 
ner of making said improvement whether by advertise- 
ments for bids and letting work by contract, or by direct 
employment, and shall determine all the detail of such 
improvements. The commissioners shall have the 
power to lay such water pipers, gas pipes and sewer 
pipes before putting down such pavements or street im- 
provements as they shall deem necessary and proper, 
and the whole expense thereof shall be levied and 
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assessed and charged to the property in front of which 
the same is laid. This amount shall be distinct from 
the amount provided for in section sixteen of this title, 
and instead of the property paying one-third of the 
expense of such pipes and the laying thereof the prop- 
erty shall pay the whole expense thereof, and the same 
shall be assessed, levied and collected as provided in 
section sixteen. The commissioners shall receive no 
compensation for their services as such, but may employ 
all necessary clerical, engineering or other service. 
They shall contract no expenditure* excess of the 
amount of the fund available for the payment thereof, 
and the city shall not be liable for any excess so con- 
tracted.

Expenses, how Borne. — § 16. All expenses of pave- 
ments or improvements made by such commissioners 
upon that portion of one street which is crossed by an- 
other street shall be bor'ne by the city at large. The 
expenses of all other pavements or improvements made 
by said commissioners shall be borne as follows : One- 
third by the city at large and one-third of the expense 
of that portion of the pavement or other improvement 
opposite each lot bounding on the street, by the owner 
or occupant of such real property. The commissioners 
shall forthwith upon completing any such pavement or 
other improvement assess the expense thereof, so to be 
borne by such owners or occupants to such owners or 
occupants and upon such real property ; and shall leave 
a written statement of such assessments with the city 
clerk who shall give public notice in the newspaper or 
newspapers employed by said city, that the same has 
been left with him, and that the common council will on 



*So in the original. 
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a certain day therein specified, which shall be at least ten 
days after the first publication of said notice, proceed to 
confirm said assessments. At the time so specified an) 7 
person interested may appear before the common council 
and apply to have such assessments altered or corrected, 
as justice may require. The common council may there- 
upon alter and correct and confirm such assessment with- 
out further notice. The amount of each such assessment 
shall be a lien upon the real property upon which it 
is assessed. Within twenty days after the confirma- 
tion of any such assessment, the amount thereof, or one- 
fifth of the amount thereof may be paid to the treasurer 
of* said city. If neither the whole nor one-fifth of any 
such assessment shall be so paid within such twenty 
days, the common council shall issue their warrant un- 
der their hands and the corporate seal of the city for the 
collection of one-fifth of the amount of such assessment 
to the collector, who shall proceed to collect such one- 
fifth of the personal property of the persons so assessed, 
within sixty days after the receipt of such warrant by 
him. Any person so assessed may pay the whole 
amount of such assessment to the collector during such 
sixty days. If the collector shall return said warrant at 
the expiration of sixty days unsatisfied for want of per- 
sonal property out of which he could satisfy the same 
the common council shall proceed to collect the whole 
of such assessment by a sale of the real property upon 
which the assessment is made, in the same manner as 
they are authorized to sell property for the collection of 
assessments for the expenses of improvements done by 
the common council at the expense of persons in default 
and assessed upon the owners or occupants of lands up- 
on, for or in respect of which such improvements shall 
have been done. All such assessments so paid or col- 
lected shall be added by the treasurer to the pavement 
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fund. If only one-fifth of any such assessment shall be 
paid to the treasurer or collector within the times so pro- 
vided, the person paying such one-fifth shall be deemed 
to have elected to pay the whole of such assessment in 
five equal annual installments. Thereupon the common 
council shall, by resolution, authorize the mayor and 
city clerk to issue the bonds, or other obligations of the 
city under their hands and the seal of the city for the 
total amount of such unpaid assessments, which' bonds 
or other obligations shall be payable in four equal an- 
nual installments, with interest annually at the lowest 
rate, not exceeding five per cent, at which the said 
bonds can be negotiated for their par value, and shall 
deliver the same to the treasurer, who shall sell 
such bonds for their par value, at the lowest rate of 
interest, not exceeding five per cent., at which he can 
make such sale. The moneys realized from such sale 
shall be added by the treasurer to the pavement fund. 
In each annual city assessment roll thereafter the install- 
ments of any such assessments shall, with interest for 
one year on the whole amount of the assessment unpaid, 
at the rate of interest borne by the bonds issued for 
raising the amount equivalent to such assessment shall 
be added to the amount otherwise assessed upon such 
real property to the owners or occupants thereof. Such 
added amounts, when collected, shall be a part of the 
general fund, and such bonds shall be paid from the 
general fund.

TITLE VI. 



STREETS, HIGHWAYS, BRIDGES AND PUBLIC 
IMPROVEMENTS. 

Common Council to be Highway Commissioners and 
to have their Powers. — Section i. Said common coun- 
cil shall be commissioners of highways in and for said 
city and shall have all the powers of commissioners of 
highways of the several towns of this State, subject to 
the provisions of this act, and they shall also have 
power to construct, regulate, curb, straighten, widen, 
discontinue, alter and clean the streets, highways, 
alleys, bridges, side and crosswalks, drains, and sewers 
in said city, and to prevent the encumbering and ob- 
structing the same in any manner, and to protect the 
same from encroachment or injury. 

Recording of Streets. — § 2. The common council 
shall have power to cause such of the streets, lanes, 
alleys, highways and public squares in said city, or any 
part thereof, as shall have been heretofore laid out, but 
not recorded or sufficiently described, and such as have 
been used for twenty years but not recorded, to be 
ascertained, described and entered on record in a book 
to be kept by the clerk of said city. 

Opening of Streets, etc.— § 3. The common council 
shall have power, subject to the limitations imposed by 
the general laws of the State, to lay out, make and 
open streets, alleys, lanes, highways and public grounds, 
and may lay the same through any lands, buildings' 
garden, orchard or enclosure in said city. 
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Streets — ^4. The common council shall have 
power to fix, determine, change and regulate the grade 
and level of the streets in said city. They shall have 
power to cause an}' street, alley, lane or highway in said 
city to be graded, leveled, paved, repaired, curbed, 
macadamized, planked or graveled, and to cause cross- 
walks, drains, sidewalks, sewers, acqueducts and res- 
ervoirs to be constructed, made, relaid, amended or 
repaired in said city, and to determine, by a resolution 
to be entered in the minutes of the proceedings of the 
common council, what part or portion of the expenses 
of such improvement, if any, shall be defrayed by said 
city, and what part by assessments upon the persons or 
property benefitted thereby, such assessments to be 
made by said common council after the completion of 
such improvement upon the owners or occupants of the 
premeses* benefited thereby in the manner prescribed 
for making assessments in section nine of this title. 
And such assessments shall be left with the clerk of said 
city, as provided for assessments in said section nine, 
and thereafter the same proceedings shall be had and 
taken concerning the same and the collection thereof as 
are provided for assessments in said section nine, so far as 
the same are applicable thereto. But no public im- 
provement, the expense of which in whole or in part is 
to be defrayed by a local assessment, shall be made un- 
til first requested by a petition signed by at least a ma- 
jority of the owners of property to be assessed for such 
improvement, or unless at least three-fourths of the 
common council shall concur in voting any improve- 
ment to be expedient, or in determining to make the 
same, in which case no petition or request shall be 
necessary. 

Proceedings for Taking Private Property.--! 5- When- 
ever any street, alley, lane or public ground is laid out, 

* So in the original. 
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altered, widened or straightened by virtue of this act, 
or any local improvement is made under and by virtue 
of title three, section seven, sub-division eleven, or any 
other local improvement, which requires that private 
property shall be taken for public purposes, the com- 
mon council shall in the first instance, and before mak- 
ing such improvement, give notice of their intention to 
take and appropriate the laud necessary therefor, and to 
make such improvement by publishing such notice for 
at least three weeks successively, specifying as near as 
may be, the lands to be taken, in one or more of the 
city papers, which notice shall also notify the owners of 
such lands that at any time within the said three weeks, 
they may file with the clerk of said city their claim or 
claims for damages by reason of such improvement ; 
and that application will be made to a court of record 
to be designated in such notice, for the appointment of 
three commissioners residing in said city, to ascertain 
the damages so claimed, and to assess the expenses of 
such improvement or so much thereof as may be proper, 
upon the lands and premises to be benefited thereby ; 
which notice shall also specify the improvement to be 
made, the time when, and place where such application 
will be made. At the time and place so specified, the 
common council, by such person as they shall designate, 
shall make application to the said court for the appoint- 
ment of such commissioners, and said claimants shall 
have the right to be heard thereon. The said court 
shall thereupon, by a rule to be entered in the minutes 
thereof, appoint said three commissioners to ascertain 
and assess the damages so claimed, and at the same time 
to determine what persons will be benefited by such 
improvement, and to assess the damages and expenses 
thereof upon the persons so benefited, in proportion as 
near as may be to the benefit resulting to each. The hear- 
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ing of such application may be adjourned from time to 
time by said court. The commissioners shall be sworn 
by any person authorized to administer oaths, faithfully 
and impartially to execute their duty in making such as- 
sessments according to their ability ; they shall view the 
premises, receive any legal evidence and may adjourn 
from day to da}-. They shall, before entering upon 
their duties, give notice to said claimants of the time 
and place of their meeting, at least five days before the 
time of such meeting, by publishing such notice in one 
or more of the city papers. They shall determine and 
award to the owner or owners of such lands so claiming 
damages, such damages as they will, in their opinion 
sustain by the completion of the improvements after 
making due allowance for any benefit which said owner 
or owners may derive therefrom. They shall at the 
same time, assess and apportion the said damages and 
expenses of such improvement on the real estate bene- 
fited thereby, as nearly as may be, in proportion to the 
benefits resulting therefrom, and shall briefly describe 
the real estate on which any assessment is made by 
them. If there be any buildings on the land taken for 
such improvement, the value of such buildings to 
be removed shall be ascertained in their assessment, 
and the owner thereof may remove the same in ten 
days, or in such other time as the common council shall 
allow, after the confirmation of the return of the com- 
missioners ; if he shall so remove said building, the 
value thereof so ascertained, shall be deducted from the 
damages awarded to him. The determination and assess- 
ment of the commissioners, signed by them, shall be 
returned by them to their common council within thirty 
days after their appointment. The said court may, if 
sufficient objections are made to the appointment of said 
commissioners, or if any such commissioners shall refuse 
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or be unable to serve, appoint others in their places in 
the manner above provided ; and the common council 
after the determination and assessment of the commis- 
sioners is returned to them, shall give two weeks' notice, 
in one or more of the city papers, that the same will, 
on a day specified in said notice, be confirmed, unless 
objections are made by some person or persons interest- 
ed, are made thereto in writing and filed with the clerk. 
If no such objections are made as aforesaid, the deter- 
mination and assessment shall be confirmed by the 
common council. If objections are so made, any per- 
son interested may be heard before the common council 
touching the matter, on the day specified in said notice, 
or on other days, as the common council shall appoint. 
The said common council shall either confirm such de- 
termination and assessment, or annul the same, and 
refer the same matter back to the same commissioners, 
or other commissioners to be appointed by said court for 
the like purpose. The commissioners shall proceed in 
all things in making and returning the second assess- 
ment, as in making and returning the first assessment, 
and the said common council shall proceed thereon as 
though it were an original assessment. In case the 
common council shall confirm the second assessment 
and determination, the same shall be final and conclu- 
sive on all persons interested ; but, in case the common 
council shall annul the same, then all proceedings in 
relation thereto shall be null ; but nothing herein con- 
tained shall authorize the common council to discon- 
tinue or contract any street or highway, or any part 
thereof without the consent in writing of two-thirds of 
all persons owning lauds adjoining thereto. On final 
confirmation of the report and assessment, the same, 
together with a copy of the order or resolution confirm- 
ing the same, shall be filed with the city clerk. The 
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county court of Tompkins county shall be deemed to be 
always open for the transaction of all business and the 
making of all applications contemplated by this title. 
The same proceedings may be had for the collection of 
any assessments under this section as are in this act 
provided in respect to other assessments. 

Effect of Confirmation on Leases. — § 6. In cases 
where the whole or any part of any real estate subject 
to any lease or other agreement, shall be taken by the 
common council under this title, all the covenants and 
stipulations contained in such lease or agreement, shall, 
upon final confirmation of the assessment thereof, cease, 
determine and be absolutely discharged ; and in all 
cases where a part only of any real estate shall be so 
taken, the said covenants and stipulations shall be so 
discharged, only as to the part so taken ; the county 
court of Tompkins count}-, may, on the application in 
writing of either or any party in interest to such lease 
or agreement, appoint three disinterested freeholders of 
the city, resident therein, to determine the rents, pay- 
ments and conditions which shall thereafter be paid 
and performed under such lease or agreement, in respect 
to the residue of such real estate ; and the report of 
such freeholders or any two of them, under their hands, 
on being confirmed by the court, shall be binding and 
conclusive on all persons interested in such real estate. 

Payment of Award for Lands Taken. — § 7. When 
the amount of any damages for taking lands as afore- 
said shall be ascertained by a final confirmation of the 
report and assessment of the commissioners, the com- 
mon council shall, within one year thereafter, pay or 
tender the amount of such damages to the owners of 
lands and tenements to whom the same shall have been 
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allowed ; and in case such owners shall refuse the same 
or be unknown, non-residents of the city, infants, 
lunatics, or the rights and interests of the persons claim- 
ing the same shall be doubtful or in dispute, it shall, in 
such case, be lawful for the common council to pay the 
amount of damages into the office of the clerk of the 
Supreme Court in the county of Tompkins, accompan- 
ied by a statement of the facts and circumstances under 
which such payment is made, and describing the lands 
and tenements taken by the city for which such dam- 
ages have been awarded. The damages so paid into the 
Supreme Court shall be invested and paid over by it in 
the same manner that other moneys are invested and 
paid over by said court. Until such damages shall be 
so paid or tendered it shall not be lawful for the com- 
mon council to take or enter upon such lands or tene- 
ments for the taking of which anv such damages shall 
be allowed. When such damages shall have have beexi 
so paid or tendered, as aforesaid, the said common 
council may immediately enter and take possesssion of 
the lands, tenements or premises in respect of which 
such payment or tender was made, and do and perform 
the alterations or improvements or other work or thing 
for the purpose of which such lands, tenements or 
premises were required and taken. 

Assessment to be a Lien on Land §8 Whenever 

any proceedings shall have been had under section five 
of this title, and the commissioners appointed as there- 
in specified shall have made their estimate and assess- 
ment, and the same shall have been confirmed by the 
common council, if it shall then appear from such 
report that assessments for benefits are made against the 
owners of property therein, such assessments, from the 
date of confirmation of such report, shall be a lien on 
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the lands in respect to which such assessment had been 
made, having preference over all other liens and incum- 
brances whatever, and such assessments shall be col- 
lected in all respects as provided in the next following 
section of this title for the collection of the assessments 
therein specified. 

Assessments for Improvements. — § 9. Whenever any 
of the improvements or repairs, or other acts herein 
authorized to be done by said common council, at the 
expense of persons in default shall have been made or 
done by said common council, and especially the im- 
provements, repairs, acts, work and labor mentioned 
and specified in subdivisions eleven, fourteen, twenty- 
four, twenty-nine and thirty of section seven, title three 
of this act, and in section four of this title, as charge- 
able upon owners or occupants, the expense thereof 
shall be assessed by said common council upon the 
owners or occupants of the lands or premises, upon or 
for, or in respect to which such repairs, improvements, 
work or labor shall have been done ; such expense to 
be assessed to such owners or occupants by name, when 
known by said common council, and when unknown, 
to the unknown owners of such lands and premises, 
describing the same. Such assessment shall be left 
with the city clerk, who shall give public notice in the 
newspaper or newspapers employed by said city that 
the same has been left with him, and that the common 
council will, on a certain day to be therein specified, 
which shall not be less than ten days from the first 
publication of said notice, proceed to confirm said assess- 
ment. During that period any person interested may 
appear before said common council and apply to have 
such assessment altered or corrected, as justice may 
require. The same may then be confirmed by them 
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without further notice. All such assessments shall con- 
stitute a lien upon the lands and premises respectively 
upon, or for, or in respect of which they shall have 
been made. Within twenty days thereafter such assess- 
ment may be paid to the treasurer of said city. If any 
such assessment shall remain unpaid at the expiration 
of said twenty days the said common council shall issue 
their warrant to the collector of said city, under their 
hands and corporate seal, who shall proceed to collect 
the same out of the personal property of the persons so 
assessed, within sixty days after the receipt thereof by 
him. If the said collector shall return said warrant, at 
the expiration of sixty days, unsatisfied for want of 
personal property out of which he could . satisfy the 
same, the said common council shall proceed to collect 
such assessment by a sale of the premises in the manner 
provided in section seven, title five of this act, for the 
collection of unpaid taxes, and all the provisions of sec- 
tions five, six, seven, and eight, title five of this act, shall 
be in force and apply so far as the same may be applica- 
ble to all proceedings for the collection of unpaid taxes 
and the right and duties of all persons concerned shall 
be the same as provided in said sections. 



TITLE VII. 



OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

Powers of Council. — SECTION i. All the powers and 
duties conferred upon the board of trustees of the former 
village of Ithaca by the act of incorporation of the 
Ithaca fire department, chapter two hundred and forty- 
four of the laws of eighteen hundred and seventy-one 
and the amendments thereto, are hereby conferred and 
imposed upon the common council of the city of Ithaca. 



TITLE VIII. 



MISCELLANEOUS PROVISIONS. 

Interest in Contracts — Section i. No member of" 
the common council shall be interested in any contract 
to which the city shall be a party. 

Competency of Freeholders as Jurors. — § 2. No per- 
son shall be an incompetent judge, justice, witness or 
juror, by reason of his being an inhabitant or freeholder 
in the city of Ithaca, in any action or proceeding in 
which the said city is interested.

Freedom from Arrest on Election Day. — §4. No per- 
son entitled to vote at any election held under this act,, 
shall be arrested on any civil process within the said 
city on the days on which said election is held. 

Double Costs in Certain Cases. — § 5. Every person 
now or hereafter elected or appointed under this act, to- 
any office, who shall be sued for any act done or omitted 
to be done, under such election or appointment, and 
any person who shall be sued for any act or thing done 
by the command of any officer, shall, if any final judg- 
ment be rendered thereon, whereby any such defendant 
shall be entitled to costs, recover double costs, as de- 
fined by the Revised Statutes. 

Razing of Buildings at Fires. — § 6. The mayor or 
acting mayor shall have power to cause buildings to be 
pulled down, blown up or removed for the purpose of 
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arresting the progress of fires, and for the extinguish- 
ment of the same. In every case where a building shall 
be pulled down, blown up or removed under such 
authority for the purposes aforesaid, and said building 
shall be insured, the owner thereof shall be entitled to 
recover from the said city, damages to the same extent 
that he would have been entitled to recover against the 
insurers, in case such building had been destroyed by 
fire. 

Delivery of Records, etc., to Successors in Office. — 

I 7. If any person having been an officer in said city, 
shall not within ten days after notification and request, 
deliver to his successor in office all the property, papers 
and effects of every description in his possession or un- 
der his control, belonging to said city or pertaining to 
his office, he shall forfeit and pay for the use of the city 
one hundred dollars, besides all damages caused by his 
neglect or refusal to deliver. 

Claims against City. — § 8. No suit shall be main- 
tained against said city upon any claim or claims, for 
injuries resulting from negligence, unless the same 
shall be presented for payment to the common council 
•of said city at some regular meeting thereof and until 
thirty days after such presentation shall have been 
made, or unless claim has been made within sixty days 
and suit begun within twelve months after the claim 
has been disallowed by the common council. 

City to Succeed to Effects of Village.— § 9. The city 
•of Ithaca shall succeed to and be vested with all the 
rights and property of the village of Ithaca, and shall 
succeed to and be liable for all the liabilities of said vil- 
lage, and every suit, prosecution or proceeding com- 
menced by or against said village may be continued by 
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or against said city. The school district of the city of 
Ithaca shall succeed to all the rights and interests which 
that portion of the former town of Ithaca now embraced 
within the limits of said school district, had or enjoyed 
in the gospel and school lots fund of the former town 
of Ithaca, the amount of which interest or such school 
district shall be such proportion of the entire fund as 
the assessed valuation of the property, within the lim- 
its of said school district, bore to the total amount of the 
assessed valuation of the property in the former town 
of Ithaca, according to the assessment roll of said town 
of Ithaca for the year eighteen hundred and ninety- two. 
The title and ownership of that portion of said fund and. 
the accrued interest thereon, hereby set apart to the 
school district of the city of Ithaca, shall vest in the 
board of education of the city of Ithaca. The super- 
visor of the present town of Ithaca is hereby authorized 
and directed to pay over and transfer to the board of 
education of the city of Ithaca that portion of said 
gospel and school lots fund hereby set apart to the 
school district of the city of Ithaca, and, if for any rea- 
son, he fails or declines so to do then such board of edu- 
cation may begin and prosecute any suit against said 
supervisor, or against any person or persons having cus- 
tody of said fund or any part thereof, to recover that 
part of said fund so set apart as aforesaid, or said board 
of education may resort to any legal remedy to recover 
the same.

Legislature may Modify or Repeal. — § 10. This act 
shall be deemed a public act, and the legislature may at 
any time repeal, modify or alter the same. 

§ 11. This act shall take effect thirty days after its.

ORDINANCES OF CITY OF ITHACA. 



Adopted by the Common Council December 2, 1896, as 
amended and in force July 1, 1897. 



The common council of the city of Ithaca, under and 
by virtue of the power in it vested by the charter of said 
city, does hereby ordain and enact the following ordinances 
to take effect, except as otherwise specified, on the first day 
of January,' 1897. 

CHAPTER I. 

CITY OFFICERS AND COMMITTEES. 

flayor to Appoint Committees; their Duties — Sec- 
tion 1 . It shall be the duty of the mayor, at the first meet- 
ing of the common council in each municipal year, or as 
soon thereafter as may be, to appoint the following standing 
committees, and such others as he may deem proper to 
appoint, to-wit : — finance, highways, bridges and creeks, 
police and lighting, and parks and cemetery. 

Each of the standing committees so appointed shall 
have in charge all matters pertaining to the department of 
the city government intrusted to it, as indicated by the title 
of the committee ; shall examine into the needs and condi- 
tions thereof, and investigate all complaints in relation 
thereto, meeting as often as may be required, at the call of 
the chairman ; and shall report to the council for such action 
as may be needed, all matters pertaining to its department 
requiring attention, with its recommendation thereon. It 
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shall also be the duty of each committee, as soon as practica- 
ble in each year, to prepare and submit to the mayor for 
consideration by the council and final submission to the 
finance committee, a statement of the estimated amount re- 
quired for expenditure in its. department during the ensuing 
year. 

Duties of City Superintendent. — § 2. The city super- 
intendent shall have general oversight of the buildings and 
property belonging to the cit3' under the direction of the 
common council and its several committees. 

It shall be his dut}"- to see that sidewalks and crosswalks 
are kept free from snow and ice ; to see that the ordinances 
of the city respecting streets, sidewalks and bridges are duly 
enforced ; to report to the common council all violations of 
such ordinances, with the proceedings taken by him in 
respect thereto ; and to promptly ear^ into effect all orders 
of the common council respecting any special work, with 
the oversight of which he is charged. 

Duties of City Attorney. — § 3. Unless otherwise pre- 
scribed'by the common council, or the mayor in the manner 
provided by the charter, it shall be the duty of the city 
attorney, for the annual compensation fixed by the mayor, 
to advise the mayor and common council and all city officers, 
except members of independent boards, in relation to their 
official duties ; and at all reasonable times to hold himself in 
readiness therefor. 

It shall also be his duty, without additional compensa- 
tion, to pass upon the legality of all bills or claims presented 
to the common council, which may be submitted to him for 
that purpose. For all other services required of him, and 
not prescribed as provided by the charter, he shall be allowed 
a reasonable compensation. 

Whenever any papers in any proceeding or action by 
which the city is affected shall be served on any officer of 
the city, he shall forthwith deliver the same to the city at- 
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torney, who shall thereupon take such action in the matter 
as shall be necessary to protect the interests of the city until 
the next meeting of the common council, when he shall re- 
port the matter to the council, with his proceedings and 
recommendation therein. 

Unless otherwise directed by the common council, it 
shall be the duty of the city attorney to appear in behalf of 
the people in proceedings before the recorder, whenever in the 
judgment of the mayor, or a majority of the members of the 
common council, the interests of the city require it. 

City Surveyor — Flonuments and flaps. — § 4. — It shall 
be the duty of the mayor, whenever so authorized by the 
common council to appoint a city surveyor, in the same man- 
ner, and subject to the same provisions, as the other officers 
appointed by the mayor. 

Full and legible field notes of all surveys, properly dated 
with the place and character of work, and the name of the 
party doing the same, shall be kept by the city surveyor as 
part of the records belonging to the office. All levels shall 
be referred to city datum, and a list of bench marks shall be 
made up and kept in the office as they are obtained from 
time to time in the course of regular work. All surveys in- 
volving the location or recovery of street or sidewalk lines 
shall, as far as practicable, be directly connected with or re- 
ferred to public street monuments. In the case of the loca- 
tion of new streets, the acceptance of private streets by the 
city, or the location of unknown or disputed boundaries, suit- 
able monuments shall be set and recorded. 

All monuments set or used shall be carefully referenced 
to masonry foundations or other permanent objects. 

New monuments and old ones replaced shall, when 
practicable, be located on the south boundary lines of the 
east and west streets, and at a uniform distance of ten feet 
from the west sides of the north and south streets. 

Maps and profiles, or records of all surveys establishing 
street, sidewalk or drain pipe lines or grades, shall be made 
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and preserved in the office suitably arranged and indexed. 
All records and data shall be the property of the city, and 
preserved as such. 

Resolutions and Orders to be in Writing and Filed. — 

§ 5- All resolutions adopted by the common council, and 
all orders or official communications of any city officer or 
committee, shall be reduced to writing, and shall be recorded 
or filed by the city clerk, except when otherwise directed 
by the council. The city shall not be held liable on any res- 
olution or order not so filed or recorded. 

Questions of Law to be Referred to City Attorney. — 

§ 6. All matters involving questions of law requiring expert 
knowledge shall be referred to the city attorney before being 
acted upon ; and all matters of business involving purchases 
or expenditures shall, unless expressly rejected by that 
committee as being too small in amount to require such ac- 
tion, be referred to the finance committee of the city council 
for investigation and report. Every proposal to dispose of a 
franchise having pecuniary value either to the city or to its 
recipients, shall be favorably reported upon by the city at- 
torney and by the .finance committee before final action is 
had thereon. 

Records Kept at City Hall. — § 7. All records of every 
department of the city of Ithaca, shall be kept in the city 
hall, unless otherwise directed by the common council. 

, Extension of City Tax. — § 8. The extension of the 
city tax, shall be made under the direction of the common 
council in the mayor's office, and by a responsible accountant 
to be selected by the finance committee ; and on its comple- 
tion the payment of the cost of such extension shall be due 
on recommendation of said committee approved by the 
council. 

Claims to be Verified. — § 9. No account, charge 
or demand upon the city, for any object or purpose, or in 
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favor of any person whatever, except the pay of officers re- 
ceiving a salary, shall be audited or allowed by the common 
council, unless the person presenting the same shall annex 
thereto an affidavit that the items in the account presented 
are correct ; and, if the account is for services, that the serv- 
ices and disbursements charged therein have been duly 
ordered and authorized, and in fact made and rendered, and 
that no part thereof has been paid or satisfied. 



CHAPTER II. 

GENERAL POLICE REGULATIONS. 

Obstruction of Streets, etc — § i . All persons are pro- 
hibited from standing upon, or occupying, any sidewalk, 
bridge, street, or other public passage way, so as to unnec- 
essarily obstruct or interfere with public travel, or cause 
annoyance, inconvenience or delay to the occupant of ad- 
joining property, or to any person lawfully upon such side- 
walk, bridge, street or passage way. All persons standing 
upon or occupying any sidewalk, street, bridge or passage 
way shall, whenever ordered so to do by any policeman, 
public officer, or the owner, occupant or person in charge of 
any adjoining property, immediately pass on, and depart 
from the place so occupied. 

Trespassing Forbidden.-§ 2 . No person shall lurk, 
loiter or prowl about the premises of any citizen, or in or 
about any saloon, eating house, tavern or store, without the 
permission of the owner. 

Disorderly Conduct.-§ 3. No person shall conduct 
himself in a noisy, boisterous, rude, indecent, insulting or 
otherwise disorderly manner, by either word or act, or by 
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means of any bell, horn or instrument, so as to annoy the 
citizens of the city, or any portion thereof, or to disturb the 
good order and quiet of the same. 

Ringing Door Bells, etc — § 4. No person or persons 
shall wilful^ disturb or annoy the occupants of any house, 
store, building, or other place, by knocking or rattling at 
the door, window or gate thereof, or by ringing the door 
bell, or in any other manner. 

Sunday Observance. — § 5. No person shall, on Sun- 
day, publicly cry out or noisily proclaim for sale, any news- 
paper, article of food or other thing ; or, in view of the 
public, play ball or any other game within the city. 

Swimming. — § 6. No person shall, between the hours 
of six in the morning and eight in the evening, swim or 
bathe in an3 T of the waters of the city within sixty rods of 
any street, unless covered with some proper and sufficient 
garment from neck to knee ; nor shall any person publicly 
expose himself naked or indecently clothed at any time.' 

Injury to City Property. — § 7. No person shall, with- 
out proper authority, open any swing bridge ; or remove any 
dirt or sod from any street, cemetery, park or public place ; 
or light or extinguish any lamp placed therein ; or remove, 
injure or deface any property belonging to or in the custody 
of the city ; or wilfully and wantonly deface or render un- 
sightly any private property that is exposed to public view. 

Removal of Danger Signals. — § 8. No person shall 
extinguish, destroy or remove any signal light, lawfully 
placed by any person in or adjacent to any street, alley, 
park or public ground of the city, as a warning of danger. 

Throwing Stones, etc — § 9. No person shall by design 
and without just cause, fling or throw any stone or any .other 
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hard or hurtful substance, by hand, foot, sling, or air gun, 
or by any other propelling power, from, through, into or 
upon any public place within the bounds of the city. 

Discharge of Firearms, Fireworks, etc. — § 10. No 

perons, except in defense of person or property, or on the 
fourth day of July or the evening preceding, shall discharge 
in any street, park, alley, cemetery or public place, any fire- 
arms, fireworks of any description, or cannon ; except by 
permission of the mayor or common council, or by or under 
the direction of any public officer, civil or military, having 
authority under the laws of this state to do or direct the 
same. No person shall discharge any cannon or dynamite 
fire-cracker at any time without permission of the mayor. 

Explosives. — § 1 1. No person or corporation shall keep 
any quantity of gunpowder exceeding three pounds, or ot 
nitroglycerine, or other high explosive, exceeding one 
pound, in any one package ; nor any quantity of either ex- 
ceeding ten pounds in any one place or building within the 
limits of the city, except with the consent of the common 
council. No powder house or magazine of explosives shall 
be located or maintained in any part of the city, where life 
or property will be thereby endangered ; and the location 
and maintenance of any such powder house or magazine, 
shall be at all times under the direction of the common 
council. 

Sewers. — § 12. When consent or permission shall be 
obtained to connect with a city sewer, the person obtaining 
the same or making such connection, or his grantees, shall 
not be entitled to claim of the city any damage sustained by 
reason of flooding his premises, or on account of back water 
from such public sewer. Every person is hereby prohibited 
from draining through any sewer or pipe, or from allowing 
to escape from his premises by percolation through the soil, 
any sewage, or offensive matter, into any public street or 
gutter, or into any of the creeks of the city. 
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Wires for Conduct of Electricity. — § 13. It shall be 
the duty of all persons and corporations having in charge 
any wire used for the conduct of electricity in any street or 
public place in the city, to take all reasonable precautions 
for the prevention of injury from contact with the wire ; 
whenever any break occurs, and whenever a wire is broken 
or displaced, or becomes otherwise dangerous, it shall be the 
duty of all persons and corporations so in charge to imme- 
diately place a suitable guard for the prevention of accident, 
and to repair the injury without delay. 

Rules of Board of Health and Sewer Commission- 
ers. — § 14. All persons are required to obey all the rules 
and regulations of the board of health and of the board of 
sewer commissioners, made in accordance with the power in 
them vested ; and any violation of such rules or of any of 
them, shall subject the offender to punishment as a disor- 
derty person. 

Violation of Ordinance a nisdemeanor.^§ 15. Every 
person violating any ordinance of the city of Ithaca, or any 
provision thereof, is hereby declared to be a disorderly per- 
son, under the provisions of the charter of said city ; and 
shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding the sum of fifty 
dollars, or to imprisonment in the county jail not exceeding 
six months or both.

CHAPTER III. 

LICENSED PRIVILEGES. 



Licenses, Applications, Forfeiture. — Section 1. It 
shall be the duty of any person or corporation desiring a 
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license for any of the purposes stated in this chapter, to 
make application therefor on the blanks furnished by the 
city clerk, in which the nature and extent of the privilege 
sought must be clearly and fully set forth. Licenses are 
granted by the mayor except as hereinafter provided. Any 
abuse of the license granted, or assumption of privilege be- 
yond that set forth in either the application or the license, 
shall subject the offender to punishment as a disorderly per- 
son, and forfeit his license. The common council may revoke 
any license at any time, in which case the city shall refund 
to the licensee, a portion of the fee paid, proportionate to the 
length of the unexpired period. 

Hawkers and Peddlers. — § 2. It shall be unlawful for 
any person, other than a dealer in milk, hay, straw, wood 
or grain, without having a license therefor to pursue the 
business of a hawker or peddler, except as to the products 
of his own farm, in any street. The fee for such license shall 
in each case be fixed by the mayor at not less than one dol- 
lar nor more than five dollars per day ;. and not less than 
twentj'-five dollars nor more than one hundred dollars for 
the period of six months. This section shall not apply to 
an honorably discharged soldier, sailor or marine of the mil- 
itary or naval service of the United States, duly licensed in 
the manner provided by law, nor to any resident storekeeper 
in the city of Ithaca maintaining a market therein, and 
supplying his customers therefrom.

Platform Scales.— § 3. It shall be unlawful for any 
person or corporation to use or occupy any portion of the 
street for the purpose of having or placing therein any plat- 
form scales, without the consent of the common council, and 
upon payment of ten dollars per annum in advance for such 
privilege. 
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Booths, Wagons, etc.— § 4. After the expiration of the 
permits now outstanding no person shall without express 
authority from the common council upon application duly 
made describing location, size and hours of occupancy pro- 
posed, place, erect or establish upon or within any street or 
public ground, any cart, wagon, booth or stand for the pur- 
pose of seiling or exposing for sale any goods, wares or 
merchandise. 

The license fee for each booth so authorized shall be 
fixed by the mayor at a sum not less than twenty -five dollars 
nor more than one hundred dollars per annum pa3?able in 
advance. 

Circuses, etc. — § 5. No person or corporation shall 
without a license, exhibit in the city of Ithaca, for money, 
or pass through or parade any of the streets for the purpose 
of exhibiting in or near the borders of the city, or of adver- 
tising such exhibit, any caravan, circus, or circus and men- 
agerie combined, or any side show or exhibition of natural 
or artificial curiosity. The common council hereby fixes the 
price of license for each day or part of day as follows : 

For a caravan of animals, $20.00. 

For a circus, $25.00. 

For a circus and menagerie combined, $35.00. 

For each side show accompanying any caravan, circus 
or menagerie, under a separate canvass, $5.00. 

For each exhibition of any other show under canvass, 
$10.00. 

For each exhibition of any natural or artificial curios- 
ity, $5.00. 



CHAPTER IV. 

ANIMALS AT LARGE. 

Animals Forbidden on Public Streets, etc ; Pound ; 
Redemption ; Sale. — § 1. No person shall suffer or permit 
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cattle, horses, sheep, swine, geese, ducks or other poultry to 
run upon any sidewalk or grass plot belonging to the city, 
or to be at large upon any street, alley, park, cemetery or 
any public place. Any beast or poultry so found shall be 
taken in charge by any policeman, or other city officer, who 
shall thereupon take such beast or poultry to the place ap- 
pointed by the common council, or in case no such place 
has been appointed, then to any suitable place that may be 
designated by the mayor, and cause the same to be properly 
kept and cared for at the expense of the owner, who shall be 
entitled to recover the same on the payment of all expense 
incurred for keeping, together with the additional charge o± 
one dollar poundage for each beast and twenty-five cents for 
each fowl so impounded. In case at the expiration of four 
da}'s from the time when any such beast may be impounded 
the same shall not be claimed by the owner or agent having 
charge thereof, and redeemed by the payment of the charges 
for poundage and feed hereinbefore mentioned, the city clerk 
may advertise and sell such beast or fowl so unclaimed and 
unredeemed as aforesaid to pay such charges and the ex- 
penses of advertising and sale, which charges and the expenses 
he may retain out of the proceeds, rendering the overplus, if 
any, to the owner, or agent within one year from the time of 
such sale ; but if such overplus be not claimed within one 
year as aforesaid, the same shall be held by the city treas- 
urer subject to the order of the common council. 

Advertising Sale.— § 2 . Before making sale of any 
such beast or fowl as provided in the last section, it shall be 
the duty of the city clerk to give at least forty-eight hours 
notice of the time and place of such sale by advertisements, 
to be posted up at three public places in the city. 
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CHAPTER V. 

BICYCLE RIDING. 

AH Permits Revoked — Section i. All permits hereto- 
fore granted by the mayor for riding upon the sidewalks are 
hereby revoked. 

Speed. — § 2. No person shall ride a bicycle upon any 
public street, lane or place with such speed or recklessness as 
to endanger the safet}' of any individual lawfully therein. 

Bell and Lamp. — § 3. No person shall ride a bicycle 
upon any public lane, street or place, at any time from one- 
half hour after sundown until one-half hour before sunrise, 
without carrying a bell and a lighted lamp. 

Sidewalks. — § 4. No person shall ride a bicycle upon 
the sidewalk of any paved public street ; nor upon the side- 
walk of any other street or lane or part thereof when the ad- 
jacent road surface is in rideable condition.

CHAPTER VI. 

CEMETERIES. 

City Superintendent to Care for.— Section 1. Subject 
to the supervision of the common council, the city superin- 
tendent shall keep the walks, roads, fences and buildings in 
the city cemetery in good order, and shall prevent any un- 
lawful intrusion therein, and shall prescribe the grade of all 
lots. He shall have the power, and it shall be his duty, to 
enter upon any lot, and remove therefrom any noxious weed, 
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or any growth, structure or irregularity of surface which is 
clearly and unmistakably dangerous or unsightly. 

Digging of Graves. — § 2. No person except the person 
authorized by the city superintendent shall dig any grave, 
inter or disinter any body in or within the cemetery. The 
following prices shall be charged for the benefit of the city : 
For digging an adult's plain grave and filling the same, 
four dollars ; for digging child's grave, plain, and filling the 
same, two dollars ; for digging and trimming a grave and 
filling the same, five dollars ; for taking up a body and re- 
filling the grave, four dollars ; for reburial of such body, five 
dollars. No grave shall be less than five feet in depth. 

Burials Outside of Cemeteries Forbidden. — § 3. No 

person shall bury or inter, or aid, or assist in burying, or in- 
terring, any human body within the city of Ithaca, except 
in one of the cemeteries. 

Driving in Cemeteries. — § 4. No person shall walk, 
or drive any conveyance over or upon any lot or plot in any 
public cemetery, without authority from the owner thereof 
or of the city superintendent ; nor shall any person drive any 
horse faster than a walk ; or leave any horse or vehicle 
standing in any road or path in said cemetery, so as to hin- 
der or obstruct the free passage of any person or persons 
lawfully therein. No person shall fasten or cause to be 
fastened any horse in said cemetery at any other place than 
at the posts provided for that purpose, and no person shall 
leave any horse unfastened therein. 

Defacing or Injuring Monuments, etc. — § 5. No per- 
son shall write upon, soil, deface, remove, displace or in any 
manner injure or destroy any monument, fence, stake, post 
or other structure in or belonging to said cemetery. 

Loitering Prohibited.— § 6. No person shall prowl 
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about or lurk or lie down in said cemetery, or deposit any 
filth within the limits thereof. 

Noxious Weeds.— § 7 . No person shall place or plant 
upon any cemetery lot any weed, plant or vine liable to 
spread or extend upon any other lot or adjacent space, with- 
out the consent of the city superintendent. 

Title to Lots. — § 8. No person shall acquire an3' right 
or title to any cemetery lot until the same is fully paid for. 



CHAPTER VII. 

DOGS. 

Barking Dogs.— Section i. It shall be unlawful for 
any person to have, harbor or maintain any dog which is- 
accustomed to howl or bark so as to disturb or anno}' any 
one other than the owner or his family. 

Biting Dogs. — § 2. No person owning or having in 
his possession or under his control any dog which shall 
have attacked any person, horse or team in the streets or on 
the public grounds of the city, either by chasing, barking 
at, biting or attempting to bite any such person, horse or 
team, shall after notice of, or having knowledge of such at- 
tack, suffer such dog to go at large in the city of Ithaca. 

Dog License. — § 3. After the first day of January, 
1897, it shall be unlawful for the owner, or person in charge 
of any dog to allow such animal to run at large within the 
city without a license and a metal tag attached to the ani- 
mal as hereinafter provided. Such license may be granted 
upon application to the city clerk, and shall continue in 
force for one year from date of the granting thereof. Every 
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person receiving such license shall pay to the city clerk for 
the use of the city of Ithaca, the sum of one dollar for every 
male dog or spayed bitch, and the sum of two dollars for 
every bitch so licensed. 

Every dog so licensed must wear around its neck a collar 
to which shall be attached a metal tag, to be furnished by 
the city, distinctly marked with the number designated by 
the city clerk and stated in the license granted. The use of 
any other tag is hereby strictly forbidden. 

The city clerk shall keep a record of all dog licenses 
granted, which record shall show the name and residence of 
the person to whom issued, together with the number desig- 
nated upon the metal tag furnished therewith. The common 
council shall provide a convenient and suitable place in 
which all dogs not hereby permitted to run at large shall be 
confined, and it shall be the duty of the police, and of any 
person designated by the mayor for such purpose to catch 
all dogs running at large in violation of this section and 
place them in the room or place provided for them, and see 
that they have plenty of water and food. Any dog so confined 
may be redeemed by any person within forty-eight hours 
after capture upon paying to the city clerk the sum of two dol- 
lars. All dogs not redeemed within seventy- two hours after 
capture shall be killed by a person appointed by the mayor. 

Any person owning a dog or harboring a dog upon 
premises occupied by him, for three consecutive days, who 
shall neglect or refuse to obtain a license for such dog, as 
provided in this section, shall be deemed a disorderly person 
and punishable as such under the provisions of the charter.

Interference with Officer Prohibited— § 4. No per- 
son shall interfere with any policeman or other person while 
seeking to capture, detain or kill any dog pursuant to the 
provisions of this, and the last two preceding sections. 
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CHAPTER VIII. 

FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

Fire Limits. — Section i. It shall be unlawful for any 
person or corporation to place, construct or erect, or cause to 
be placed, constructed or erected am' building ; or to repair 
any building so as to make any enlargement thereof ; or 
make any addition to any building'; unless such building, 
or such enlargement or addition, shall have outer walls of 
stone, brick or other non-combustible material, and roof of 
slate, metal or other non-combustible material, within the 
limits of said city bounded as follows : Beginning at a point at 
the intersection of the center of Parker and Buffalo streets ; 
thence running west -in the center of Buffalo street to Geneva 
street ; thence south along the center of Geneva street, to a 
point two hundred and fifty feet south of the south side of 
Green street ; thence east parallel with Green street, to the 
center of Cayuga street; thence south, to the center of Clinton; 
street ; thence east to the bank of Six Mile creek ; thence 
along the north bank of Six Mile creek, to a point opposite 
the center of Parker street ; thence north to, and along the 
center of Parker street to the place of beginning. 

Penalty for Violation of Section i. — § 2. Every owner, 
builder or other person who shall build or aid in the erection 
of any building or part of a building, within the boundaries - 
described in this ordinance contrary to, or in any other man- 
ner than authorized by the foregoing section, or who shall 
remove or assist in removing any wooden building from one 
place to another within the said boundaries, or from without 
said boundaries to any place within the same, or repair or 
assist in repairing any damaged wooden building contrary 
in either case to any of the foregoing provisions of this . 
ordinance, shall be subject to a penalty of not less than 
twenty-five dollars, nor more than fifty dollars for each 
offense. For each day that the owner shall allow the same: 
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to remain, after being requested by the fire board to remove 
it, he shall be subject to an additional penalty of ten dollars 
per day. 

All plans for new buildings to be erected within the fire 
limits as above provided, shall be submitted to the boards of 
fire commissioners, and approved by them, before the con- 
struction of the building is commenced. 

Fire Engines, etc., to have Right of Way. — § 3. All 

engines, hose carts, trucks, wagons and movable apparatus 
of the fire department when going to a fire shall have per- 
manent right of way through all streets ; and when conven- 
ient shall take and keep the right side of the street, and all 
persons, drivers or persons in control of other vehicles or 
instruments of conveyance shall retard- or accelerate their 
speed as occasion may require to promote the convenience 
of such fire apparatus, or as required by those in charge of 
the same. 

The engineer in charge at any fire, may when deemed 
necessary by him to insure the efficient working of the men 
or apparatus under his control, blockade any street or part 
of a street or other place, and no person shall break through 
or attempt to break through such blockade. 

Crossing Hose Prohibited— § 4. Whenever any hose 
of the fire department of the city shall be placed in or upon 
any street, or across any railroad track, it shall be unlawful 
for any person to drive or propel, or cause to be driven or 
propelled on, or across such hose, any wagon, truck, loco- 
motive, car or other vehicle unless a bridge planking or 
other apparatus shall have been prepared by the fire depart- 
ment for the. safe passage over such hose, of any such 
wagon, truck, locomotive, car or other vehicle. 

Conduct at Fires— § 5. Every person, whether fire- 
man or not, present at a fire, shall conduct himself in an 
orderly^ manner without noise or disturbance, and shall 
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promptly obey any order he may receive from the chief 
engineer or his assistants. 

Injury to Fire Apparatus.— § 6. No person shall en- 
ter any place where any fire implements or apparatus may 
be with intent to injure the same, or shall wilfully injure 
any such implements or apparatus, or shall remove any por- 
tion thereof, or shall wilfully do any damage to any engine 
house or other place where fire apparatus is or may be 
stored, or to any fixture, articles of furniture or ornament 
in or about any such house or place. 

Fire Alarm System.— § 7. No person shall meddle or 
tamper with, or in any manner touch or interfere with the 
fire alarm wires or boxes of the city, except on proper occa- 
sion to give an alarm of fire ; nor shall any person place any 
obstruction, or suffer or permit any tree, building or other 
obstruction to fall upon or against any fire alarm box or wire 
in the city. 

Hydrants. — § 8. No person shall open, use, draw water 
from or in any manner interfere with any hydrant in the 
city without authority from the water company, the chief 
engineer of the fire department, or the board of fire commis- 
sioners. No person shall break, injure, deface, remove, or 
in any manner molest any hydrant or any box, jacket hous- 
ing or other cover to the same, or any part thereof, without 
the like authority. 

False Alarms. — § 9. Any person who shall intention- 
ally give, or cause to be given a false alarm of fire, shall, 
upon conviction thereof, pay a penalty of not less than 
twenty-five dollars, nor more than fifty dollars. 

Fireman's Badge. — § 10. No person not a member of 
the Ithaca fire department shall wear any distinctive badge 
of the said department, or of any company or division 
thereof. 



qa ITHACA CITY ORDINANCES 

Enforcement of Ordinance. — § n. It shall be the duty 
of the chief of the fire department, and the fire commission- 
ers to see that this ordinance is duly enforced, and the non- 
euforcement by such chief of the fire department and fire 
commissioners shall be a sufficient cause for removal from 
office. Authority is hereby given to the board of fire com- 
missioners, to take all necessary proceedings for the enforce- 
ment of this ordinance. 



CHAPTER IX. 

SIDEWALKS. 

Property Owners to Ascertain Grade. — Section i. It 
shall be the duty of all property owners to ascertain the true 
line and grade before constructing or resetting any sidewalk. 
Every property owner shall cause the sidewalk in front of 
his premises to conform to the line and grade which may, at 
any time, be ordered by the common council. 

Sidewalks to be Kept Free from Obstructions. — § 2. 

Every owner, occupant or person in charge of any property 
fronting on the street, shall keep the sidewalk in front of 
the premises clean and free from obstruction, and shall 
promptly clear such sidewalk of snow and ice. In case of fail- 
or neglect to do so, it shall be the duty of the city superin- 
tendent to cause such obstruction, snow or ice, to be re- 
moved, and he shall make out and deliver to the city clerk 
a statement of the expense thereof duly verified ; and the 
amount of such expense, with ten per cent added, shall be a 
lien, or charge upon the lot, land or plot so described, and 
the same shall be assessed to the owner of the property, and 
added to the amount of his next annual city tax. 

No Water to Flow on Sidewalk.— § 3. No person 
shall conduct or allow to be conducted from any building 
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owned or controlled by him through any pipe, gutter, trough, 
spout or otherwise, any water upon any sidewalk. Nor 
shall such water be conducted across any sidewalk, unless 
the same be made to run in a pipe or groove below the sur- 
face of the walk ; nor shall any roof or eaves project over 
the walk : unless there shall be an eave trough so placed 
under the same, as to prevent the water from falling on the 
sidewalk. 

Snow and Ice to be Removed from Roofs § 4. The 

owner or occupant of every building fronting upon or in 
close proximity to the line of any sidewalk, street, highway, 
lane or public place shall remove or cause to be removed the 
snow and ice from off the roof of such building, when the 
same is liable to fall therefrom, and the same shall be done 
at such time and in such manner as not unnecessarily to hin- 
der or delay travel, and so as not to subject to risk or danger, 
persons or animals traveling upon said sidewalk, street, high- 
way, lane or public place in front of such building. 

Gates not to Open over Sidewalks. — § 5. No gate 
shall hereafter be made or hung so as to open over any side- 
walk. Nor shall any such gate heretofore made and hung 
be allowed to stand open over any sidewalk, except while 
persons or teams are passing through such gate. 

Awnings.— § 6. No person shall place or allow to be 
placed any awning over any sidewalk, unless the same shall 
be constructed of cloth or canvass and supported by iron 
rods, and unless every part of such awning, and of the sup- 
ports thereof, shall be at least six and one-half feet above 
the grade of the sidewalk. 

Projections over Streets Prohibited. — § 7. No. per- 
son shall suspend, adjust, fix or place, or suffer to be sus- 
pended, adjusted, fixed, placed or maintained, over or above 
any street in front of his building or lot, any shed, board 
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roof, sign or other fixture which shall extend or project over 
the wall or front of such building or lot more than six inches 
toward or into the street, except awnings constructed as 
provided in the last session. 

Display of Merchandise.— § 8. No person shall place, 
hang out or suspend, or suffer to be placed, hung out or sus- 
pended any goods, wares or merchandise: in auy street in 
front of his building or place at a greater distance therefrom 
than three feet ; nor more than three feet in height unless 
the distance be limited to two feet, in which case the height 
may be extended to five feet. 

Other Obstructions— § 9. No person shall deposit, 
place or put, or suffer to be deposited, placed or put, except 
as above provided any goods, wares, merchandise, boxes, 
barrels or chattels on any sidewalk or street in front of his 
building or lot, except while actually removing the same 
into or out of such building or lot. 



CHAPTER X. 

STREETS. 

Encroachments Prohibited. — Section 1. No person 
shall erect or cause to be erected, or allow to remain after 
being notified to remove the same, any building, piazza, 
steps, post other than hitching post, fence, show case or 
other structure so as to encroach upon an) r street, alley, lane, 
park or bridge. Any person violating any provision of this 
section, shall be liable to a penalty of ten dollars for each 
offense ; and shall incur a further penalty of five dollars for 
even* day the encroachment shall be suffered to remain, 
after the owner or offending party shall have been notified 
b3 r the service upon him or upon the person in charge of a 
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written or printed notice to remove the same. No person 
shall erect or allow to remain after notice of removal under 
like penalty, any hitching post on State street between 
Geneva street on the west and the east side of the Osborn 
block on the east. 

Excavations.— § 2. The mayor, under such regula- 
tions as he may prescribe, may grant permission to, and 
confer authority upon, persons or corporations to excavate 
in any street, lane, sidewalk or public ground, under the 
supervision of the city superintendent, upon application and 
for good cause shown as to the necessity therefor. The ex- 
cavation shall be done and the work completed with all pos- 
sible dispatch and in such manner and within such time as 
may be required by the said city superintendent ; and dur- 
ing the progress of such work at least one-half of the street, 
or lane, shall be kept open and free for the passage, of horses 
and vehicles, and such excavation shall be carefully guarded 
by the person causing the same to be made, with a good and 
sufficient fence or barrier, and property lighted during the 
night time with burning lamps or lanterns in such manner 
as to indicate the excavation and to prevent accidents, and 
such street, lane, sidewalk or public ground and any pave- 
ment upon the surface thereof shall be restored by the per- 
son making such excavation to as good condition as before 
the excavation was made, and in case any defect in such res- 
toration, becomes apparent within one year, he shall full}- 
and satisfactorily restore the same when notified by the city 
superintendent, or be liable for the cost thereof. No person 
or corportion shall make any excavation in any street, lane, 
sidewalk or public ground without such permit in writing. 

Broad Tires on Wagons. — § 3. No person or corpor- 
ation shall, after the 1st day of April, 1897, use, cause or 
suffer to be used any wagon, cart or other vehicle loaded 
with or carrying any freight or material of the weight of 3,- 
500 pounds or upwards, or which appears to be so loaded, 
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upon any street of the city unless the tires upon said wagon, 
cart or other vehicle shall be at least four inches in width. 
And no person shall, after said first day of April 1897, use 
cause or suffer to be used upon any street of the city, any 
wagon, cart or other vehicle loaded with or carrying any 
freight or material of the weight of 2, 500 pounds or upwards, 
or which appears to be so loaded, unless the tires upon said 
wagon, cart or vehicle shall be at least three inches in width. 
The mayor or any alderman or policeman may require any 
person driving a vehicle apparently loaded in violation of 
the provisions of the section to cause or permit such load to 
be weighed ; and in case of his refusal so to do he shall be 
subject to a penalty of five dollars. This section shall not 
appty to farmers hauling the products of their farms to 
market. 

Grass and Weeds to be Cut. — § 4. The owner or oc- 
cupant of any lot shall cut the grass and foul weeds in front 
of such lot, at least once in each of the months of June, July, 
August and September in each year. And in case of his 
failure so to do, it shall be the duty of the city superintend- 
ent to cause such grass and weeds to be cut as often as above 
required, and he shall make out and deliver to the city clerk a 
statement of the expense thereof duly verified, and the 
amount of such expense with ten per cent, added, shall 
be a hen or charge upon such lot, and the same shall be as- 
sessed to the owner of the property and added to the amount 
of his next annual city tax. 

Ornamental and Shade Trees.— § 5 . All ornamental 
and shade trees standing within any street shall be trimmed 
so that the lowest branches shall not be less than twelve feet 
from the ground. Any person owning any such tree which 
shall not have been trimmed in accordance with this provis- 
ion shall be subject to a penalty of two dollars, to be recov- 
ered m a civil action, for every week such tree shall remain 
untrimmed, after five days written notice to trim the same 
shall have been given by any city officer. 
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Advertising on City Property Prohibited § 6. No 

person shall place any advertisement, printing or marking, 
upon any city property or upon any lamp post, bridge, pole 
or tree within any park or street of the city. 

Transporting Earth, etc., through Streets. — § 7. It 

shall be unlawful for any person transporting through any 
street, lane or alley, any manure, gravel, dirt, stones, swill, 
garbage or other substance, to suffer any portion of the same 
to escape from the load and to fall and reman upon the sur- 
face of the street. 

Throwing Dirt, etc., in Streets Prohibited. — §8. No 

person shall .deposit, place or throw any paper, glass, tack, 
nail or garbage into or upon an3' street, sidewalk or park, 
except at the time and in the manner provided for the collec- 
tion of garbage. No person shall deposit, place or throw 
the peelings of any fruit upon any sidewalk or crosswalk. 
No person shall whip, shake or sweep an3 r rug, matting or 
carpet in or upon any sidewalk, street or park. No person 
shall deposit the sweepings of any building into or upon 
any sidewalk or street, or cause the same to be done. 

Use of Salt on Streets Regulated. — § 9. No person or 
corporation shall use salt upon any street railway track ex- 
cept at switches or curves. No person or corporation shall 
remove the snow from the track of any street railway com- 
pany, without removing it wholly from such street, or 
spreading it over and upon the traveled portion thereof in 
such manner as to leave a uniform and level surface. 

Encumbrances ; Wagons. — § 10. No person shall en- 
cumber a street, lane or public place with any carriage, 
wagon, sleigh or sled without horses, or with any chattel 
whatever, except by permission of the council. 

Encumbrances; Building flaterial.— § n. No person 
shall place any building material, or other obstruction, upon 
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any street, bridge or public ground without a written permit 
signed by the mayor. 

Bonfires. — § 12. No person shall burn any rubbish or 
light any bonfire on any public ground or street without 
authority from the mayor or common council. 

Injury to Trees. — § 13. No person shall without au- 
thority destroy, mutilate, dig, pull up or pluck any tree, 
shrub, plant, fruit or flower growing or being in any street, 

park, cemeter3"or public ground. 

Cartmen ; Expressmen, etc. — § 14. Every cartman, 
omnibus driver, expressman or hackman waiting for employ- 
ment in any street shall obey any orders or directions con- 
cerning the location of his vehicle with a view to the con- 
venience and accommodation of the public, which may be 
given him by the mayor or any policeman. No cartman, 
hackman, expressman or omnibus driver shall place his car^ 
riage or vehicle in front of any doorway, or gateway, nor in 
such a manner as to obstruct any sidewalk or cross walk. 
Nor shall any person leave any wagon or other obstruction 
or sell any wares or merchandise at auction, in front of any 
premises, without the permission of the owner or occupant. 

Moving of Buildings — § i 5 . No person shall move, 
or cause, or suffer to be moved, any building into, along or 
upon any street, highway or lane, without permission from 
the mayor, which permission must state definitely for what 
length of time the same is granted. No person having such 
permission, shall suffer or permit such building to remain in 
any street, highway or lane for a longer period than that 
limited and specified in such permission. 

Regulation of Trains._§ l6 . No railroad company, 
engineer, conductor or other person in charge of any rail- 
road, engine or train of cars shall run, cause, suffer, or per- 
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mit to be run or driven, any engine or train of cars, at a 
greater speed than six miles an hour in crossing any of the 
streets of the city ; nor without a continual ringing of the 
alarm bell, while running within the limits of the city. Nor 
shall any such person or corporation cause, suffer or permit 
any locomotive, engine, car or trains or cars to stand in or 
upon any street, between the hours of six A. m. and nine 
o'clock p. m., for a longer period of time than five minutes ; 
or to stand in or across any street within ten feet of the cen- 
tre thereof for a longer period than five minutes. 

Regulation of Street Cars. — § 17. No street railroad 
company, nor any motorman, driver or other person, shall 
propel any street car, or allow any street car to be propelled, 
within the streets of the city at a greater rate of speed than 
one mile in eight minutes on a level track ; or one mile in fif- 
teen minutes where the grade exceeds ten per cent. 

No car, on any street railroad shall be allowed to stop 
on a crosswalk or upon any street crossing, except to avoid 
collision or other accident ; nor shall any detached car be 
left standing in any public street. 

Tying Horses in Street. — § 18. No person shall leave 
any horse or other animal in any street, lane or other public 
place, unless the same shall be securely hitched, or tied or un- 
less some proper person be left in charge thereof. No per- 
son shall hitch any horse or other animal to any ornamental 
or shade tree or tree box in any street, lane or other public 
place, or to any lamp post or street hydrant. No person 
shall leave any horse or other animal standing in any street 
or any other public place, for a longer period than five hours. 
No person shall ride, drive or lead any horse or mule on any 
street or lane with such speed as to endanger the safety of 
any person in the street. 

Vicious Horses not to be Tied Near Sidewalk.— § 19. 

No vicious horse accustomed to attack, bite or kick, or to 
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make passes at, or to attempt to bite or kick persons shall 
be tied or allowed to stand by or in reach of any sidewalk or 
crosswalk. 

Stopping pn Crosswalks — Bells on Sleighs. — § 20. No 

person driving or in charge of any vehicle shall stop any 
horse or horses or vehicles upon any crosswalk, so as to ob- 
struct or hinder foot passengers using the same. No person 
shall drive any sleigh, cutter or other vehicle upon runners 
upon any street, highway or traveled road from sundown to 
sunrise, unless bells shall be attached to the horse or horses, or 
to some part of the harness, or to the sleigh, cutter or vehicle. 

Coasting. — § 21. No person shall coast or ride down 
hill upon a sled or sleigh unattached to a horse or other ani- 
mal, upon any sidewalk ; nor without permission of the 
mayor, upon any street of the city. 

Parades. — § 22. All persons, societies and organiza- 
tions of every name and nature are hereby forbidden when 
prohibited by the mayor from assembling, congregating, 
parading or marching in or through any of the streets, 
squares, parks or other public places in the city. 



CHAPTER XI. 

ORDINANCE REPEALED. 

"Section 1. All the ordinances of the village or city of 
Ithaca adopted prior to the second day of December, 1896, 
are hereby repealed. "

§ 2. Nothing contained in the previous section shall be 
held or construed to affect, impair or extinguish the right 
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of the city to sue for and recover any penalty incurred prior 
to the passage of this ordinance under any of the ordinances 
hereby repealed. 



AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF ITHACA 
ADOPTED APRIL 7, 1897. 

BILL POSTING AND BILL DISTRIBUTING. 

flavor to Grant Licenses — Section 1. The mayor of 
the city of Ithaca may grant to any resident or residents of 
the city or any duly organized corporation that shall apply 
to him therefor in writing, licenses to engage in, and carry 
on, in the city of Ithaca the business of bill posting and bill' 
distributing, sample distribution for advertising purposes, 
and sign advertising or either or all of such occupations 
which license shall expire one year from the date of granting 
same. 

License Fee. — § 2. Any licensee under the provisions 
of this ordinance shall pay to the city clerk on the delivery 
of the license duly granted to him the sum of $25. 

Fees for Distributing. — § 3. No person or corporation 
to whom a license shall be granted as herein provided shall 
charge or receive more than the foilowing prices for the dis- 
tributing of bills, circulars, samples and advertisements and 
the posting of bills, to-wit : The posting for one week for any 
show, entertainment or business, $103 per sheet. Distributing 
almanacs, pamphlets or books to private houses $1.50 per 
thousand. Distributing bills, circulars or notices to business 
houses or offices, $1.00 per thousand. 

Posting by Unlicensed Parties Prohibited. — § 4. No 
person or corporation shall engage in, or carry on the busi- 
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ness of bill posting, bill distributing, sign advertising, or the 
distributing of samples or other circulars for advertising 
purposes in the city of Ithaca without having previously 
obtained a license so to do under the provisions of this 
chapter. 

No Nuisance Permitted. — § 5. No person shall scatter 
or throw upon the streets, public squares, sidewalks, or 
alleys of said city, any posters, handbills, advertisements or 
papers of any kind, and nothing herein contained shall be 
construed to authorize any person or persons to obstruct the 
streets, sidewalks and alleys of said city, or create any 
nuisance therein, or to prevent the posting of notices 
required by law. 

Persons may Distribute their own Advertisements. — 

§ 6. Nothing herein contained shall be construed to prevent 
the Lyceum Co., or the I/yceum manager or lessee, mer- 
chants and other residents doing business in the city of 
Ithaca, from distributing bills, or advertising the business in 
which they are directly engaged ; nor shall anything herein 
contained be construed to prevent any religious, benevolent, 
labor or social organization of the city of Ithaca from dis- 
tributing bills for advertising its meetings, entertainments, 
excursions or assemblies, subject to the restriction contained 
in section 5. 

Penalty for Violating this Ordinance. — § 7. Any per- 
son violating any of the provisions of this ordinance shall 
be liable to a penalty of not less than $10 or more than $25. 

Repealing Clause.— § 8. All ordinances and resolutions 
of the common council inconsistent with the provisions of 
this ordinance are hereby repealed. 

When to take Effect — § 9 . This ordinance to take 
effect May 1, 1897. 



RULES AND REGULATIONS OF THE 
BOARD OF HEALTH. 



Adopted March j , 1896, as amended and in force 
on July 1, i8gj. 



Nuisances Defined. — Section 1. Whatever is dan- 
gerous to human life or health ; whatever building, or part 
or cellar thereof, is overcrowded or not provided with ade- 
quate means of ingress and egress, or is not sufficiently 
supported, ventilated, sewered, drained, lighted or cleaned ^ 
and whatever renders soil, air, water or food impure or 
unwholesome, are declared to be nuisances and to be illegal ; 
and every person having aided in creating or contributing to 
the same, or who may support, continue or retain any of 
them, shall be deemed guilty of a violation of this ordin- 
ance, and shall also be liable for the expense, of the abate- 
ment or remedy required. 

Privies, Cess=pooIs, etc. — § 2. No privy-pit, cess- pool 
or reservoir into which any privy, water-closet, stable, sink 
or other receptacle of refuse or sewage is drained, shall be 
constructed or maintained in any situation or in any man- 
ner whereby, through leakage or overflow of its contents, it 
may cause pollution of the soil near or about habitations, or 
of any well, spring or other source of water used for drink- 
ing or culinary purposes ; nor shall the overflow from any 
such reservoir or receptacle be permitted to discharge into 
any public place or in anywise whereby danger to health. 
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may be caused. And every such pit, reservoir or recep- 
tacle shall be cleaned and the contents thereof removed at 
such times and under such precautions as the Board of 
Health may prescribe. Violation of any of the provisions 
of this ordinance shall be punished by a fine of $5 for each 
day's continuance of the nuisance after due notice to abate 
it from an authorized officer. 

Establishment of Cess-pools, etc. — § 3. No privy 
vault or cess-pool shall be established or permitted under any 
building or within four feet of any dwelling or cellar wall, 
and no priv3" vault or cess-pool, not water tight, shall be 
made or rebuilt unless the same shall be at least six feet in 
depth below the surface of the lot where located. When 
filled to within two feet of the surface of the lot, the con- 
tents of such privy vault or cess-pool shall be removed or 
the use thereof shall be discontinued and the excavation 
filled to the surface of the lot with fresh earth or coal ashes. 

Sewers, Drains, etc. — § 4. All house-sewers or drains 
for the conveyance of deleterious or offensive matters shall 
be water tight, and the plans and methods of their construc- 
tion shall be subject to the approval of the Board of Health. 
In streets or avenues where public sewers are or shall be 
constructed, the Board of Health may order connections to 
be made therewith of such kind as it may direct. 

House Refuse, Garbage, etc.— § 5. No house refuse, 
offal, garbage, dead animals, decaying vegetable matter, or or- 
ganic waste substance of any kind, shall be thrown upon any 
street, road or public place, and no putrid or decaying ani- 
mal or vegetable matter shall be kept in any house, cellar 
or adjoining outbuilding for more than twenty-four hours. 
Violation of any of the provisions of this ordinance shall 
subject the offending party to a penalty of not less than $5 
or more than $25. 

Filled in or flade Land.— § 6. No sunken place shall 
be filled, nor made land constructed, with any materials con- 
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taining an admixture of putrescible animal or vegetable, 
matter, under a penalty of not less than $2, nor more than 
$10 for each cartload, or part thereof, of such materials- 
deposited. 

Noxious Trades.; — § 7. No person or company shall 
erect or maintain any manufactory or place of business dan- 
gerous to life or detrimental to health, or where unwhole- 
some, offensive or deleterious odors, gas, smoke, deposit or 
exhalations are generated, without the permit of the Board 
of Health, and all such establishments shall be kept clean 
and wholesome so as not to be offensive or prejudicial to 
public health ; nor shall any offensive or deleterious waste- 
substance, gas-tar, sludge, refuse or injurious matter be 
allowed to accumulate upon the premises, or be thrown or 
allowed to run into any public waters, stream, water-course, - 
street or public place. And every person or company con- 
ducting such manufacture or business shall use the best 
approved and all reasonable means to prevent the escape of 
smoke, gases and odors, and to protect the health and safety 
of all operatives employed therein. Any violations of any 
of the provisions of this ordinance shall subject the offend- 
ing party to a penalty of not less than $10 nor more than 
$100 for each offense. 

Unwholesome Food — § 8. No meat, fish, bird, fruit 
or vegetables, milk, or anything for human food or drink, 
not being then fresh or properly preserved, sound, whole- 
some and safe for such use ; nor any flesh of any animal 
which died by disease, or which was at the time of its death 
in a sickly or unwholesome condition ; nor the carcass or 
meat of any calf which was at the date of its death less than 
four weeks old, or of any lamb which was at the date of its 
death less than eight weeks old, or of any pig which was at 
the date of its death less than five weeks old, shall be 
brought within the limits of this city, nor offered or held 
for sale as food therein. Any violation of any of the pro- 
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visions of this ordinance shall subject the offending party to 
a penalty of not less than $25, and by the seizure and 
destruction of such unsound, unwholesome, or immature 
food substances. 

Slaughter Houses, riarkets, etc. — § 9. No person or 
persons, without the consent of the Board of Health, shall 
build or use any slaughter-house within the limits of this 
city ; and the keeping and slaughtering of all cattle, sheep 
and swine, and the preparation and keeping of all meat, 
fish, birds or other animal food, shall be in the manner best 
adapted to secure and continue their wholesomeness as food ; 
and every butcher or other person owning, leasing or occu- 
pying any place, room or building wherein any cattle, sheep 
or swine have been or are killed or dressed, and every per- 
son being the owner, lessee or occupant of any room or 
stable wherein any animals are kept, or of any market, 
pubic or private, shall cause such place, room, building, sta- 
ble or market, and their yards and appurtenances, to be 
thoroughly cleansed and purified, and all offal, blood, fat, 
garbage, refuse and unwholesome and offensive matter to be 
removed therefrom at least once in ever}- twenty-four hours 
after the use thereof for an}- of the purposes herein 
referred to, and shall also at all times keep all wood work, 
save floors and counters, in any building, place or premises 
aforesaid thoroughly painted or white-washed ; and the 
floors of such building, place or premises shall be so con- 
structed as to prevent blood or foul liquids or washings from 
-settling in the earth beneath. Any violation of any of the 
provisions of this ordinance shall subject the offending party 
to a penalty of $5 for each day's continuance or repetition 
of the offense. 

Notification of Infectious Diseases § 10. Every 

householder or head of family in a house wherein any case 
•of infectious disease may occur shall report the same to the 
Board of Health or to the Health Officer within twelve 
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"hours from the time of his or her first knowledge of the 
nature of such disease ; and, until instructions are received 
from the said Board or the Health Officers, shall not permit 
any clothing or other article which may have been exposed to 
infection to be removed from the house ; nor shall any occu- 
pant change his residence elsewhere without the consent of 
said Board or Health Officer. 

Every physician who may be called to attend a case of 
infectious disease shall as soon as he discovers the nature 
thereof make a written report specifying the name and resi- 
dence of the patient, the nature of the disease, and any 
other facts relating thereto, which he may deem important 
to the public health, and affix the date and sign his name 
thereto, and he shall hand such report to the householder 
or head of family as aforesaid, who shall thereupon become 
responsible for its transmission to the Board of Health within 
twelve hours as above provided. The diseases to be thus 
promptly reported are : Asiatic cholera, yellow fever, t3'phus 
and typhoid fevers, small pox, scarlet fever, measles, diph- 
theria and membraneous croup. Any violation of any of 
the provisons of this ordinance shall subject the offending 
party to a penalty of not less than $5. 

Importation of Infected Persons or Things. — § 11. No 

person or article liable to propagate a dangerous disease 
shall be brought within the limits of this city unless by the 
special permit and directions of the Board of Health ; and 
any one having knowledge that such person or article has 
been brought within such limits shall immediately notify the 
said Board thereof. Any violation of any of the provisions 
of this ordinance shall subject the offending party to a 
penaly of not less than $5 nor more than $50. 

Exposure of Infected Persons or Things. — § 12. No 

person shall, within the limits of this city, unless by permit 
of the Board of Health, carry or remove from one building 
to another any patient affected with any contagious or infec- 
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tious disease. Nor shall any person, by any exposure of 
any individual so affected, or of the body of such individ- 
ual, or of any article capable of conveying contagion or 
infection, or by any negligent act connected with the care or 
custody thereof, or by a needless exposure of himself or 
herself, cause or contribute to the spread of disease from any 
such individual or dead body. Any violation of any of the 
provisions of this ordinance shall subject the offending party 
to a penalty of not less than $25. 

Funerals after Infectious Diseases. — § 13. There 
shall not be a public or church funeral of any person who 
.has died of Asiatic cholera, small pox, typhus fever, diph- 
theria or scarlet fever, without the permit of the Board of 
Health therefor ; and the family of the deceased shall in 
all such cases limit the attendance to as few as possible, and 
take all precautions possible to prevent the exposure of other 
persons to contagion or infection. Any violation of any of 
the provisions of this ordinance shall subject the offending 
party to a penalty of not less than $25. 

Infectious Diseases of Animals. — § 14. No animal 
affected with an infectious or contagious disease shall be 
brought or kept within the limits of this city, except by the 
permission of the Board of Health ; and the bodies of ani- 
mals dying of such disease or killed on account thereof, 
shall not be buried within five hundred feet of any resi- 
dence, nor disposed of otherwise than as the said Board or 
its Health Officer shall direct. Any violation of any of the 
provisions of this ordinance shall subject the offending party 
to a penalt3 r of not less than §10. 

Reports of riarriages and Births. — § 15. It shall be 
the duty of the groom in every marriage, or the clergyman 
or magistrate performing the ceremony, and of the parents 
or custodian of every child born, and the physician or mid- 
wife who attended at the birth of such child, to make sure 
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that the prescribed report of such marriage or birth is pre- 
sented to the Board of Health or its registering officer within 
thirty days under a penalty of $5 for failure to do so ; and 
for each ten days of continued neglect to present such 
report, after the expiration of the first thirty days, an 
additional penalty of $5 will be incurred. 

The Same. — § 16. It shall be the duty of the physician 
or mid-wife in attendance at every birth to •write out and 
sign, upon the form prescribed by the State Board of Health, 
the certificate of such birth, and make sure that said 
certificate is returned to the L,ocal Board of Health, 
or person designated by it to receive it, within thirty days 
of such birth. Any violation of the provisions of this 
ordinance shall subject the offending party to a penalty of $5. 

Certificates of Death and Burial Permits. — § 17. Every 

undertaker or other person who may have charge of the 
funeral of any dead person, shall procure a properly filled- 
out certificate of the death and its probable cause, in accord- 
ance with the form prescribed by the State Board of Health, 
and shall present the same to the designated officer or mem- 
ber of the Board of Health, and obtain a burial or transit 
permit thereupon, before the time appointed for such 
funeral ; and he shall not remove any dead body until such 
burial or transit permit shall have been procured. Any 
violation of any of the provisions of this ordinance shall 
subject the offending to a penalty of not less than $5. 

Burial permits and all permits for the removal of the 
body of any deceased person from the City of Ithaca, and 
all permits for the disinterment of the remains of deceased 
persons in the city of Ithaca, shall be granted and signed by 
the Secretary of this Board, or in his absence, by the Health 
Officer. 

The Same. — § 18. It shall be the duty of the physi- 
cian last in attendance upon any person who may die within 
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the limits of the jurisdiction of this Board of Health, and 
having professional cognizance of such death, to write out 
and sign when requested upon the form prescribed by the 
State Board of Health, the professional certificate of the 
death. In case an inquest has been required b}' law, the 
coroner shall fill out the said certificate, and if no inquest 
has been required b}' law and no physician has been in 
attendance, the certificate shall be filled out, setting forth 
the probable or believed cause of death, by some reputable 
person known to the officer issuing the burial or transit 
burial permit, and the said person shall also make affidavit 
to the facts set forth in the certificate, which affidavit must 
be attached to said certificate. An}' violation of the provi- 
sions of this ordinance shall subject the offending partj r to a 
penalty of $5. 

Sextons, Cemetery Keepers, etc. — § 19. Every- person 
who acts as a sexton or undertaker or cemetery keeper, within 
the limits of this city, or has the charge or care of any tomb, 
vault, burying ground or other place for the reception of the 
dead, or where the bodies of any human beings are deposited, 
shall so conduct his business and so care for any such place 
above named, as to avoid detriment or danger to public 
health ; and every person undertaking preparations for the 
burial of a bod}? dead from contagious or infectious disease 
as hereinbefore enumerated shall adopt such precautions as 
the Board of Health may prescribe to prevent the spread of 
such disease. Any violation of any of the provisions of this 
ordinance shall subject the offending party to a penalty of 
not less than $25. 

Duties and Powers of Health Officers. — § 20. The 

Health Officer is directed and empowered to execute and 
enforce all sanitary regulations of general obligation now or 
hereafter to be published by this Board ; also to enter upon 
or within any premises wherein conditions dangerous to the 
public health are known or believed to exist, and to exam- 
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ine into the nature of complaints made by an3 r of the inhab- 
itants concerning sources of danger or injury to health ; and 
he shall preserve accurate records of his official actions and 
report the same to the Board of Health at its next meeting. 
And whenever in his judgment danger to public health shall 
arise requiring special regulation riot of general application, 
he shall forthwith notify the President of the Board of 
Health, who shall thereupon convene the Board to take 
such action as may be necessary and proper. 

Penalties. — § 2 1 . Every person who wilfully violates 
or refuses to comply with, or who resists any ordinance, 
order, regulation or resolution of the Board of Health of this 
municipality will be liable t'o arrest, action, penalty, fine 
and punishment provided and declared in the Public Health 
Law, Chapter 25 of the General Laws, 1893, of which notice 
must be taken. 



SEWERAGE ACT. 



An act to provide for the construction and maintenance 

of a system of sewerage in t/i-e city of Ithaca. 

Being chapter 162 of Laws of 1895. 



Section 1. Appointment of Sewer Commissioners. — 

Within twenty days after the passage of this act the mayor 
of the City of Ithaca, by and with the advice and consent of 
three- fourths of the members of the common council there- 
of, shall appoint four citizens and resident taxpayers of such 
city to be sewer commissioners, who shall be known as the 
"board of sewer commissioners of the city of Ithaca." Two 
of such commissioners shall be appointed from the political 
party polling the greatest number of votes cast at the last 
general election and two from the political part}' polling the 
next greatest number of votes at such election. No person 
holding any other office under the city government shall be 
eligible to appointment as such commissioner. The mayor 
shall be ex-omcio a member of such board. 

§ 2. Term of Office ; Compensation and Expenses. — 

The term of office of two such commissioners shall expire 
on the first da}' of January, eighteen hundred and ninety- 
seven, and of the other two on the first day of Jan- 
uary, eighteen hundred and ninety-nine, and thereafter, 
their successors shall be appointed for a term of four years. 
But the two commissioners whose terms of office shall expire 
on either of such dates shall not belong to the same political 
party. The mayor in making such appointments shall des- 
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ignate the term for which each commissioner shall serve 
Each commissioner shall continue in office until his succes- 
sor shall have been appointed and shall have qualified. The 
successor to any commisioner whose term of office shall 
expire as provided in this section shall belong to the same 
political party as the commissioner whom he succeeds. The 
commissioners shall receive ho compensation for their ser- 
vices as such commissioners, but all necessary expenses and 
disbursements incurred in transacting the business of such 
board and in the performance of their duties shall be paid in 
the same manner as other charges for the construction and 
maintenance of such sewer system. 

§ 3. Oath of Office.' — Each commissioner before enter- 
ing ' upon the duties of his office, shall take the oath of 
office prescribed by the constitution of this state and file tha 
same with the city clerk'. 

§ 4. Vacancies. —Any commissioner ma3^ be suspended 
from office by the mayor upon written charges preferred 
against him ' and after giving him ah opportunity to be 
heard. The mayor shall report the fact of such suspension 
and the reasons therefor at the next regular meeting of the 
common council, and if three- fourths of such common 
council shall approve of such suspension, such commissioner 
shall be removed from office, otherwise his suspension shall 
cease. In case of a vacancy in' the office of any such com- 
missioner by death, removal, resignation, disqualification or 
any other inability to serve, such vacancy shall be filled by 
the mayor, by and with the advice and consent of three- 
fourths of the common council, and the person thus appoint- 
ed to fill such vacancy "shall' belong to 'the same political 
party as the commissioner whose office is vacated. 

' § 5. Officers' of the Board. — The mayor shall be ex- 
officio president of such board of sewer commissioners, and 
when present shall preside over the meetings thereof, but 
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shall take no part in the proceedings, except that as presi- 
dent of such meetings he shall have a casting vote in case of 
a tie. If the mayor shall be absent from a meeting, the 
board may choose one of their number to preside thereat. 
Such board shall appoint a treasurer and secretary and fix 
the compensation to be paid to each. Such officers shall not 
be members of the board and shall hold their offices during 
the pleasure of such board. The treasurer shall give a bond 
to the city of Ithaca for the faithful performance of his 
duties and to account for all money, bonds and other prop- 
erty intrusted or placed in his hands as such treasurer in the 
penal sum of twenty-five thousand dollars, and with at least 
four sureties, to be approved by the board of sewer commis- 
sioners. Such board shall also have power to employ a 
superintendent and such engineers, inspectors and other 
.assistants as the}- may deem necessary to take charge of and 
to oversee the work of constructing the sewers and to pre- 
pare detailed plans of the work, if required, whose compen- 
sation shall be fixed by such board and who shall be paid by 
the treasurer thereof as a part of the expense of the con- 
structiou of such sewer. Such board shall prescribe the 
powers and duties of all officers and employes appointed by 
them. The members of the board, the superintendent, or 
any other officer or employe of the board shall not be directly 
or indirectly interested in any contract for work upon such 
sewer construction or maintenance, nor shall he furnish any 
materials to be used therein to any contractor or other 
person engaged or interested in such construction or 
maintenance. 

§ 6. Quorum ; Place of Heeting.— A meeting* a ma- 
jority of the members of the board of sewer commissioners 
shall be necessary for the transaction of business by such 
board, but less than a majority thereof may legally adjourn 
in case there should not at any time be a quorum present. 

*So in the original. 
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All contracts requiring the expenditure of money shall be 
made with the concurrence of a majority of such board. 
The common council shall provide a suitable place for 
holding the meetings and transacting the business of such 
board. 

§ 7. General Powers and Duties of Commissioners. — 

The board of sewer commissioners shall adopt such plans 
for a system of sewer construction for the city of Ithaca 
as may be best adapted to the requirements of such 
cit}', and which shall be approved by the state board of 
health, which plans and system shall conform so far as 
practicable to those adopted at a public meeting of the cit- 
izens held in the city of Ithaca on October fifteenth,' eighteen 
hundred and ninety-four. A map of the plan of the sewer 
S3'stem, as adopted by them, showing the size of the sewer 
pipes to be used, the location of the sewers and conduits and 
the general character of such plan, shall be filed in the office 
of the city clerk and at all reasonable times be open to public 
inspection upon the demand of any taxable inhabitants of 
such city. They may cause to be made such other maps as 
may be necessary for the letting of contracts and otherpurposes 
in the construction of such sewer system. They may con- 
struct such system of sewerage in accordance with the plans 
and specifications so adopted, and shall have charge of its 
maintenance and repair when constructed. They shall audit 
all bills incurred in the construction, alteration, extension, 
maintenance and repair of the sewers of the city of Ithaca. 

§ 8. Issue and Sale of Bonds. — Such board of sewer 
commissioners may issue bonds of the city of Ithaca to an 
amount not exceeding the sum of one hundred and fifty 
thousand dollars and expend the proceeds thereof in con- 
structing such system of sewerage, and for carrying out the 
provisions of this act. But no greater amount of such bonds 
shall be issued in any one year than is necessary to pay for 
the portion of such system constructed during such year. 
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Such bonds shall be issued upon the credit of the city oi 
Ithaca and bear interest at a rate not exceeding four per 
cent, per annum, payable semi-annually on the first days of 
January and July of each year. None of the principal shall 
be payable within ten years, but after the expiration of that 
time seven thousand five hundred dollars of the principal 
shall be pa} r able annually. Such bonds shall be coupon 
bonds, consecutive^ numbered, in denominations of one 
thousand dollars and five hundred dollars each, signed 
by the mayor of the city and a majority of the members 
of the board of sewer commissioners, attested by the city 
clerk under the official seal of the city. Such bonds 
shall be payable, principal and interest, at some place to be 
designated therein. A record of such bonds, showing the 
number, rate of interest and time when and place where 
payable shall be kept by the treasurer of the board. The 
bonds shall be sold upon the demand of the board of sewer 
commissioners, by the treasurer thereof, at public sale, to the 
highest bidder at not less than par. Not less than two 
weeks previous notice of the time and place of such sale 
shall be given by publication at least once in each week in 
two or more newspapers published in the city of Ithaca, and 
in such other newspapers as the board may designate. The 
proceeds of the sale of such bonds shall be paid to the treas- 
urer of the board of sewer commissions and deposited by 
him in banks designated by the board. All payments from 
such deposits shall be made by the treasurer upon the order 
of a majority of the board of sewer commissioners. Such 
bonds and the proceeds are to be used solely for the purposes 
set forth in this act, and with principal and interest shall be 
a lien upon all the taxable property of such city, real and per- 
sonal, which property is hereby pledged for their payment. 

§ 9. Annual Tax for Payment of Principal and Inter- 
est of Bonds. — The common council of the city of Ithaca 
shall include in the tax levy and cause to be collected each 
year for ten years after the issue of such bonds a sum suffi- 
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cient to pay the interest on all such bonds as have been 
negotiated or sold by such commissioners. After the expir- 
ation of such term of ten years the common council shall 
annually raise, as aforesaid, until all the bonds are paid, the 
sum of seven thousand five hundred dollars, together with a 
sum sufficient to pay the interest on the bonds unpaid. 

§ 10. Acquisition of Lands and Rights. — The com- 
missioners may take by grant, purchase, gift or condemna- 
tion and may appropriate for the construction and mainten- 
ance of such sewer system, such lands and waters within or 
without the city of Ithaca and all such rights Or easements 
in such lands and waters and in the streets, lanes and alleys 
thereof as they may deem necessary, and they may enter 
upon, take, use and occupy the same. If such commission- 
ers are unable to agree with the owners of' such lands or 
rights as the price to be paid therefor, they may acquire title 
to such property in the manner prescribed by title one of 
chapter twenty-three of the Code of CivilPrOcedure, known 
as the condemnation law. All such property so taken or 
acquired shall thereafter belong to the city of Ithaca, and a 
re'cord of such transactions with a description of' such prop- 
erty shall be filed in the office of the city clerk. 

§11. Contracts. — The work of the construction of such 
system of sewerage arid the furnishing of materials therefor 
shall be by contract let to the lowest responsible bidder, 
upon plans and specifications determined iipon and adopted 
by such board, and upon such terms and conditions as may 
be prescribed by them. The board of sewer commissioners 
shall advertise for proposals for the construction of such sewers 
and for the furnishing of the materials therefor, under one 
contract or in parts or sections under several contracts, as 
may be most advantageous to the interest of the city, at 
least once a week for two weeks successively in two or more 
newspapers published in such city and in such other news- 
papers as they may designate. Such board may require a

bond or deposit to be made by each party submitting such 
proposals as a guarantee of the good faith of such party, 
which deposit shall be forfeited to the city, or the liability 
upon which such bond shall acrue in favor of such city, if 
the party making such proposal shall refuse to enter into a 
contract in accordance therewith, if such proposal shall be 
accepted. Whenever in the opinion of such board, the low- 
est bid is too high, or its acceptance would not be to the 
interest or advantage of such city, it may be rejected and such 
board shall thereupon re-advertise for new bids or proposals 
in the manner provided by this section. All such contracts 
shall be executed in triplicate, one of which shall be filed in 
the office of the city clerk, one retained for the use of such 
commissioners and one delivered to the contractor. Such 
board of sewer commissioners shall require each contractor 
performing work or furnishing material for the construction 
of such system of sewerage to give sufficient securit}' to be 
approved by such board, for the faithful performance of 
such contract according to its terms, and to indemniiy 
such city and board of sewer commissioners from damage or 
loss occasioned by the negligence of such contractor, his 
assigns, servants, agents or employes. The superintendent, 
appointed by the commissioners pursuant to this act, shall 
oversee the construction of the sewers and before the claim 
of any contractor upon any such work shall be audited by 
the commissioners, a certificate shall be made by such super- 
intendent, to the effect that such sewer has been in all 
respects properly constructed in accordance with the con- 
tract, which certificate shall be filed with the secretar} T ot 
the board. Such board of sewer commissioners shall not, in 
the construction of said sewers, incur any liability or con- 
tract any indebtedness as such commissioners in excess of 
the amount for which they are herein authorized to issue 
bonds, together with the amounts levied and assessed on 
local owners for improvements as provided by the next 
section . 
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§ 1 2. Maintenance and Repairs; Extensions and Alter- 
ations and Assessments therefor. — Such commissioners 
shall have charge of the maintenance and repairs of such sys- 
tem of sewerage when constructed. They shall in each year, 
on the first day of January , or as soon thereafter as practicable, 
submit to the common council a detailed statement of the 
amount necessary for the then current year to pay the 
expense of such maintenance and repairs, and the common 
council shall cause such sum to be raised by levy and collec- 
tion of a tax in the same manner as other taxes are raised 
for public purposes. And such commissioners may include 
in such estimate to the common council the expense of speci- 
fied extensions or alterations of the system of sewerage when, 
in their opinion, such extensions or alterations are necessary; 
and the common council may take such steps as are required 
by law or by the charter of the city to make such extensions 
or alterations, and if so made the common council shall 
include the amount in the next annual tax levy, and when 
collected it shall be paid to the treasurer of the board to be 
used by the commissioners for the purposes specified in such 
statement of estimates and under their charge and supervision. 
Whenever it shall appear to the commissioners that property 
in localities through which such system of sewers or the 
alterations or extensions thereof are constructed is especially 
benefitted thereby, they may report such fact to the common 
council, who may provide for assessments on such property 
in the manner prescribed by title six of the charter of the 
cit3 r of Ithaca. All contracts for such repairs, extensions, 
and alterations exceeding in amount the sum of one hundred 
dollars shall be let by contract in the manner prescribed in 
this act for the construction of such sewer system. 

§ 13. Rules and Regulations. — Such commissioners 
shall have the entire control of the use and operation of such 
system of sewerage and may make such rules and regulations 
in relation thereto as they may deem necessary, and provide 
for the enforcement of the same by the infliction of penalties 
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for their violation. All such rules and regulations shall be 
published at least once iri'a daily newspaper^ in such city and 
at such other times and in siich manner as the commissioners 
may prescribe. 

§ 14. Annual Report of Treasurer and Commission- 
ers. — The treasurer of such board of sewer commissioners 
shall, on the first day of January of each year, make a report to 
the board containing a detailed statement of all moneys re- 
ceived and paid out by him during the }'ear preceding, and 
the sources from which the' receipts were derived and the 
purposes to which they were applied. The commissioners 
may at an}' time require a report of such treasurer relating 
to any receipts and expenditures made by him. Within ten 
days after the making of such annual report by the treasurer, 
the commissioners shall make to the common council of the 
city of Ithaca a report of all their transactions during the 
preceding year, which shall contain an account of what has 
been done by them, of the money received and the source 
from which it ' carUe; with a detailed statement of their 
•expenditures. 

§ 15. Special Elections.— A special' election shall be 
held at a place in the cit}' of Ithaca designated by the com- 
mon council, at a time to be selected by the board of com- 
missioners,' a notice of which shall be published in at least 
two of the newspapers published in such city for a period of 
three weeks prior to such time, to determine whether such 
city shall issue the bonds and construct ' the sewers as pro- 
vided in this act: The ballots Cast thereat shall be endorsed 
"construction of sewers and issue of sewer bonds for not 
exceeding one hundred and fifty thousand dollars," and 
shall have written or printed on the inside thereof the words 
"for the construction of sewers and the 'issue of sewer bonds 
for not exceeding one hundred and fifty thousand dollars," 
or "against the construction of sewers and the issue of sewer 
bonds for not exceeding one hundred and fifty thousand 
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dollars. ' ' The common council shall choose two of their 
number to act as inspectors at such election. Every resident . 
of the city o'f' Ithaca of the age of twenty-one years, whose 
name shall be on the assessment-roll made by the assessors 
of such city next preceding such special election, and upon 
whose property or upon whom, as the owner or possessor of 
property, a tax shall be imposed by such roll, and no other 
person, shall be entitled to vote at such special election. But 
every trustee, guardian or other person mentioned in such 
roll as the possessor or representative of property assessed 
therein shall, if a resident of said city and twenty- one years 
of age, be a qualified voter in respect to the property 
so represented. Such assessment-roll shall be evidence of" 
the qualification of voters at such election. The inspectors- 
shall canvass and declare the result of such vote, which shalL 
be certified by them and filed in the office of the city clerk_ 

§ 16. This act shall take effect immediately. 



RULES AND REGULATIONS 

Governing the Use of Sewers in the City of Ithaca. 



In accordance with Section 13 of the Act providing for 
the construction and maintenance of the system of Sewerage 
in the City of Ithaca, the Board of Sewer Commissioners, 
duly appointed according to such Act, do hereby make and 
declare the following regulations to be those that shall gov- 
ern the laying of pipes for sewer connections and for the 
treatment and care of the sewers laid or to be laid : 

License to Lay Sewer Connections. — Section 1. Every 
person who shall desire to do any work of laying house con- 
nection sewer pipes in the City of Ithaca shall comply with 
the following requirements and in the order given : 

He shall apply to the Board of Sewer Commissioners 
for a license to engage in the business of drain-laying and 
for permission to enter or tap the main sewers to enter the 
house drains. 

He shall if declared competent and responsible by the 
Board register his name in a book kept for that purpose b}' 
the Secretary in his office, stating full name, residence, and 
permanent place of business in the city. In case of removal 
■of said place of business, he shall at once notify the Board. 

He shall file in the office of the Board, a bond with 
three sureties acceptable to the Board, in the sum of one 
thousand dollars, conditioned upon the faithful performance 
during the stated period of three years, of all work in com- 
pliance with these regulations and that the Board of Sewer 
Commissioners and the City of Ithaca shall be kept harm- 
less from the consequences of any and all acts of the said 
licensee during the period covered by said bond. 
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Permit to Connect with Sewer. — § 2. It shall not be 
lawful for any person or persons to connect or cause to be con- 
nected any building,- lot, premises or establishment with any 
sewer pipe in the public street or on any other place without a 
permit obtained from the Board or their duly appointed rep- 
resentative. The provisions of this paragraph shall apply to 
all sewers or systems of drainage, whether on private property 
or on public street, and to each separate building, whether 
situated on the same or on different lots and connected or 
proposed to be connected directly or indirectly with any 
public or house sewer. The conditions of this permit must 
be strictly complied with, and the work must be done by 
the drain-layer whose name appears on the permit. 

Revokation of License. — §3. Any licensed drain-layer 
-who shall neglect to comply with these regulations or with 
the conditions of his permit, shall have his license suspended 
or revoked, and every drain-layer shall be held responsible 
for the violation of these regulations by mechanics, laborers 
or helpers employed by him. 

Work to be Inspected. — § 4. All work done under 
any permit issued by the Board of Sewer Commissioners 
shall be subject to the inspection of the Superintendent of 
Sewers duly appointed, or his deputy, and no work shall be 
done in any case on the city sewers without his presence, 
and no drain or sewer connections shall be covered up after 
being laid without his inspection and approval. Such in- 
spection shall be duly recorded by the Superintendent in a 
book kept for that purpose, which record shall be open to 
the inspection of the Board at all times. 

Permit to be Exhibited, Regulations. — § 5. It is re- 
quired that the permit issued by the Board, authorizing the 
laying of any house connection, shall be kept at the place 
of excavation while the work is being done and shall be ex- 
iibited in some conspicuous place continually. That all 
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portions of the street disturbed shall be restored to their 
former condition ; that the trench be filled up and thoroughly 
rammed within forty-eight hours after making the connec- 
tion or repairs. That the rubbish and other foreign material 
be completely removed within the same time, after which 
the permit shall become void and of no effect. That dur- 
ing the day the trench shall be suitably guarded and that it 
be securely barricaded during the night and further pro- 
tected by lighted red lamps so placed before dark that acci- 
dents to persons or animals passing along the street may be 
prevented ; and that city be protected and saved harmless 
from the consequences of any injury to any person or prop- 
erty due to the execution of the permit issued by the Board 
of Sewer Commissioners to any person to excavate in any 
public street. 

Applications for Permits. — § 6. Applications for per- 
mits must be on the blank forms furnished, and must be 
signed by the owner or agent of the property, and by the 
drain-layer who is to do the work. 

Disturbing Pavements. — § 7. If the laying of any 
drain pipe or house connection pipe requires that any brick, 
asphalt, Macadam, or block pavement be disturbed, it must 
be so noted on the application for the permit and the inspec- 
tion and approval of the Superintendent must be obtained 
before the work of repaving or relaying such pavement is 
commenced, and no work of repaving or relaying shall be 
done without his presence or that of his authorized deputy. 

Defective Work to be made Good. — § 8. If any defective 
work is found, either in the laying of the drain pipe or in 
the re-filling and resurfacing of the street within a period of 
six months from the time of the permit, the drain-layer 
whose name appears on the permit shall make good the de- 
fective work to the satisfaction of the Superintendent. 

Regulations for House Sewers. — § 9. All house sew- 
ers within, the street limits, shall be of six inches internal 
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diameter, and shall be laid with a fall of not less than one 
foot in fifty, unless a special permission is obtained from the 
Superintendent, and such permission shall be recorded with 
the record of the inspection. 

House Sewers how to be Laid. — § 10. Every house 
sewer, within the street limits, shall be laid true to line and 
grade, each section of the pipe being properly bedded. The 
joints shall be made with mortar composed of one part hy- 
draulic cement and one part clean sand, and the joint shall 
be well covered above and below with this mortar. The 
lines and grades used shall be those given by the Superin- 
tendent, and thej;- shall in all cases be closely followed. 

Where Connections are to be Hade. — § n. No con- 
nection shall be made with the public sewer at au3^ place 
except at the branch or junction provided for the connection 
in question. Information as to the location of such branches 
will be furnished by the Superintendent, and while all 
reasonable care will be taken to have these located with ac- 
curacy, the correctness will not in any case be guaranteed 
by the Commission. Where no provision has been made 
for a connection, written permission shall be obtained from 
the Superintendent to cut into the public sewer, which per- 
mission shall be recorded in the record of inspection, made 
of such work. 

Use of House Sewers. — § 12. No person shall make 
or cause to be made any connection with any public or house 
sewer or appurtenance thereof for the purpose of conveying 
into the same any inflammable or explosive liquid, gas r 
vapor, or material of any kind, and no person shall do any 
act or thing which may impede or obstruct the flow or in- 
terfere with the free discharge of any house sewer or appur- 
tenance thereof. No person shall make or cause to be made 
any opening in a house sewer to drain surface water from 
any building, lot, cellar, or excavation, without special per- 
mission. 
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Superintendent to Enter and Inspect.— § 13. Permis- 
sion shall be given at all reasonable times to the Superintend- 
ent or his deputy to enter houses or places which have made 
connections with the public sewers, and facilities shall be 
given him in ascertaining that there is no improper material 
or liquid being discharged into the sewers. 

No Foreign Material to be Thrown in Sewers. — § 14. 

No person shall, as principal or agent, throw, cast, lay, de- 
posit, drop, or leave in or upon any public sewer in the City of 
Ithaca, or any trap, basin, inlet, grating, manhole, or other 
appurtenance of any public sewer, any sticks, stones, brick, 
•earth, gravel, dirt, mud, hay, straw, manure, rubbish, lit- 
ter, sweepings, offal, garbage, twigs, leaves, papers, cinders, 
ashes, or refuse matter of any kind ; except that the provis- 
ions of this paragraph shall not apply to matter lawfully dis- 
charged through a house sewer into a public sewer. 

Tampering with Sewer Prohibited. — § 15. No per- 
son shall as principal or agent, turn, lift, remove, raise, or 
tamper with am- cover of an3>- manhole or other appurte- 
nance of any public sewer without a written permit from the 
Commission, and no person except those employed in the 
sewer work shall enter public sewer without a written per- 
mission. 

No Connection to be Made without Permit. — § 16. 

No person shall, as principal or agent, cut, break, pierce or 
tap any public sewer or appurtenance thereof, or introduce 
any pipe, tube, trough or conduit, into any public sewer 
without a written permission, or break or damage any ap- 
purtenance of any public sewer, or interfere with the free 
discharge thereof, or part thereof, or do any act or thing 
which may impede or obstruct the flow of any public sewer 
or clog up any appurtenance thereof. 

Penalty for Improper Use of Sewer. — § 17. If sucn 
abuse or improper use of the sewers be discovered a fine of 
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not more that $50.00 shall be imposed on the person or per- 
sons responsible for same. If after notice, such abuse or 
improper use is not discontinued, an additional fine of $5.00 
per day shall be imposed for each and every day that it is 
continued. In addition to fine so imposed, parties at fault 
shall be liable for the payment of a sum sufficient to cover 
all damage and expense resulting from such improper act. 

Cancellation of License. — § 18. Any failure upon the 
part of a licensed pipe layer to faithfully comply with the 
regulations and instructions of the Board will subject the li- 
cense of the party at fault to immediate cancellation, and 
no further permits will be issued under it. 



ITHACA FIRE DEPARTMENT. 



An act to incorporate the Ithaca Fire Department. Being 

cJiapter 24.4. of the Laws of 1871, as amended by 

chapter 461 of Laws of 1895, and in 

force fuly 1st, 189J. 



Corporate Name and Powers. — § 1 . All such persons 
as are now, or shall hereafter be, members of each and every 
fire company organized or to be organized by the common 
council of the city of Ithaca shall be and continue a body 
incorporate by the name of "the Ithaca fire department," and 
they and their successors by the same name are authorized 
to purchase, receive by gift or otherwise, hold and convey 
any real or personal property for the use of said corporation, 
not exceeding in value the sum of fifty thousand dollars. 

Board of Fire Commissioners. — § 2. There shall be a 
board of fire commissioners, who shall have the management 
and control of the affairs and property of said corporation, 
and such other powers and subject to such other obligations 
as are hereinafter provided. Said board of fire commissioners 
shall consist of the persons to be appointed by the mayor of 
the city of Ithaca. Said mayor shall designate one person 
to hold office for the term of one year beginning on the first 
day of July, eighteen hundred and ninety-five ; one person 
to hold office for the term of two years, beginning on the 
first day of July, eighteen hundred and ninety-five, and one 
person to hold said office for the term of three years, begin- 
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ning on the first day of July, eighteen hundred and ninety- 
five. Said appointments shall be made in writing, designat- 
ing the terms of the respective commissioners as aforesaid, 
and shall be filed with the clerk of said city. The term of 
office of said commissioners after the respective terminations 
of the terms aforesaid shall be three years, commencing on 
the first day of July in each year ; and at the first meeting 
of the common council of said city in June of each year said 
maj'or shall appoint from the citizens of Ithaca, who shall 
be qualified as electors therein, a successor to the person 
whose term shall be about to expire as said commissioner ; 
and the board of commissioners so appointed shall take the 
constitutional oath of office, and file the same with the clerk 
of said city. 

Chief Engineer and Assistants. — § 3. As soon as prac- 
ticable after the first day of December in each year said 
board of fire commissioners shall cause to be inserted in two 
of the leading newspapers of said city a notice that a caucus 
will be held on some day between the tenth day of December 
and the seventeenth day of December in each year for the 
purpose of placing in nomination a chief engineer, a first 
assistant engineer and a second assistant engineer of said 
department. The several fire companies of said city shall on 
the last Wednesday of each 3 T ear, at such place as shall be 
designated by said board of fire commissioners and between 
the hours of two o'clock in the afternoon and nine o'clock 
at night, hold an election, of which said board of fire com- 
missioners shall act as inspectors. Notice thereof shall be given 
by two insertions in two of the leading newspapers of said 
city once each week before said election. At that time there 
shall be elected a chief engineer, a first assistant engineer 
and a second assistant engineer. Said board of fire com- 
missioners shall canvass the vote cast at such election and 
make return thereon to the common council of said city at 
their next regular meeting, and said common council shall 
thereupon approve or disapprove of the officers so elected ; 
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and if said council shall disapprove of any of said officers for 
two weeks after being thus notified of such election, then 
the board of fire commissioners shall call a special election of 
said department, at which shall be elected persons to fill 
said offices, or such of them as were not filled by such prior 
election. The officers then elected at such second election 
shall hold office until their successors are elected and duly 
qualified unless removed for cause ; and all officers elected 
by said Ithaca fire department shall continue in office until 
their successors are duly elected and have qualified. 

Fire Commissioners — Powers and Duties. — § 4. Said 
board of fire commissioners shall be known as the board of 
fire commissioners of the city of Ithaca, and shall have power 
to make such rules, by-laws and regulations from time to 
time, as they may deem expedient and proper and not incon- 
sistent with the charter and ordinances of said city. They 
shall meet the first Monday after the first Wednesday of 
each month in a room to be provided for them by the com- 
mon council of said city. They shall elect one of their 
number as president, and their clerk shall keep the minutes 
of the transactions of said board, which may be published, 
from time to time, as the common council of said city may 
direct. Said board of fire commissioners, acting alone as 
such, are not entitled to receive any compensation for their 
services except their actual and necessary disbursements and 
expenses. Two members of said board shall constitute a 
quorum. Said board of fire commissioners shall have charge 
of all apparatus, engines and other property now owned and 
used by the fire department of the city of Ithaca, or which 
may hereafter be purchased, and shall have power to 
appoint a suitable person clerk of said board, a suitable 
person as superintendent of hose and a suitable person for 
superintendent of fire alarm, who shall be subject to and under 
direct control and supervision of said board of fire commis- 
sioners, and be removed from office by said board for cause 
at any time within the discretion of the board, or a majority 
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thereof; they may, in their discretion, appoint the same 
person to hold more than one of said offices. The treasurer 
of the city shall also be treasurer of the fire department. At 
the first regular meeting of the common council of said city 
in March of each year said board of fire commissioners shall 
furnish to the common council of said city an estimate in 
writing of the amount of money which, if economically 
expended, will, in their opinion, cover the expenses and 
all other charges necessary for the maintenance and effective 
service of said Ithaca fire department. Said board of fire 
commissioners shall have power to make rules and regula- 
tions prescribing the duties of all the officers of the Ithaca 
fire department, and to fix the salaries of said officers, (ex- 
cept the treasurer, who shall receive no additional salary as 
treasurer of the fire department), subject to the approval of' 
the common council. The rules and regulations, by-laws 
and ordinances adopted by said board of commissioners for 
their own government, and tor the government of the fire 
department of said city, shall be printed in convenient form 
and distributed among the different companies of said fire 
department for their guidance. Said board of fire commis- 
sioners shall have power to remove any and all members or 
officers, except the treasurer of said fire department, for 
cause. Ten da3-s' notice in writing,, containing the charge 
against any officer or member of said Ithaca fire department, 
shall be served by mail upon the person complained of, and 
he shall be given opportunity to be heard by said board of 
fire commissioners in his own behalf or through counsel ; 
and upon the determination of charges against any such per- 
son the board of fire commissioners, for cause, shall have 
power to suspend any offender from office, or expel him from 
membership in said department. It shall be the duty of said 
board of fire commissioners, as often as once in every three 
months, to require the treasurer of said fire department to 
exhibit to them his books, accounts and vouchers for all 
sums received or paid out by him. The common council of 
said city shall set aside for the use of the fire department of 
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said city such sum as they deem necessary, which sum shall 
be under the direct control and supervision of said board of 
fire commissioners, to be expended b}' them in such manner 
as the}- shall direct. But said fire commissioners shall in no 
year expend a sum or incur an}' indebtedness in excess of the 
amount appropriated by the common council for the use of 
said fire department, and said fire commissioners shall be 
personally liable for an y expenditure or indebtedness incurred 
in excess of said appropriation. The treasurer of said city 
shall be the custodiaii of said fund. All moneys coming to 
said department from insurance companies shall be set aside 
by said board of fire commissioners and accumulated as a 
fund for the relief of indigent or disabled firemen. Said 
moneys shall be left in some safe and reliable bank or depos- 
itory at interest, and a statement of the amount shall be 
published in the annual report of said board. Said fund 
may be distributed to disabled and indigent firemen in such 
manner as said board of fire commissioners may direct. All 
other moneys which, by law, belong to said fire department 
shall be subject to the control of said board of fire commis- 
sioners, and retained or expended by them in such manner 
as they shall direct. No money shall be drawn except on 
the warrant of the commissioners. 

Present Officers Continued.— § 5 . The members of 
the Ithaca fire department, together with the officers now in 
charge of said companies, shall continue as now constituted, 
or until their successors shall 'be elected and duly qualified 
in the manner now provided for the election of members and 
the election of officers by the rules and by-laws of each com- 
pany of said department. 

Chief Engineer— His Powers and Duties § 6. The 

chief engineer of said department shall have absolute control 
of the Ithaca fire department at all times when there is an 
alarm of fire in said city. And all apparatus, engines and 
other appliances belonging to said Ithaca fire department at 
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the time of a fire, shall be under the supervision and control of 
the chief engineer of said department, and he shall report to 
said board of fire commissioners any acts of insubordination, 
disobedience or lack of discipline on the part of any member 
or officer of said department, and such action shall be taken 
on such report by said board of fire commissioners as herein- 
before provided. The chief engineer shall have the power, 
and it shall be his duty, to examine and report upon any 
and all buildings in said said city which shall be dangerous 
b} 7 reason of their construction or location to other contigu- 
ous property to said board of fire commissioners, and the 
said board of fire commissioners after examination, shall 
have the power to order suitable fire escapes to be placed on 
buildings at the expense of the owners thereof ; said expense 
to be collected by civil action before the recorder of said city 
in the name of the fire department of the cit\- of Ithaca. 
Said chief engineer shall, after each alarm of fire, report to 
said board of fire commissioners the cause of said fire in his 
opinion, and shall file said report with the clerk of said 
board. It shall be the duty of said chief engineer to per- 
sonally examine all apparatus, appliances and other imple- 
ments for the extinguishment of fires in said city, the build- 
ings in which said apparatus is housed and kept, and report 
the condition of the same to said board of fire commissioners 
annually. 

Selection of Persons to Operate Engines. — §7. At 

the annual meeting of each eugine company they shall elect 
a competent person to operate the engine of said company, 
subject to the approval of the board of fire commissioners. 
In case the selection be disapproved, said company shall at 
the next regular meeting elect another person, and in like 
manner until a selection be made which will meet with the 
approval of said board of fire commissioners. 

Duties of Treasurer.— § 8. It shall be the duty of said 
treasurer to ascertain, as now provided by law, all money 
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due said department from insurance companies, and to col- 
lect the same for the use and benefit of said department, as 
hereinbefore provided, and he shall exhibit his books, 
vouchers and accounts to said board of fire commissioners at 
their regular meeting in April, and shall at the same time 
turn over to his successor in office all books, papers and 
vouchers pertaining to said fire department. 

Repealing Clause. — § 9. All acts and parts of acts in- 
consistent with this act are hereby repealed. 

When this Act Takes Effect.— § 10. This act shall, 
take effect June one, eighteen hundred and ninety-five. 



SCHOOL LAW. 



An Act to provide for the Establishment of a System of Graded 

Schools in the City of Ithaca, being chapter 

295 of Laws of 1888. 



City One School District.— Section 1. All school dis- 
tricts and parts of school districts in the city of Ithaca, shall, 
for the purposes hereinafter mentioned, form one school dis- 
trict, to be called the school district of the city of Ithaca. 
Said district shall not be altered except by legislative enact- 
ment. 

Board of Education. — § 2. The present commission- 
ers of the school district of the village of Ithaca, for the pe- 
riods for which they were respectively chosen, or their suc- 
cessors in case of vacancies occurring before the expiration 
of such periods respectively, shall be commissioners of the 
school district of the city of Ithaca, and the said commis- 
sioners and their successors to be chosen as hereinafter pro- 
vided, are hereby constituted a body corporate, to be styled, 
the board of education of the city of Ithaca, which is hereby 
constituted the successor of the board of education of the vil- 
lage of Ithaca. A majority of the commissioners shall con- 
stitute a quorum. 

Election and Term of Board ; Collector. — § 3. There 
shall be elected annually at each general city election in said 
city, in the same manner as other general city officers are 
elected, and by vote of all the inhabitants qualified to vote for 
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-such general city officers, four commissioners, to fill the places 
of.those whose terms of office expire on the second Tuesday of 
October next succeeding such election. The commissioners 
thus chosen shall hold their respective offices for the term of 
three years from the second Tuesday in October next suc- 
ceeding their election, and until their successors shall be 
elected and enter upon the duties of their offices respectively. 
This act shall not be so construed as to disqualify any 
commissioner aforesaid for re-election. The collector of the 
city of Ithaca, shall be the collector ex-officio of the said 
school district of the city of Ithaca, and his authority and 
jurisdiction shall extend to all taxes levied by the said board 
of education of the city of Ithaca during his term of office as 
.such city collector, and shall continue until his final settle- 
ment with said board of education as required by section 
eleven of this act. 

Oath ; Vacancies. — § 4. The commissioners elected by 
virtue of this act, before entering upon the duties of their 
office, shall take the oath of office prescribed by the Consti- 
tution of this State, before the clerk of the city of Ithaca, 
who is hereby empowered to administer said oath, and said 

-clerk shall file the same among the records of the city. The 
board of education shall have power and it shall be their 
duty to fill all vacancies in the said board which may occur 
from any other cause than the expiration of their term of 

•office. The commissioners so appointed shall hold their of- 
fices for the unexpired term of those to suppty whose places 
they were appointed. 

Removal and Resignation. — §5. Any member of the 
board of education may, for neglect of duty, or either im- 
moral or official misconduct, be removed from office by the 
the board, by a vote of two-thirds present at any regularly 
called meeting thereof; but before final action thereon, a 
written copy of the charges preferred against said member 
-shall be served upon him, and he shall be allowed an op- 
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portunity to explain or refute them. Any member of said 
board may resign his office by giving one month's previous- 
notice, in writing, to the said board, who may, if they deem 
the reason sufficient accept the same. 

President; Annual Meeting.— § 6. At each. annual 
meeting of the board they shall elect one of their number 
president of the board, and whenever he shall be absent, or 
unable to act they shall appoint a president pro tempore. 
The board shall fix the time for their annual meeting, and, 
unless changed by a resolution of the board, the time thus- 
fixed shall be the time for future annual meetings. The 
board of education shall receive no compensation for their 
services. 

fleetings. — § 7. The board of education shall meet for 
the transaction of business as often as once in each month, 
and may adjourn for any shorter time. Special meetings- 
may be called by the president, or, in case of his absence or 
inability to act, by any member of the board, as often as- 
necessary, by giving personal notice to each member of the- 
board, or by mailing a written or printed notice to his ad- 
dress, at least twenty-four hours before the time for such- 
special meeting. 

Officers and their Duties. — § 8. The board of educa- 
tion shall appoint a secretary and librarian, who shall hold, 
their offices during the pleasure of the board, and whose- 
compensation shall be fixed by the board ; and the same 
person may hold the office of secretary and librarian. The 
secretary shall keep a record of the proceedings of the board 
and perform such other duties as the board may prescribe. 
The librarian shall have full charge of the library or libra- 
ries of the district, and may appoint such assistants as may 
be necessary, from time to time, and such assistants may be- 
removed at any time by the board of education. The record- 
of the board of education, or a transcript thereof certified by- 
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the secretary, shall be received in all courts as prima facie 
evidence of facts therein stated, and such record, the books, 
accounts, vouchers and papers of the said board shall at all 
times be subject to the inspection of the common council of 
the citjr, or an}' committee thereof, or any taxpa3 ? er, and a 
transcript thereof may be taken. 

Powers of Board. — § 9. The board of education shall 
have power, and it shall be their duty, to raise, by tax to 
be levied upon all the real and personal estate in said school 
district which shall be liable to taxation for city charges, 
such sums as may be determined upon to be necessary and 
proper, for an3>- or all the following purposes, for the current 
year : 

1. To purchase, lease or improve sites for school 
houses. 

2. To build, purchase, lease, altar and repair school 
houses, out-houses and appurtenances thereto belonging. 

3. To purchase, exchange, improve and repair school 
apparatus and provide suitable and necessary text books for 
the pupils of the several schools under their care ; provided, 
however, that it shall be optional with said board of educa- 
tion to provide suitable and necessary text books for the pu- 
pils attending the high school. 

4. To procure fuel and defray the necessary expenses 
in keeping the school houses in order, exclusive of repairs, 
including insurance. 

5. To defray the contingent expenses of the several 
schools and the district library or libraries including salary 
of librarian and superintendent. 

6. To defray the contingent expenses of the board of 
education, including the salary of the secretary thereof. 

7. To pay teachers' wages, after the application of the 
public money appropriated by law for that purpose. 

8. To pay charges or expenses incurred by law, or 
necessary to carry this act in effect, or to refund loans con- 
tracted by law, and to pay the interest thereon, or to pay 
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such sums as shall be required to fulfill any contract duly 
made under the provision of this act. 

Tax List.— § 10. The tax aforesaid, and all of the 

taxes to be levied and collected by virture of this act, shall 
be assessed and the tax-list made out and delivered to the 
proper officer for collection, within thirty days after the 
same shall have been voted. The said tax list shall be made 
out by the board of education upon the basis of the last as- 
sessment-roll of the city, except that the board of education 
may for such purpose amend and correct any error which 
may have been discovered in said roll. The board of educa- 
tion shall attach to said tax-list their warrant for its collec- 
tion, directed to the city collector of taxes and signed by the 
president and secretary of the board. The said warrant 
shall be the same in form as a warrant issued by the trustees 
of a school district of the State, and it shall have a like force 
and effect as are given to a warrant of the trustees of the 
school district by section eighty -one of title seven of chapter 
five hundred and fifty-five of the laws of eighteen hundred 
and 'sixty- four. The board of education may renew, from 
time to time, as they shall deem proper any warrant issued 
for the collection of any tax assessed by them by virtue of 
this act. The board of education, upon delivering any tax- 
list and warrant to the collector, shall retain a copy of the 
same for themselves, and shall take a receipt from the col- 
lector for the said tax-list and warrant, which receipt shall 
specify the amount to be collected, and the return day of 
the said tax-list. The board of education shall also, imme- 
diately upon the delivery of any tax-list to the collector, 
publish a notice thereof in two of the city papers, designat- 
ing some convenient place where said collector shall attend 
on Monday and Saturday of each week, for four successive 
weeks next after the delivery to him of said tax-roll and 
■warrant, from nine o'clock in the morning to eight o'clock 
in the evening, for the purpose of receiving said taxes. It 
shall be the duty of the collector before receiving any war- 
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rant for the collection of money, to execute a bond to the 
board of education, with two or more sureties to be ap- 
proved by the said board, in such amount as they shall 
deem reasonable, conditioned for the due and faithful execu- 
tion of the duties of his office. 

Collection of Tax.— § ii. It shall be the duty of the 
collector of the city of Ithaca, after receiving any tax-list 
from the board of education, to attend at the time and place 
designated by the board in their published notice, as pro~ 
vided by section ten of this act, and receive such taxes as 
may there and then be tendered to him. He shall receive 
for his services on all sums paid in as aforesaid and all other 
sums paid before the expiration of four weeks after receiving 
such tax-list and warrant one per cent. ; on all sums collected 
by him after the expiration of the time mentioned he shall 
receive three per cent. , and in case a levj>- and sale shall be 
necessarily made by said collector he shall be entitled to 
traveling fees at the rate of ten cents per mile, to be com- 
puted from the high school building of the city of Ithaca. 
All such percentages and fees he shall collect as above, in 
addition to the taxes so paid to or collected by him. It shall 
be the duty of the collector before the expiration of his war- 
rant, to pay over all moneys received by him by virtue of 
its authority, except his percentage of compensation to the 
treasurer of the city of Ithaca, whose receipt shall be his 
sufficient voucher therefor. He shall settle with the board 
of education at their first regular monthly meeting after the 
final expiration of such warrant and shall account to them 
for all moneys received by him upon the tax-list delivered 
to him. He shall also comply with section seventy-five, 
title seven of said chapter five hundred and fifty-five of the 
Laws of eighteen hundred and sixty-four, the same as is 
required of the collector of any other school district of the 
State, in which case the board of education shall credit him 
with the amount to which he shall be' entitled by virtue of 
the said section.

General Law to Apply — § 12. It shall be the duty of 
the board of education to proceed with the account of money 
so credited to the collector, the same as trustees are directed ' 
to do under like circumstances bj' section seventy-six, title 
seven, of the law aforesaid, And further, all the provisions 
of sections seventy-seven, seventy-eight, seventy-nine and 
eight}- of said title seven of the aforesaid law shall have the 
same application to the taxes of this school district as to 
those of other school districts of the State. The board of 
education shall also have the same power to sue for and collect 
any tax as is given by section eighty-six of said title seven 
of the aforesaid law to trustees of school districts. 

City Treasurer to Act. — § 13. All moneys raised pur- 
suant to the provisions of this act, and all school moneys 
by law appropriated to or provided for said school district, 
shall be paid to the treasurer of the city of Ithaca, who, to- 
gether with the sureties upon his official bond, shall be 
accountable therefor in the same manner as for other funds, 
of said city, and the common council of said city, in fixing 
the amount of the treasurer's sureties, shall include the 
money received by virtue of this act. The said treasurer- 
shall be liable to the same penalties for official misconduct in, 
relation to' said moneys, as for any similar misconduct im 
relation to other moneys of said city. 

Treasurer to Keep School Funds Separate. — § 14. All 

moneys raised by virtue of this act, or received from any 
other source, for the use of the public schools in said dis- 
trict, shall be deposited with the treasurer for safe-keeping 
thereof, to the credit of the board of education, until drawn 
as hereinafter provided for, and the said treasurer shall keep> 
the account of the funds thus deposited with him separate 
and distinct from any other funds which he is or may be 
authorized to receive. 

State Money to be Paid to Treasurer.— § 15. The 

treasurer of the city of Ithaca shall, at the proper time in. 
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each year, draw upon the county treasurer, or other proper 
officer, for all moneys appropriated to said district from the 
common school, literature or other funds of this State ; and 
he is hereby authorized to receive the same for the said dis- 
trict, as provided for in the preceding section. 

Duties of Treasurer. — § 16. The treasurer shall pay 
out the moneys received by him by virtue of this act only 
upon drafts drawn by the president and countersigned by 
the secretary of the board of education, which drafts shall 
not be drawn except in pursuance of a resolution or resolu- 
tions of said board, and shall be payable to the person or 
persons entitled to receive the money thereon. The treas- 
urer when required to do so by the board of education, shall 
make to them a written statement of the moneys received and 
disbursed by him on their account, together with the amount 
in his hands at the time of such statement. At the end of 
his official term he shall settle with the said board of educa- 
tion, and pay to his successor in office, to the credit of the 
said board, all moneys remaining in his hands subject to 
their order. His compensation for receiving and disbursing 
the moneys committed to his charge by virtue of this act, 
shall be determined by the board of education. 

Board Hay Sue.— § 17. The board of education may 
cause a suit or suits to be prosecuted in their corporate name, 
•upon the official bond of the treasurer or any collector of 
said city, for any default, delinquency or official misconduct 
in relation to the collection, safe-keeping and payment of 
any money in this act mentioned. 

Powers and Duties ol the Board. — § 18. The said 
board of education shall have power, and it shall be their 
.duty : 

1. To organize, establish and maintain such and so 
many schools in said school district, including the common 
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schools and high school now existing therein, as they shall 
deem requisite and expedient, and to alter and discontinue 
the same. 

2. To purchase and hire school houses and rooms, 
lots or sites for school houses, and to fence and improve 
them. 

3. Upon the lots and sites owned by said board of 
education, to build, enlarge, alter, improve and repair school 
houses, out-houses and appurtenances, as they may deem 
advisable. 

4. To purchase, exchange, improve and repair school 
apparatus, books for pupils (save as hereinbefore provided), 
furniture and appendages, and to provide fuel for the schools, 
pay the necessary insurance on buildings and school prop- 
erty and to defray the contingent expenses of the school 
library. 

5 . To have the custody and safe keeping of the school 
houses and all school property belonging to said district, 
and to see that the ordinances of the board in relation thereto 
be observed. 

6. To contract with, examine, license and employ all 
teachers in said schools, and at their pleasure remove them. 

7. To pay the wages of such teachers out of the 
money appropriated and provided by law, for the support 
of common schools in said district or by this act. 

8. To defray the necessary contingent expenses of the 
board, including the annual salary of the secretary of tlfe 
board. 

9. To have in all respects the superintendence, super- 
vision and management of the schools of said district, and, 
from time to time, to adopt, alter, modify and repeal as they 
may deem expedient, rules and regulations for their organ- 
ization, government and instruction, and for the reception of 
pupils, and their transfer from one class to another, or from 
one school to another, and generally for their good order, 
prosperity and utility. 
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10. To sell any of the school houses, lots or sites, or 
any of the school property now or hereafter belonging to 
the district, when authorized to do so by a majority vote at 
any regular or special election of the voters of the district, 
upon such terms as the board shall deem most advantageous ; 
and the proceeds of all sales shall be paid to the treasurer of 
the city of Ithaca, and shall be by said board of education 
expended in the purchase, repairs or improvements of school 
houses, sites or appurtenances, furniture or apparatus. 

Special Election for School Buildings. — § 19. When- 
ever in the opinion in the board of education, it shall become 
advisable to erect any school building, the estimated cost of 
which shall exceed three thousand dollars, the}' shall cause 
an estimate of the cost of such building to be made, and 
shall cause the question of raising the amount required by 
tax to be submitted to the decision of the voters of the union 
school district, in such manner as they deem best calculated 
to procure a fair expression from said voters. In case the 
tax shall be voted, the same may be raised by installments, 
the amounts of which, and the times of. payment, shall be 
left optional with the board of education. 

High School Recognized by Regents § 20. The 

academy, or high school connected with the school system 
contemplated by this act, shall be recognized as one of the 
academies of this State, subject to the visitation of the 
Regents and shall be entitled to participate in the distribu- 
tion of the income of the literature fund and other funds in 
the same manner and upon the same conditions as the other 
academies of the State ; and the Regents of the University 
of the State of New York shall pay annually to the board of 
education of Ithaca the distributive share of the said funds 
to which the said academy or high school shall be entitled. 

Annual Report— § 2I . Said board of education shall 
make reports annually to the State Superintendent of Public 
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Instruction and at such other times as he may request. 
Until the first apportionment of public school moneys based 
in part upon the United States census of eighteen hundred 
and ninet} r , said board shall also make an annual report to 
the school commissioner of the first commissioner district of 
Tompkins county, and such commissioner shall apportion 
State school moneys to the said school district of the city of 
Ithaca in the same manner as before the passage of this act, 
commencing with and after the first apportionment which 
shall be in part based upon the said census of eighteen hun- 
dred and ninety, the State Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion shall apportion State school moneys to the city of Ithaca 
in the same manner as the other cities of the State. The 
school commissioners of Tompkins county, in making appor- 
tionment of school money, shall designate the amount due 
said district, separate from other school districts in the town 
of Ithaca, and certify the amount due said district, to the 
treasurer of the city of Ithaca, and also to the treasurer of 
Tompkins county. The said treasurer of Tompkins county 
shall, upon the draft of the treasurer of the city of Ithaca, 
pay annually to him, the sum thus certified as due the said' 
school district. 

Tuition. — § 22. The schools organized under this act, 
shall be free to all pupils between the ages of five and 
twenty-one years who are actual residents of said school 
district. The board of education shall decide all questions 
of residence arising under this section. The said board may 
allow the the* children of non-residents to attend the schools 
of said district, and shall prescribe the rates of tuition of 
such non-residents, payable, always in advance. 

Board are Trustees of Library Fund.— § 23. The 

said board of education shall be the trustees of the school 
district library of said district, and all the provisions of law 
which are now in force, or hereafter may be passed, relative 

*So in original. 
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to school district libraries, shall apply to said board of edu- 
cation in the same manner as if they were trustees of a school 
district. They shall be vested with the same discretion as to- 
the disposition of moneys, appropriated by the laws of this 
State for the purchase of libraries, which is therein conferred 
on the inhabitants of school districts, and they shall have 
the power to purchase, exchange, repair or dispose of any 
books or other property of said librarj', or cause it to be 
done, and apply the proceeds to the purchase of other books 
or apparatus ; also, to provide suitable rooms and furniture 
for said library, and further they may appropriate for the 
benefit of said library, out of the moneys annually raised in 
said district by the school tax," an amount not exceeding one 
hundred dollars, in addition to the library money received 
from the State. 

Title of School Property.— § 24. The title of the 
school houses, sites, furniture, books and all other school 
property now belonging to the school district of the village 
of Ithaca, or to the board of education of the village of 
" Ithaca, is hereby vested in the board of education of the city 
of Ithaca ; and the same while used or appropriated for 
school purposes, shall not be levied on or sold by virtue of 
any warrant or execution, or other process, nor be subject to 
taxation for any purpose whatever ; and the said board of 
education of the city of Ithaca in its corporate capacity, 
shall be competent to take, hold and dispose of any real or 
personal estate transferred to it by grant, gift, bequest or 
devise, for the use of the common schools or academy of 
said school district, whether the same be transferred' in 
terms to said board of education by its proper style, or by 
any other designation, or to any person or persons, or cor- 
poration, for the use of said schools or academy. 

Statement to be Published § 25. It shall be the 

duty of the board of education, between the first and fifteenth 
days of October of each year, to prepare and publish in one 
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or more of the newspapers printed in the city of Ithaca, a 
true and correct statement of the receipts and disbursements 
under the provision of this act, for the preceding year ending 
August thirty-first, in which account shall be stated under 
appropriate heads : 

1 . The money raised by the board of education and 
received by the treasurer of the city under the tenth section 
of this act. 

2. The school moneys received by the treasurer of the 
city from the county treasurer. 

3. All other moneys received by the said treasurer, 
subject to the order of the board of education, specifying the 
sources from which they shall have been derived. 

4. The manner in which sums of money shall have 
been expended, specifying the amount under each head of 
expenditures, and the person or persons to whom the money 
has been paid. 

5. Such other information as they shall deem proper 
in regard to the condition of the schools under their care. 

Jurisdiction over Annexed Territory. — § 26. The 

jurisdiction of the various school district officers over the 
territory hereby annexed to the school district of the village 
of Ithaca shall terminate whenever this act shall take 
effect. 

Penalty for Failure of Officer to Act. — § 27. It shall 
be the duty of the clerk of the cit}-, immediately .after the 
election or appointment of anj' person to any office mentioned 
in this act, personally or in writing, to notify him of his- 
election or appointment, and any person, who, without suf- 
ficient cause, shall refuse to serve therein shall forfeit the 
sum of ten dollars ; and every person so elected or appointed, 
and not having refused to accept, who shall neglect to dis- 
charge the duties of said office, shall forfeit the sum of 
twenty dollars to said board of education. It shall be the 
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duty of said board of education, forthwith, to prosecute for 
.all forfeitures and penalties under this act, when voluntary 
payment is refused ; and when received to apply the same to 
the purpose of education in said district. All officers men- 
tioned in this act shall be deemed public officers within the 
intent and meaning of section thirty-eight, of title six of 
■chapter one, part four of the Revised Statutes, and as such 
liable to the penalties therein prescribed, in addition to the 
penalty in this section before provided. 

Superintendent of Schools. — § 28. The board of edu- 
cation may when they shall deem it advisable appoint a 
superintendent of schools for the said union school district, 
who may ex-officio be secretary of said board: He shall be 
under the direction of the board of education, and they shall 
prescribe his general duties. In addition to such other duties 
as ma}- be devolved upon him by the board in the visitation 
and superintendence of the schools, he shall examine the 
qualification of teachers, and grant certificates in such man- 
ner and form as may be prescribed by the State Superintend- 
ent, which shall not be in force longer than a year, and 
which may at any time be revoked by the board of educa- 
tion. He shall be paid a salary out of the general fund, to 
be fixed by the board of education, and may be removed 
from office by the vote of a majority of all the members of 
the board. 

Superintendent of Public Instruction. — § 29. All 

former or existing acts, or parts of acts, conflicting or incon- 
sistent with the provisions of this act, are hereby repealed, 
so far as they affect this act ; but nothing in this act shall be 
so construed as to limit, restraint or annul the powers of the 
Superintendent of Public Instruction. In all matters of dis- 
pute, which shall be referred to him by appeal, and which 
shall arise under and by virtue of this act, or under and by 
virtue of any other act which is now, or shall hereafter be 
applicable to the schools, school officers or school property 
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of or in said district his decisions or orders shall be final 
and binding. 

Repeal of Former Act, — § 30. Chapter one hundred 
and twenty-five of the laws of eighteen hundred and seventy- 
four, entitled "An act to provide for the establishment of a 
system of graded schools in the village of Ithaca," and 
chapter forty-six of the laws of eighteen hundred and 
seventy-seven amendatory thereof, are hereby repealed, but 
the repeal of said act shall not be construed as in any way 
impairing the effect or validity of any acts or proceedings of 
the board of education of the village of Ithaca, prior to the 
time when this act shall take effect, and the board of 
education of the city of Ithaca shall succeed to all the rights 
and liabilities of the board of education of the village of Ith- 
aca, accrued or incurred prior to the time when this act shall 
take effect. 

§ 31. This act shall take effect at the same time that 
an act of the legislature of the present year, entitled ' ' An 
act to incorporate the city of Ithaca," shall take effect. 



SOUTH HILL BRIDGE ACT. 



An Act autlwrizing the City of Ithaca to issue bonds for the 

purpose of raising money with which to build a bridge 

across Six Mile Creek in said city, and for 

the levying of taxes to pay the 

same. Being chapter 660 

of Laws of i8p5- 



Section 1. Issue of Bonds. — The common council of 
the city of Ithaca is hereby authorized and empowered to 
issue bonds of the city of Ithaca to an amount not exceeding 
the sum of twenty thousand dollars, in the name and upon 
the credit of said city, and to expend the proceeds thereof 
in building and constructing a bridge, together with abut- 
ments, foundations, piers and approaches thereto, across 
Six-Mile creek in said city, connecting Giles street with the 
north bank of said creek, at a point southerly from the south 
terminus of Stewart avenue ; such bonds shall bear interest 
at a rate not exceeding four per centum per annum, payable 
semi-annually, on the first days of January and July 
of each year. None of the principal shall be payable within 
twenty years, but after the expiration of that time two 
thousand dollars of the principal shall be payable annually. 
Such bonds shall be coupon bonds, consecutively numbered, 
in denominations of five hundred dollars each, signed by 
the mayor of said city, and attested by the city clerk, under 
the official seal of the city. Such bonds shall be payable, 
principal and interest, at some place to be designated there- 
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in. The}' shall show upon their face that they are issued . 
under the provisions of this act, and a record of all such 
bonds issued shall be kept by both the city clerk and treas- 
urer of said city, and said record shall show the number, 
rate of .interest, and a time when, and place where, said 
bonds are payable. Such bonds, with principle and inter- 
est shall be a lien upon all the taxable property, real and 
personal, of said city, which property is hereby pledged for 
their payment. Such bonds shall be of such series that 
numbers one, to four, inclusive, shall be first payable, and 
the four succeeding smallest numbers shall be payable an- 
nually thereafter. 

§ 2. Sale of Bonds and disposition ol Proceeds. — The 

bonds authorized to be issued by this act shall be sold bv 
the treasurer of the city of Ithaca, at public sale to the high- 
est bidder, at not less than the par value thereof, and said 
treasurer shall advertise the same, under the directions of 
the common council, for not less than two weeks previous to 
the time of sale, and notice of the time and place of such 
sale shall be given by publication at least once in each week, 
in two or more newspapers, published in the city of Ithaca. 
The proceeds of the sale of such bonds shall be paid to the 
treasurer of said city, and kept by him as a separate fund, 
to be used and applied only for the purposes designated in 
this act. The proceeds of said bonds and said fund shall be 
paid out in the manner provided by section five of title four 
of the charter of the city of Ithaca, for drawing and paying 
out other moneys belonging to said city. 

§ 3. Annual Tax for Payment of Principal and In- 
terest of Bonds. — The common council of the city of Ithaca 
shall include in the tax levy and cause to be collected each 
year, for twenty years after the issue of such bonds a sum 
sufficient to pay the interest on all such bonds as have 
been negotiated or sold, as hereinbefore provided. After 
the expiration of said term of twenty years, the common. 
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• council shall annually raise, as aforesaid, until all the bonds 
are paid, the sum of two thousand dollars, together with a 
sum sufficient to pay the interest on the bonds unpaid. The 
tax herein provided shall be in addition to any other tax 
authorized by the charter of said city, and in addition to an)' 
other tax authorized to be levied on said city. The said tax 
shall be levied and collected at the time of the levying and 
collection of the general cit}- tax of said city, as provided 
by its charter. 

§ 4. This act shall take effect immediately. 



SUPPORT OF THE POOR. 



An Act to provide for the support of tlie poor of the City of 
Ithaca. Being chapter 358 of the Laws ofigpj. 



Section 1. It shall be the duty of the board of super- 
visors of Tompkins county to cause to be levied and raised 
from the taxable property of the city of Ithaca, such sum as 
the common council of said city shall designate by resolution 
not less than five thousand dollars, or more than ten thousand 
dollars, in each year, to be paid into the city treasury of the 
city of Ithaca to be applied to the support of the poor of 
said city. 

§ 2. This act shall take effect immediately.

Amendments to Ordinances. 



HAWKERS AND PEDDLERS. 

Section two of chapter three of the ordinances of the 
city of Ithaca is hereby amended so as to read as follows : 

Section 2. It shall be unlawful for any person other 
than a dealer in milk, hay, straw, wood or grain, without 
having a license therefor, to pursue the business of a 
hawker or peddler except as to the products of his own 
farm, in any street. The fee for such license shall in each 
case be fixed by the mayor at not less than one dollar nor 
more than five dollars per day ; and not less than twenty-five 
dollars nor more than one hundred dollars for the period of 
six months. This section shall not apply to an honorably 
discharged soldier, sailor or marine of the military or naval 
service of the United States, duly licensed in the manner 
provided by law. 

Approved September 15, 1897. 

FIRE LIMITS. 

Resolved, That sections one and two of chapter 8 of the 
ordinances be amended as follows : 

Section 1. It shall be unlawful for any person or 
corporation to place, construct, erect, or cause to be placed, 
constructed or erected, any building ; or to repair any 
building so as to make any enlargement, addition or exter- 
ior alteration thereof ; unless such building, enlargement or 
alteration shall have outer walls of stone, brick or other 
non-combustible material, and roof of slate, metal or other 
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non-combustible material ; or to replace or renew the roof 
of any building except with tin, slate or other fire proof 
material ; or to remove or cause to be removed an}' wooden 
building from one place to another within the fire limits, or 
from without to within the fire limits, of the city of Ithaca, 
bounded as follows : Beginning at a point at the intersec- 
tion of the center of Parker and Buffalo streets ; thence 
running west in the center of Buffalo street to Geneva 
street ; thence south along the center of Geneva street to a 
point two hundred and fifty feet south of the south side of 
Green street ; thence east parallel with Green street to the 
center of Cayuga street ; thence south to the center of 
Clinton street ; thence east to the bank of Six Mile Creek ; 
thence along the north bank of Six Mile Creek to a point 
opposite the center of Parker street ; thence north to, and 
along the center of Parker street, to the place of beginning. 
§2. Every owner, builder or other person who shall 
build, or aid in the erection or repairing of any building or 
part of a building, within the boundaries described in this 
ordinance contrary to, or in any other manner than author- 
ized by the foregoing section, or who shall remove or assist 
in removing any wooden building from one place to another 
within the said boundaries, or from without said boundaries 
to any place within the same, or repair or assist in repair- 
ing any wooden building contrary in either case to any of 
the foregoing provisions of this ordinance, shall be subject 
to a penaltv of not less than twenty-five dollars, nor more 
than fifty dollars for each offense. For each day that the 
owner shall allow the same to remain, after being requested 
by the Fire Board to remove it, he shall be subject to an 
additional penalty of ten dollars per day. 

All plans for new buildings to be erected within the 
fire limits as above provided, shall be submitted to the 
Board of Fire Commissioners, and approved by them before 
the construction of the building is commenced.
